TO EXERCISE his God-given rights to protest injustice 
without suffering the intolerable penalties that we 
regularly read of in the newspapers; 

TO GAIN a larger share in the ownership and use of 
capital; 

TO RECEIVE equal protection under the law and equal 
justice in the courts; 

TO OBTAIN crash programs of special assistance in such 
critical areas as health, education, welfare, citizen- 
ship, housing and employment to enable victims of 
racia] discrimination to achieve equality-in-fact; 

To pusH for all that is due here and now without heed- 
ing those who counsel patience, moderation and 
gradualism; 

TO REGISTER, VOTE AND RUN for office without fear of 
retaliation, either overt or subtle; 


THEREFORE, the General Synod, in session in Denver, 
Colorado, seeking to bring the light of the Christian 
gospel to bear on the present crisis in race relations 
confronting our country and the world, and thankfully 
recalling the long-established positions of the Congre- 
gational Christian churches and the Evangelical and 
Reformed Church and now the United Church of 
Christ in the field of relations between the races, on 
July 5, 1968 takes the following actions: 


A. The General Synod calls upon the members of the 
United Church of Christ to uproot intolerance, bigotry 
and prejudice within our own lives and to replace them 


ADOPTED BY FOURTH GENERAL SYNOD, JULY 5, 1963 


with goodwill and the determination to strike down im- 
mediately the barriers which divide men on account of 
race. The General Synod calls upon all members to 
make it plain to all the people with whom we live and 
work that the church and the members thereof stand 
for brotherhood. 


B. The General Synod believes that the United Church 
of Christ must free itself of segregation. 

1. To this end, and understanding that the decision 
must be made for itself by each local congregation, the 
General Synod urges the churches to declare officially 
and publicly that their fellowship is open to all who 
qualify for membership without any restrictions as to 
race, class or ethnic background. The General Synod 
also urges the churches to declare officially and public- 
ly a policy of calling pastors and employing church 
staff members without any restrictions as to race, class 
or ethnic background. When these actions are taken, 
the General Synod asks that a report be made to the 
secretary of the church. 

2. The General Synod urges the conferences and the 
associations of the United Church of Christ to become 
fully integrated “with utmost dispatch.” 

3. The General Synod promises to utilize to the full 
the contribution that its Negro members and other 
racial and minority groups can make to the life and 
work of the United Church, giving these persons their 
share of leadership opportunities and responsibilities. 

4. The General Synod calls upon institutions related 
to the church to desegregate forthwith. 


C. The General Synod proposes to mobilize the man- 
power and means of the church for racial justice. 

1. To this end, the General Synod requests the presi- 
dent of the church, after consultation, to appoint a 
committee consisting of eleven non-national-staff per- 
sons, including in its membership both white and 
Negro persons who are trusted throughout the church 
and have competence in the field of race relations. The 
life of this committee shall extend until the next meet- 
ing of the General Synod. 

2. The General Synod votes to give to that commit- 
tee the power to decide how the resources of the 
church contributed for this purpose will be used in the 
effort to secure racial equality and social justice both 
at home and abroad, 

3. The General Synod accepts the offer of the Council 
for Christian Social Action and the Division of Church 
Extension of the Board for Homeland Ministries to 
provide the services of Dr. S. Garry Oniki; approves 
Dr. Oniki’s appointment as executive coordinator of 
this effort; and suggests that the work and program of 
this committee normally be implemented by commit- 
ting it to one of the existing agencies so that money can 
be conserved for actual program needs. In other cases, 


the committee would be authorized to borrow on a. 


temporary basis experienced staff from the instrumen- 
talities. 

4. The program which this committee shall project 

could include but need not be limited to: 

a. Mobilizing the whole membership of the church, 
to join where possible with our Protestant, Roman 
Catholic and Jewish brethren, on a community 
basis, to meet the need of the situation on the 
local level; 

b. Providing bail bonds for those who are arrested as 
they demand social justice; 

c. Providing legal defense for such persons; 

d. Providing economic aid to persons who lose their 
jobs because of their participation in activities in 
behalf of racial equality; 

e. Providing financial aid for institutions whose sup- 
port is threatened by those who oppose an “open 
policy” of service; 

f. Mobilizing the United Church of Christ, its indivi- 
dual members, congregations, associations and 
conferences to press for the adoption of legislation 
to guarantee civil rights; 

g.Supporting and commending those church mem- 
bers who successfully begin the integration of their 
own immediate neighborhoods; 

h. Extending the program of voter registration; 

i. Urging Christians to give all possible assistance to 
small businesses in making the transition to non- 
segregation; 

j. Providing other emergency or long-term help, the 
need for which only the future will reveal. 


' (note: All this work, where at all possible shall be 
undertaken in cooperation with the National Council of 
Churches, state and local councils of churches, the 
National Conference on Religion and Race and other 
interreligious and community groups. ) 


D. 1. The General Synod challenges the people of 
the United Church of Christ to bring an emergency 
special offering of funds to cover the cost of this pro- 
gram. The General Synod votes that the first of these 
offerings will be received this fall. The setting of the 
date for the second offering is left to the Executive 
Council. 

2. The General Synod commits the responsibility for 
raising these funds to each congregation and to each 
member of the church, under the direction of the 
Stewardship Council. 

3. The General Synod also authorizes the officers of 
the church to borrow against these offerings to be re- 
ceived to the extent of $100,000 in order to begin the 
work immediately. 

4, The General Synod votes to receive an offering at 
the coming Sunday night ecumenical service here at 
General Synod as the beginning of this fund, and sug- 
gests that congregations and individuals that wish to 
add to this fund before next fall will be able to do this 
by sending their contributions to the Treasurer of the 
United Church of Christ, 297 Park Avenue South. New 
York 10, New York. 


E. The General Synod calls upon the members of the 
United Church of Christ to pray that justice and good- 
will shall prevail and then to work in order to make the 
fulfillment of that prayer possible.

Improving the Image of a Group 


BY S. ANDHIL FINEBERG 


C ONCERNING THE IMAGES of racial, religious and ethnic groups, 
which Walter Lippmann called “pictures in the mind,” there is 
some knowledge and much conjecture.

Interest in group images was great in the recy re of the ‘venijoth 
century but declined after 1950. During the past decade and a half 
the concern of intergroup relations workers focussed on discriminatory 
conduct. Before Myrdahl’s An American Dilemma was.published and 
before the Negro Revolt began, the mores of habitual discrimination 
were viewed more placidly than was the agitation of hate propagandists. 
In the late *30s and early "40s the explosive possibilities of rampant 
prejudice aroused great apprehension because of Nazi anti-Semitism. 
After Hitler’s rise to power German Jewry was changed in five years 
from a highly cultured, economically secure group to impoverished 
pariahs. American books and articles were saying, “It Can Happen 
Here.” 

In 1939 over eight. hundred anti-Semitic organizations operated 
in the United States. They ranged in strength from a crackpot with 
his mimeograph machine and his mailing list to the German American 
Bund with 20,000 members. There were also problems of tension be- 
tween Catholics and Protestants. The outpouring of bigotry that 
engulfed Alfred E. Smith’s candidacy for the Presidency in 1924 was 
a disturbing memory. When prejudice was being peddled by hate- 
mongers who denounced a minority group as crafty, unpatriotic, dis-

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honest, plutocratic Communists, what people thought and felt about 
about the defamed group could not be ignored. 


ACCEPTABILITY OF STEREOTYPES 


The fact that traducers of groups are inconsistent and illogical should 
presumably make their propaganda ineffective. But all group images— 


accepts falsehoods that are mutually contradictory. People’s conceptions 
of groups, including their own, are not logical. They conform to psy- 
chological patterns, based on wishful thinking, emotional reactions, su- 
periority and inferiority complexes, and other non-logical determinants. 

Prior to 1950 various American intergroup relations agencies con- 
ducted many programs wherein the emphasis was altogether on preju- 
dice. Their attacks on intolerance were obviously successful. By the 
end of World War II, prejudice had become so unpopular that even 
bigots would say, “I am not prejudiced . . . but . . . .” Anti-Semitism 
undoubtedly diminished greatly and other interreligious animosities 
likewise declined. The emphasis was still on people’s attitudes toward 
members of other groups, when behaviorist psychology invaded the 
field of human relations. The new line was capsuled in the challenge: 
“I don’t care what you think of me, but treat me right.” This made 
sense when you thought about—and we all were beginning to think 
about—multitudes of colored people, and especially American Ne- 
groes, who were greeted with indulgert smiles and received affection 
similar to that bestowed on animal pets, while being deprived of basic 
rights and opportunities to rise educationally, economically and po- 
litically. The inconsistency which makes it possible for people to 
“love” their “Negrahs” and keep them under foot was well described 
in Sarah Patton Boyle’s The Desegregated Heart. 

Thinking about Negroes barred from the ballot box, given a meager, 
segregated education, consigned to poverty and victimized by dis- 
crimination of many kinds, some have asked, “Why waste precious 
time coping with the image whites have of Negroes, or any group, for 
that matter? Why deal with nebulous matters when we can change vis- 
ible conditions by precise means?” A behaviorist theory that prejudice 
is the product of discriminatory practices, rooted in community mores, 
and that people studying, working together and living in proximity lose 
their prejudices was highly influential in relegating programs for 
brotherhood and good will, projects for improving “the climate of 
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opinion” and attempts to improve group images, to such inferior 
status that they have barely been mentioned at any NAIRO conference 
in the past ten years. 


PREJUDICE AND BEHAVIOR 


Even psychologists whose training would suggest maximal engage- 
ment with thought and emotion, and therefore with prejudice, advised 
that “it is wiser to attack segregation and discrimination than to at- 
tack prejudice directly.” (Gordon W. Allport, The Nature of Preju- 
dice, Addison-Wesley Publishing Company, Inc., 1954.) In the setting 
of the past decade and a half that advice was sound. It 
justified the vast effort which culminated in indispensable civil rights 
legislation, court decisions and administrative measures that now 
prohibit segregation and discrimination. The same approach would 
have been futile for protecting a group victimized by only subtle oc- 
casional discrimination, other than social, and harassed by floods of 
calumny. But, like a pair of scissor blades, prejudice and discrimina- 
tion operate together and we must always ask, “Which shall we try 
to blunt at this time?” 

For the Negroes of the United States color is still « sturdy barrier 
at the gates which no legislation can crash. A free citizen cannot be 
ordered to occupy a Negro dentist’s chair, to buy from a Negro 
merchant, to employ a Negro editor, or to open other doors of higher 
opportunity. Without a good group image, all but the most favored 
members of a group are bereft of dignity and esteem and encounter 
baffling hurdles. Who wants to be a member of a church or eat in a 
restaurant or play golf where “the stare” makes the heart miss a 
beat? For full enjoyment one must belong to a group that has what 
public relations experts call “a favorable image.” 

Some will ask instantly, “How can Negroes have a good group im- 
age when their lowly situation and the deprivations they suffered make 
them appear despicable to others?” Here I enter a loud dissent. Amer- 
ican Negroes could have an attractive group image and would have 
it, if their friends worked to secure it for them and if Negro spokesmen 
and their sympathizers were as skillful and energetic in improving 
that image as they have been in securing civil rights. What matters in 
regard to every group is what the observer is seeing. Is he conscious 
of the cream or the dregs of the group? Does he see only the dirt on 
the overalls of the workmen and overlook the labor they perform? 
No human mind can fail to be selective when viewing a racial, religious 
or ethnic group. 
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BUILDING A FAVORABLE IMAGE 


Let me expound my view on the basis of my own with 
the public image of the Jews. As the sole field tative of the 
American Jewish Committee in 1939 and the early ’40s, I visited many 
cities and there engaged the local Jewish leaders in private discussions 
of how to defeat the anti-Semitic propagandists. The discussants said, 
“We tell the public Jews are not dishonest.” I said, “Nonsense. One 
bad experience with a dishonest Jew would sour anyone all the more. 
On that and similar scores we must say, ‘Most Jews are good but some 
are not.’ There are traits that must not be part of a group image.” In 
regard to conduct for which individuals ought to be jailed there is no 
proper answer except, “We have scoundrels and we have saints, as 
do all other groups.” The Committee’s Survey Committee, a score 
of astute business and professional leaders, viewed the problem as one 
that required the highest public relations skills. Since “hate-mongers” 
(a popular term at the time) were trying to build a vile image of the 
Jew in the public mind, they were advised to build a good one. Jews 
were what they were, but how people thought of them was a matter of 
imagery. The image, it was agreed, should not be left to the anti- 
Semites’ artistry. 

Building a good image, however, requires other than the do-it-your- 
self techniques of amateurs and novices. Whether he be called an in- 
tergroup relations official, a community relations worker or a human 
relations consultant, everyone who wishes to improve the status of a 


lations. If a behaviorist approached a competent public relations 
worker and said, “I don’t care what people’s image of me may be, as 
long as they employ me as their headwaiter . . .” his view would elicit 
scorn. Dishwasher? Yes. But headwaiter? NO. Moreover if the visitor 
said, “I don’t really need any advice on how to build a good image of 
my product. There’s nothing that common sense doesn’t tell me,” he 
might well be asked, “Then why have more and more of the most suc- 
cessful people paid out fortunes for public relations advice? Why has 
the number of public relations agencies increased ten fold in twenty 
years?” 

Here are a few things we learned about combatting anti-Semitism 
from public relations experts twenty-five years ago: 

We were told to educate as many people as possible to the concept 
that all groups, including the Jewish, are composed of unlike individ- 
uals who must be judged and treated according to their individual 
merits. Teaching the public to particularize in this way is a phase of 
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education that must never cease. We published many items showing 
Jews in numerous occupations, rich and poor, with varying degrees 
of education, achievement, and the like. Although some advocated “a 
united voice for all Jews,” my associates did not mind a bit when Jew- 
ish groups engaged each other in public controversy. While individual- 
izing Jews and indicating their diversity, we were aware that people 
would have some image of Jews, as they have of other groups that 
have significance for them. Therefore we tried to build a good image. 
A pamphlet on the Jews of the United States written at my request by 
Jacob R. Marcus, historian of the Hebrew Union College-Jewish In- 
stitute of Religion, in 1944, is a good example of an historically ac- 
curate, never apologetic, favorable look at the Jews. Two hundred 
thousand copies of this booklet have been distributed. 


ACCENTUATING THE AFFIRMATIVE 


A good image cannot be built by negating bad features. “We are 
not horse-thieves” will net only a loss. I would not use a page or 
spend a moment explaining the alleged crimes or faults of which Ne- 
groes or any others as a group are accused. Occasional reference to 
the dreadful injustices and unmerited sufferings of the past are war- 
ranted in support for programs of assistance, such as the anti-poverty 
program. But to the prospective employer or neighbor it does not 
matter whether a woman is an indolent slut because her family and 
grandparents were abused and mistreated. The less said about faults 
the better. We must talk of strengths, and of potentials. Better to say, 
“But she will mend her ways in a new environment and she has a good 
mind and a lovely smile.” 

A defamer gains by debate. An apologist serves as his foil. Re- 
gardless of what the enemy is saying and how loudly he says it and 
how many have heard it, insults should never be repeated, even to 
contradict them. This maxim was advised by the War Writers Board 
and I elaborated on it in Punishment Without Crime (Doubleday and 
Company, 1950). 

A good image must be based on elements of truth, though it is im- 
possible to say anything that is true of all members of a group. Are 
all Jews generous? Of course, not. But enough are generous in public 
causes to make that a well known characteristic. Do they strive for 
higher education? Some do not but, since in the main most do, that’s 
a feature worth mentioning. Do they give their children desirable home 
life? As a rule, yes. These were elements of a good image, easily pro- 
moted along with the idea that Jews are individuals who do not look 
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or act alike. The anti-Semites during World War II said the Jews were 
slackers, that they were not doing their share in the armed services. 
Actually the overwhelming majority were patriotic. 

Denying the lies in words would have been a natural reaction, but 
self-defeating. Instead, synagogues and Jewish centers were advised 
to display service flags outside their doors, with blue stars for their 
members in service and gold stars for those who died in the service. 
When men and women went into military or naval service, the fact 
that they were Jews got into the news. When they came home on 
furloughs, there were receptions for them under Jewish auspices. The 
National Jewish Welfare Board obtained and publicized pictures of 
Jews observing Passover and other Jewish holydays in military camps. 
The Jewish War Veterans of the U. S. became very active. The or- 
ganization’s name, which became prominent in reports of patriotic 
activities, helped to smother the anti-Semitic lie. 

An important value of a good group image is that it serves as a goal 
for all members of the group. Talking about “Why are these ugly things 
said about us?” is discouraging and hurts morale. Thinking in af- 
firmative images builds courage. A poor self-image promotes injurious 
withdrawal and destroys ambition. The corrosive process stops for a 
person or a group that acquires self-respect. 

A good image must have emotional impact. Does it create empathy? 
Not sympathy, which at most will fetch a handout at the rear door. 
To obtain a chair in the living room, empathy is needed. Empathy is 
the feeling, “There’s a nice guy, someone I’d like to know better.” 
Nothing else can take a disadvantaged group over the last lap toward 
equality. 

WHAT IMAGE OF THE AMERICAN NEGRO? 

The public’s image of the American Negro should be a montage 
of a uniformed policeman, a pleasant housewife, a thoughtful labora- 
tory technician, a jolly actress, a steel worker on a high beam, a 
physician, a telephone operator, a robed judge, a band leader, and 
a gray-haired college professor. Add and subtract, as you please, but 
keep the smiling guardian of the law in the composite and retain the 
balance of educational levels. These figures should appear alone and 
with other Negroes and with whites. These affable folks work hard, 
play hard, contribute enthusiasm, have a good sense of humor, are 
physically strong, resilient and courageous. Where may these attractive 
Negroes be seen? In everyone’s home, on trains and planes and wher- 
ever else there are magazines or newspapers, or other items with pic- 
tures or stories about people.

IMPROVING THE IMAGE OF A GROUP 


There are many such Negroes in real life, but each is seen by only 
a few persons. It is not surprising that Jackie Robinson’s entry into 
major league baseball, after fifty years of excluding Negroes, was 
quickly followed by other Negroes crossing that rigid color bar. A 
big league baseball star’s face could not have been kept out of the 
press. Nor can suburbanites easily exclude black faces from their 
homes, if Negroes appear in television commercials. If when reading 
Glamour, Vogue, Better Home and Garden, or the like, white girls and 
their mothers found an ample sprinkling of attractive Negro girls, the 
idea of associating with them in person would not seem objectionable. 

Possibilities of imagery in enhancing community relations for any 
minority group are enormous, and as far as Negroes are concerned, 
scarcely tapped. Negroes have an advantage in that their pictures need 
not be labeled. Religious affiliation must be injected subtly but in 
graphic representations race is usually obvious. 

Sylvia Porter’s syndicated column of June 3, 1965 reported that as 
recently as two years ago pictures of nonwhites in newspapers were 
almost totally absent. Since then “integrated advertising,” advocated 
by the New York Labor Department with the support of the Advertis- 
ing Council and the American Association of Advertising Agencies, 
has encouraged no fewer than 121 U. S. corporations to run at least 
one integrated advertisement. The columnist reported that, according 
to the New York City Labor Department, “Already, the campaign is 
spurring Negroes to apply for better jobs and seek the additional ed- 
ucation-training the jobs require.” 

We should accelerate this visual acceptance of the Negroes in every 
pictorial opportunity, including textbooks (where a start has been 
made). Wherever the color of skin should not matter, the indiscrim- 
inate appearance of colored and white skins should be employed to 
make the difference inconsequential and immaterial. 

Some of the higher gains for Negroes will need to occur in imagery 
before they can be attained in reality. If only to prevent Negro chil- 
dren’s forming a bad self-image, we cannot afford to leave the public’s 
group images of the Negroes to their detractors. 

‘This article furnishes only a glimpse of the possibilities. The gains 
that can be derived by eliminating prejudice through favorable 
imagery requires planned effort with skillful guidance. But to advance 
the status of our largest racial minority, community relations workers 
should reassert the importance of attitudes and improve the mental 
pictures that underlie them.

For some years past we have had on our campus a student 
forum called, as indicated in this letterhead, TheQuadwranglers. 
Ifinthis forum are presented the great issues of our time so 
that our students may consider them and seek the truth concern- 
ing them. The name is rather obviously derived from the fact 
that the students wrangle in the quad. 


What is unique about the Quadwranglers is that it always 
takes place out of doors (except for the rare occasion when 
the sun fails to shine and is replaced by rain). Our speakers 
present their ideas in a maximum of thirty minutes' time, then 
the students react to what the speaker has said. Many tims 
they ask for clarification, sometimes they challenge what the 
speaker has said in a brief statement. Always they participate 
and take away with them a strengthened character and a deeper 
understanding of what America is all about. Often, after those 
who must get on to a class have left, those students who can, 
remain and carry on an extended dialog with the speaker--or with 
other students.

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THE SAAC STORY: A NEW APPROACH TO EDUCATING THE GIFTED 


THE PROBLEM 


A nation's talented and gifted children are likely to become its leaders. The nation, therefore, has a special 
stake in their education. 


Our education system serves the majority of children, and cannot always discharge its ea to the 
above-average pupil. Some school districts have begun to offer summer activities to supplement the regular cur- 
riculum, but they are usually half-day programs that concentrate either on recreation or academic subjects -- _ 
almost never both. Most summer school activities are open to all school children, and do not necessarily serve 
the special needs of the gifted. 


Without duplicating on=going school programs, Sciences and Arts Camps, Inc. (SAAC) was organized to meet 
five basic needs of gifted children beginning at an early age: continuous intellectual and creative stimulation; 
exposure to exceptional teachers; out-of-school opportunities to associate with children like themselves in a 
non-competitive environment; athletic programs that permit both individual and group play; and training in 
social responsibility for the realization of their leadership potential. SAAC's framework for fulfilling these needs 
is a growing chain of summer camps, and out-of-school, year-round, follow-up enrichment programs. | 


SAAC'S BEGINNINGS 


The SAAC idea was conceived by Hertzel Fishman, a Greenwich, Conn. clergyman and college political science 
instructor. In 1959, he and four other Greenwich residents incorporated Sciences and Arts Camps in the State of 
Connecticut as a non-profit organization, The four other incorporators were James A, Linen, President of Time 
Magazine, John L. Burns, President of RCA, Bud Collyer, President of AFTRA, and Samuel F. Pryor, Vice- 
President of Pan<American World Airways. At first they that education foundations and corporations 

would underwrite a residence camp, but the SAAC idea had not been tested in practice, so a day camp pilot 
program for 1960 seemed wiser. This program set the pattern for all subsequent SAAC day camps. 


After the federal government had granted a tax-exempt status to SAAC, school superintendents in seven Fair- 
field County (Conn.) townships holved form local committees to conduct a program of public relations. The 
school authorities mimeographed letters to parents of children in grades 3 - 7, informing them of the SAAC pro- 
ject, Their offices were used as SAAC's local mailing address, They urged their Boards of Education to lease 
school equipment to SAAC for the summer, They approved a local educator to direct the program. The Board of 
Education in Darien, Connecticut, geographical center of the participating communities, leased to SAAC; at the 
standard rental fee, the facilities of its new 30-acre high school for six weeks. 


The camp director, and two educational consultants, chose the senior staff members and the junior counselors 
with great care, They interviewed all applicants at length. The master counselors’ remuneration for the six- 
week program was at least 10% of their annual school salary, The junior counselors were honor collegians whose 
main function was to assist master counselors, leading song fests, debates, chess tournaments, drama perfor- 
mances, camp fires, square dances, sports, and indoor games on rainy days. Several helped in science, art and 
with the camp newspaper. 


Parents who thought their children might qualify, wrote to the local SAAC Committee for applications, which 
they completed and returned to SAAC headquarters. Applicants’ school principals were then requested by SAAC 
to complete a confidential evaluation regarding the onmiea The information on this form was the basis for 
SAAC's acceptance or rejection of candidates, No unauthorized person had access to a child's records. 


Acceptance into the SAAC program was based on: an IQ score of at least 120, reading and arithmetic achieve- 
ment two years above grade level, and teacher recommendations, Children with IQ's slightly below the cutoff 
point who had shown remarkable leadership qualities, high academic achievement or outstanding creativity 

were also enrolled. Several high I|Q applicants were "underachievers." 


The first summer's budget was met only partially by campers’ fees, with the deficit covered by contributions and 
loans. As a result of local committee and other fund raising efforts, SAAC granted scholarship assistance to 
qualified children from low income families, and no eligible child was denied enrollment for need of such help. 


THE PROGRAM 


The campers were fascinated by the exciting teachers and new vistas of learning. Each group was exposed to all 
subjects in the core program: science, humanities, art, music and physical education. During the 50-minute 


“free periods", campers could participate in any constructive activity they chose. They might work on indi- 
vidual projects, play tennis or team games, play the piano, enter a chess or ping pong tournament, or return to 
any counselor for additional guidance in a chosen subject. 


"Freedom" was the key to the SAAC program. With staff guidance, campers could select individual projects, 
choose from a variety of supervised non-core activities, (e.g. math, foreign area studies) or drop one subject to 
intensify study in another, The program's emphasis on the individual camper enabled each child to develop and 


progress at his own rate. 


The science program was conducted by two exceptionally gifted counselors, who travelled an hour each day to 
get to camp. More than 100 individual science projects, primarily in the biological sciences, ranging from 
junior high school to early college level, were carried out during the summer. (The following summer, the 
science program was planned around cancer research, with the cooperation of the Sloan-Kettering Institute.) 


A new language experience -- Russian -- was presented informally to many campers through folklore, songs and 
newspapers. The athletics program emphasized individual non-competitive sports like archery, Swedish gymnas- 
tics and trampoline exercises. (Many parents went out their way to congratulate SAAC on this aspect of the 
program, for they noted a new physical and psychological self assurance in their children.) In the mathematics 
program, the children could discover and develop, on their own, concepts in geometry, algebra and topology, 
and build computers. 


The humanties program included an evaluation of southern and northern journalism on the race question, and de- 
bates on America's national purpose. (The next summer featured an exciting study of Plato's political ideas.) 
There was a 30-camper orchestra and an enthusiastic choral group. Children learned themes from classic orches- 
tral and operatic music, often writing words to accompany them, 


Many children possessed exceptional abstract reasoning power, but their great store of facts also included mis - 
information. Instructors challenged the campers and encouraged them to define terms used in their unusually 


large vocabularies. 


Other facets of the program included vie | cook-outs, song fests, folk dancing, plays, stamp exhibits, chess 
and tennis tournaments, nature hikes, sketching trips and unusual films, 


Teachers were eager to perform any duty assigned them, participating in frequent counselors’ meetings and tak- 
ing on chores beyond the call of duty. Their enthusiasm about the project was reflected in the delight and high 
spirits of the children. Parents were given an opportunity to see the camp in operation and meet with the coun- 
selor staff to discuss their children's progress, The parents’ reactions to the project were exuberant. A well 
known psychiatrist wrote: "J had a wonderful summer and cannot wait to return. It was his first encounter with 
truly superior teachers. An unexpected dividend was the physical education program, probably because it was 
so individualized and non-competitive. He basked in the association of others with interests like his own. He 


matured both intellectually and socially." 


An art director said that "P's great love, of course, was the science labs. What we did not expect was the new 
articulateness and qualities of leadership that he is displaying at school, We think SAAC encouraged him to 
think on his feet and express himself with confidence. The friendships made at SAAC would have justified the 
camp experience if nothing else had." - . 


And a school teacher concurred: "The fact that our children wanted to go back to SAAC is an indication to us 
that learning as a summer experience can be enjoyed as much as loafing. Sending two children to SAAC comes 
as no small hardship to us, as a teacher's salary and five small children might well indicate. This gives added 


meaning to the importance we attach to SAAC," 


THE AFTERMATH 


Enthusiastic comments of school superintendents who visited the project were echoed in articles by education 
and free-lance writers in leading periodicals: 


The New York Times: "SAAC aims at releasing the brake instead of applying the pressure... The camp gives 
the young gifted space to play and a challenge to learn." 


TIME Magazine: "Whatever happened to summer boredom? ... SAAC gives youngsters an early taste in man 
fields so that Tater they can channel themselves more effectively." f 


The Christian Science Monitor: "SAAC is dedicated to cultivating the pursuit of excellence in bright youngsters, 
and imbuing them with the values and skills necessary for enlightened leadership in a democratic society." 


After the camp season, SAAC began a fall follow-up program designed to add new facets to the campers‘ ex- 
perience. These follow-up activities were led by competent local professionals who volunteered to lead small 
groups of campers, on weekends or during evening hours. Beginning in October, a dozen scientists conducted 
weekend sessions at the Stamford, Conn. laboratories of the American Cyanamid Company. Five volunteer 
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physicians led sessions on aspects of medicine at two nearby hospitals. Children attended Russian and art classes 
all winter. A United Nations official conducted a course on underdeveloped countries, and a lawyer led a 
group of campers in aspects of American jurisprudence. 


In at least two broad areas -= learning and character development -- the pilot experience yielded pels 
results. Teachers and parents noted a new zest for learning when the campers returned to school, The alleged 
danger of boredom never materialized, for the SAAC program had not duplicated the regular school curriculum. 
To SAAC campers, education began to take on a new and exciting meaning. It began to inspire a genuine love 
for learning without the motivation of high grades or teacher's approval. SAAC has succeeded in opening new 
— of satisfaction, particularly for youngsters who had been "blocked" in subjects like mathematics, poetry 
or athletics. 


The first summer's SAAC experience also had its effect on the children's behavior. At camp they respected each 
other, supported the performance of their newly-made friends, and went out of their way to congratulate them 
for outstanding work. Many a parent told SAAC that a child who had been a braggart, a snob, or intolerant of 
others behaved infinitely more generously to his brothers and sisters and classmates after the camp season, It is 
fair to suggest that the simple confrontation with children "as good as" themselves or perhaps "better", gave 
bright youngsters a truer personal perspective and increased their sensitivity to differences and to an apprecia- 
tion of "giftedness" on many Soak. 


EXPANSION AND DEVELOPMENT 


SAAC's founders realized that success depended not only on the moral support of local school systems and parent 
approval, but also on financial help. They now believed that the pilot day camp unit would attract the attention 
it deserved, They were not wrong. 


The Carnegie Corporation of New York, long interested in educational experimentation, dispatched two of its 
representatives to learn about the program at first hand, After a series of negotiations, a three-year administra- 
tive award totalling $120,000, was granted to SAAC, beginning June 1961. The grant's purpose was explicit: 
to establish SAAC units throughout the country. 


SAAC's Board of Trustees, headed by Robert B, Anderson, former U.S. Secretary of the Treasury, invited 
Hertzel Fishman to assume the full time position as president of the organization and authorized the establish- 
ment of a central office and recruitment of a small staff in New York City. In the summer of 1961 SAAC oper- 
ated three day camps, in 1962 nine units, and in 1963 fourteen units in four states. To assist in the educational 
development of the program, SAAC engaged for two years the consultation services of specialists in gifted child 
studies, 


In 1962 SAAC operated its first residence camp for youngsters ages 10 - 17, At this camp in Massachusetts, 
more than 30 subjects were offered. Though a youngster could use his "free" periods for more intensive study 

of a preferred subject, he was expected to participate in a balanced program of science, humanities, music, 
arts, sports and swimming. Under guidance, each camper formulated his own schedule. The more mature the 
camper, the greater his freedom to follow a particular interest. Only at mealtimes, at “general swim," during 
hikes, at evening activities and at rest periods did the cabin meet as a group. The broad range of intellectual 
and creative activities included great literature, philosophy, history, economics, political science, biology, 
chemistry, mathematics, fine arts, dance, drama, journalism, orchestra, chorus, swimming, and a wide variety 
of sports. 


The camp was a beehive of activity. A continuous interchange of ideas at seminars and workshops centered on 
major current issues, on ideals vo fake and great books. On any day one might find the orchestra playing 
Mozart or the chorus singing Bach, young campers studying symbolic logic or John Stuart Mills’ “On Liberty, " 

or rehearsing "A Midsummer Night's Dream." Campers produced original plays and songs for their social 
evenings, and participated in an exciting three-day film festival on aatel and political issues. There was al- 
ways a chess or bridge tournament going on, verieie tennis tournaments and swimming meets, trips to Tangle- 
wood, Jacob's Pillow, an atomic energy plant, museums, universities, jazz and folk music festivals. The 
Rocketry Association executed a series of launchings from a camper=constructed site, and ham radio enthusiasts 
were continually active. The children published a literary magazine, a camp newspaper and a satirical weekly. 
The rich natural resources of the camp provided opportunities for trail blazing, over-night camping, and ecolo- 
gical, geological and conservation studies. Campers' parents were invited to participate in the weekend program: 
a distinguished physician explained the use of radio isotopes in medicine, a famous musician gave a bassoon con- 
cert, and another parent, who is on the United Nations staff, gave a lecture series on Chinese culture. 


SAAC's original faith in a residence camp project was eminently justified, especially in the growth of the cam- 
pers' personalities. The camp's slogan, "Freedom in Responsibility," left its mark. Living with children from 
many different geographical, social and religious backgrounds and working with a high-caliber staff from widely 
differing educational institutions, campers learned to respect, and even admire, their differences, The experience 
away from home gave many of them their first taste of the joys, challenges and responsibilities of independence, 

It was easier to mature because they found warm friends among individualists like themselves. 
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In 1964 SAAC opened its second residence camp at Port Ewen, New York, overlooking the Hudson River (outside 
of Kingston, New York). This camp enrolls eligible campers for a full eight-week season while the Massachusetts 
camp gears its program to campers enrolled for four-week seasons. SAAC's new camp was presented to a nation- 
wide audience on NBC's Huntley-Brinkley program. 


As SAAC residence camps spread to other parts of the country and abroad, SAAC campers will have the unusual 
opportunity, beginning in their early teenage years, to meet their counterparts in other societies, and join them 
in a broad fellowship of responsible youth, dedicated to selfless service and enlightened leadership in a free 


world, 
EDUCATIONAL PROSPECTS 
The SAAC experience can vitally affect the following areas: 


A. Values: It is easier to articulate pedagogical goals than to teach them -- independence of mind, acceptance 
of differences, self-criticism, learning for its own sake, relating the various intellectual disciplines to each 
other, the quest for truth, a broad perspective on world problems, civic virtue, service to society, personal in- 
tegrity, compassion, freedom in responsibility -- to name several attitudes and ideals SAAC wants campers to 
adopt and commit themselves to. They are not easy to assimilate to a child's personality. Lectures and 
discussions are not sufficient, but an environment where these values are deliberately fostered and respected will 
help. Children learn from example, by emulation, trial and error, daily practice, kindly criticism. To be in- 
fluenced by a great teacher at an early age, to cultivate the art of inquiry into scientific and human problems, 
to develop new skills and aptitudes, to icé*fesponsible self-government in an atmosphere of iodan -- all 
these experiences can desoly affect a child's personality and character. 


B. Broadening Horizons: At SAAC, gifted children and exceptional teachers from varied backgrounds break 
through provincialism, snobbery and parochialism. For the first time in their lives, perhaps, children from rural 
areas meet city children with the same interests as theirs, to the profit of both. Campers from different economic 
and social strata become friends and gain invaluable perspective. SAAC is now also sponsoring two 4-week pro- 
grams each summer at one of its sleep-away camps to Sadie more eligible children to attend. 


C. Integration: It is of enormous value for bright white and Negro children to live in the same summer cabin and 
be exposed to each other's outlook on life. SAAC's experience underscores the benefits to bright Negro children 
who can be brought into the program at an early age and kept in it through early adulthood. If there is to be 
real integration that transcends even political justice, it must begin early enough in the life of a Negro child, 
in order to give him a sense of personal worth, to make him believe in his prospects for self-fulfillment and a 
share in the responsibilities and privileges of society. The SAAC experience can prepare him for genuine school 
integration. In particular, SAAC can help train future Negro leaders and teachers to accelerate the advance of 
their race, and to establish a harmonious relationship with the white ¢itizenry of the world. 


D. Teacher Training: Experienced or prospective teachers can participate in an ideal in-service training pro- 
gram by serving as cabin counselors to gifted children and assistants to recognized master teachers in the various 
disciplines. When teachers return to their regular classrooms, they will be in a far better position to deal ade- 
quately with the gifted or creative pupil, having learned at close quarters how he functions. Teacher training 
colleges could benefit greatly from the SAAC laboratory, where the high level of learning inspires higher stand- 
ards for teaching. In addition, SAAC allows for curriculum experimentation, research in the process of learning, 
in the nature of giftedness, in character training and leadership development, 


E. International Understanding: SAAC believes that one way to promote better understanding among nations 

is to help their futuré leaders establish early friendship ties. To understand and interpret for others the national 
characteristics of peoples is of great value to long range foreign policy and international cooperation. A world- 
wide network of SAAC residence camps where gifted children from the host nation and other nations will be ex- 
posed to the SAAC program, and to each other, is likely to contribute to the strength of the free world. 


SAAC'S BOARD OF TRUSTEES 


SAAC's national officers currently (1964) include: Robert B. Anderson, former U. S. Secretary of the Treasury, 
Board Chairman; Hertzel Fishman, President; and Clayton Bud Collyer, Treasurer. Allen O. Felix and Daniel 
Greenberg head SAAC's standing committee on educational policy. Dr. Felix, formerly on the faculty of 
Teacher's College, Columbia University, is presently Director of Education, New York Stock Exchange. 

Dr. Greenberg has served in the Departments of Physics, and of History, at Columbia University, and is also 
Consulting Editor to Ginn & Co. Other Board members include: Louise Ansberry, Ruder & Finn; James C, 
Hagerty, American Broadcasting Co.; Leo Kornfeld, Cresap, McCormick & Paget; Robert H. Mallot, F.M.C.,

The American Communications Association is holding 
its biennial convention in Washington, D. C., on 
October 25 and 26, 1962, at the Executive House 
hotel, Scott Circle, N. W. 


As you probably know, at our last convention the 
delegates were addressed by a representative of 
CORE and were very much impressed by his presenta- 
tion of the program of your organization. Following 
the convention it was possible to get most of our 
Locals to make modest contributions to the work of

The main item on the agenda will be the selection 
and precise formulation of a subject for the annual 
civil liberties conference. 


The proposals that so far have been submitted 
relate to civil liberties and trade unionism. Two sub- 
jects have been suggested. The first concentrates on 
legal and other problems presented by the attempt to 
secure rank and file control of union activity; it would 
cover internal union elections and union political 
activities as well as the problem of rank and file con- 
trol of union economic policies. The second subject is 
labor union activity and the first amendment; it would 
include restraints on picketing and leaflet distribution | 
as well as the degree to which, if at all, racial or | 
other “unfair" appeals in representation elections can 
be regulated consistently with the first amendment. 


No decision has been made to proceed in the labor 
area, and other ideas are earnestly solicited. Last 
year's conference on The Role of the Supreme Court in 
Civil Liberties Cases, it will be recalled, was suggested 
by Murray Gordon at the dinner meeting. (Incidentally, 

a mimeographed copy of the edited transcript of that 
conference is being sent to you under separate cover.) 


Other scheduled business is a report on recent 
activities of the Hays Program and solicitation of 
suggestions for future activity. For your convenience 
I am enclosing a copy of our report for 1962-63, that 
you may have already have seen.

Annual Report: June 1, 1962, to June l, 1963 


Norman Dorsen, Director 


Although this is my second annual report since assuming 
responsibility for the direction of the Hays Program in March 
1961, it is the first which will present a rounded picture of . 
our activities, This is so because only in the last year have 


the various parts of the Program settled into a reasonably 
consistent pattern, 


The most significant development has been the favorable 
reception of our tender of legal assistance to civil liberties 
organizations, As will be seen in paragraph 4 below, several 
of these groups requested and received written assistance from 
us on @ wide variety of legal problems. Experience indicates 
that such research not only helps the various organizations 
but also provides the student fellows in civil liberties with 
a first-class professional experience, 


Two of the year's most successful projects had both 
practical and scholarly aspects, The first project concerned 
the perennial problem of legal representation in criminal 
trials, In March 1963, in Gid vy weinwrient, the Supreme 
Court unanimously overruled a 2 dec sion held that 
states were henceforth required to provide counsel to all 
criminal defendants, I served as co-counsel to the American 
Civil Liberties Union in this case with Mr, J, Lee Rankin and 
was responsible for the preparation of a brief amicus curiae, 
At the same time, two student fellows were preparing a paper 
on the general question of the defense of criminal defendants 
with particular emphasis on the plight of those unable to 
receive counsel because of the unpopularity of their views 
or affiliations. This paper has now been published in the 
Winter issue of the Howard Law Journal, 


The second highlight of the year stemmed from a request 
by Senator Jacob K, Javits of New York for assistance in 
answering an attack on the Supreme Court delivered by Senator 
James 0, Eastland of Mississippi, in which it was charged 
that in a large number of cases the Justices of the Court had 
voted “pro-Communist," thus threatening "fundamentally the 
basic security of our country from the onslaught of the 
Communist conspiracy ...-- Senator Javits used the legal 
memorandum that I prepared as the basis of a Senate speech 
in which he responded to Senator Eastland, Subsequently, the 
memorandum was published as an article in the April issue of 


the University of Pennsylvania Law Review. 


The paragraphs that follow contain a detailed discussion 
of the activities for the past year,

1. Personnel. The Arthur Garfield Hays Fellows for the 
1962-63 ac ¢ year were John Smith, LL.B., Florida, graduate 
fellow, and George Santangelo and Gerald Sobel, senior fellows. 
Nathan Greene, LL,B., Wayne State, served as the Robert Marshall 
Fellow in civil liberties. The fellows participated fully in 
every aspect of our work, They assisted in the preparation of 
papers for publication, in the development of the seminar, and 
particularly in the program of legal assistance to civil 
liberties organizations. 


In last year's report I expressed disappointment that so 
few seniors in other law schools had applied for graduate fellow- 
ships. This year, I am happy to say, the situation was notably 
improved; we received 22 applications from all parts of the 
country, many from outstanding prospects. There was also a 
healthy number of undergraduate applicants from our second year 
class, only the top fifth of which was eligible to apply. 


We continued our association with Mr. Morton Lane under 
a grant from the Meyer Foundation, This year Mr. Lane spent a 
good deal of his time on a private project that was not under 
our supervision, He devoted the remainder of the year to a 
study of the constitutional guarantee to each state of "A 
Republic Form of Government. 


2. Advisory Committee, The Advisory Committee that was 
established in Jan 3 e 1901 continued to work closely with us, 
Members of the Committee, especially those associated with 
civil liberties organizations, wereresponsible for many requests 
for legal services. In addition, certain members had valuable 
ideas for research, and one proposed the idea of a debate on 
"The Proper Role of the United States Supreme Court in Civil 
Liberties Cases," which we eventually held in Vanderbilt Hall. 


The Advisory Committee met as a group twice, on October 
18, 1962 and on March 7, 1963. In addition, we were in constant 
touch with many members of the Committee during the year,

To CORE, in a case involving persons who protested 
through "live-ins" and other means alleged discriminatory 
renting practices of an apartment house owner, 


m. To the New York Civil Liberties Union, in a case 
challenging a sentence of execution imposed on a defendant 
having a history of severe mental disturbance without 
providing a hearing on the question of sanity at which 

the defendant was represented by counsel, 


In addition to the work provided the national civil 
liberties organizations, we responded during the year to other 
requests for legal assistance, including one from the American 
Association of University Professors in connection with its 
study of legislative and administrative interference with 
academic freedom, and anotherfrom Senator Jacob K, Javits on 
the constitutionality of a proposed amendment to Part III of 
the Civil Rights Act of 1957. 


5. Conference: On March 7, 1963, before an audience of 
approximately 450 composed of faculty, students, members of the 
bar, and members of the general public, the Hays Program sponsored 
a debate in Vanderbilt Hall on "The Proper Role of the United 
States Supreme Court in Civil Liberties Cases." The participants 
in the debate were Professor Paul M, Bator of the Harvard Law 
School, Professor Caleb Foote of the University of Pennsylvania 
Law School, and Professors Alexander M, Bickel and Charles A, 
Reich of the Yale Law School, I served as moderator, 


6, Seminar. In conjunction with the Hays Program, the 
seminar "Civil and Political Rights" was offered during the fall 
semester. The seminar took the form of a study of current prob- 
lems in the field of civil liberties. Four of the sessions were 
conducted by the following guests: Judge Oscar H. Davis of the 
United States Court of Claims; Mr. Osmond K, Fraenkel, General 
Counsel of the American Civil Liberties Union; Mr, Will Maslow, 
Executive Director of the American Jewish Congress; and Mr, Alan 
U. Schwartz of Greenbaum,Wolff and Ernst, Fifteen students were 
enrolled in the seminar, the same number as last year.

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Following the conference with Gov. Breathitt, the alli- 
ance was formed, in unanimous agreement that a 
strong and determined drive was necessary to ensure 
passage, this year, of public accommodations legislation 
in Kentucky. 


THE BILL 


The legislation proposed to Gov. Breathitt is known as 
the Draft Public Accommodations Bill and was drawn 
up by the Kentucky Commission on Human Rights. The 
bill would entrust the Commission, as a State agency, 
to. enforce a ban on discrimination in public accom- 
modations, first by consultation and persuasion and, 
second, on continued violation, by court order duly 
obtained in the county of offense. 


The Commission on Human Rights has prepared their 

bill only after three years of research throughout the 

State and the Nation. 

Their findings: 

® The enactment of the proposed Federal law will 
increase the importance of passing a Kentucky 
law. 

@© Federal legislation will not cover a majority of 
Kentucky businesses. 

© For some and not others to be bound by Federal 
law would itself be discriminatory and could 
possibly result in a loss of business to some and 
not to others. 

® The Fereral law would be difficult to enforce 
broadly. 

© It is always desirable that human rights problems 
be handled on the local level, by people familiar 
with the citizens with whom they work. 

© Intrastate discrimination is equally as immoral as 
Interstate discrimination.

Program Notes 
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"Channeling Corporate Power in the Public Interest: A National Social Policy Seminar conducted by 
The Analysis and Proposals of John F. Maxwell" The Religion and Labor Council of America, 
February 26-27-28, 1964, Washington, D. C. Matthew K. Clarke, Program Director 


The Reverend John F. Maxwell is priest Director of the Catholic Social Guild of the Roman Cath- 
olic Diocese of Southwark, England, and is a frequent contributor to journals of opinion and scholarship 
in the British Commonwealth. 


Father Maxwell's basic thesis is contained in his testimony before the Jenkins Committee on Com- 
pany (i.e. Corporation) Law Revision of Parliament in 1959-60. It was published as a 165 page mono- 
graph in the United States in the October, 1962 issue of the University of Detroit Law Journal and titled 
"Should Christians Press for Revision of Company Law?”". 

The following issue (April, 1963) contains a symposium on Father Maxwell's work with contributions 
from a wide ranging group of American authorities including Richard Eells, Paul P. Harbrecht, S.J., Ear! 
Latham, William Gorman, Robert Theobald, Otto R. Reischer, David T. Bazelon, Leon B. Sager, Walter 
A. Weisskopf, J.J. Jehring and Ralph E. Flanders. 

(These two issues (paperbacks) are the advance texts for the seminar. ) 

The main paper Father Maxwell will present for discussion at the seminar will cover the s ame basic 
thesis and its most recent developments. 


As presented in the Law Journal article, Father Maxwell's thought may be outlined as follows: 
He considers three serious moral evils in the present capitalistic system to be maldistribution of the bene- 
fits of property holding, underconsumption, and unlimited dividends. He holds that they may be located 
chiefly in the caempany or corporation law system which was evolved for a static economy and hence is 
not suitable in a dynamic economy. Rejecting anti-monopoly policies, nationalization, taxation and 
profit sharing as inadequate remedies for injustice, he proposes full publicity about corporate business 
data, restructured enterprises, a limit on dividends, other related measures, and Economic Development 
Councils. 


His work is thus a synthesis of religious social thought and the literature of the modern corporation 
since 1932. Ranging as well into economic history since the Middle Ages, he cuts through a radical con- 
fusion of social and economic mythology and presents his clarification based on social ethics and modern 
economic understanding. His proposals, of course, are controversial but the cogency and clarity of his 
thought has merited his work a respectful reception and serious discussion by U.S. authorities in this field. 


This seminar, with its emphasis on the social ethics of the issue, compliments similarly titled regional 
and national seminars begun in January, 1963 with papers on economic concentration by Harrison F. 
Houghton (then chief Economist for Wright Patman) and Dr. Frank J. Kottke of the Washington State 
University (formerly with F.T.C.). 


Those programs, held in the wake of the Steel price rise controversy of 1962, were particularly well 


received. Yet the subject remains prennial and more pressing as we move further into our age of "automation". 


In bringing his work to further attention among social policy makers we hope to promote greater 
awareness and attention to the ethical aspects of our key economic institutions. Father Maxwell's work, 
we believe, can add an important new dimension to ecumenical dialogue and interreligious social action 
in the years immediately before us, as well as stimulate and enlighten socio-economic policy. 


Program Notes 


“The Humanization of Work: Analysis and A National Social Policy Seminar conducted by 
Proposals by Fred H. Blum" Religion and Labor Council of America, 
April 1-2-3, 1964, Washington, D. C. Matthew K. Clarke, Program Director 


Dr. Fred H. Blum for two years has been conducting research at the Scott Bader Commonwealth, 
Ltd. in Wollaston, England, a plastics firm employing 200 persons who cooperatively own the enterprise 
and have done so since 1951 when it was given to the employees by Ernst F. Bader, a Swiss-German 
bom British citizen and member of the Society of Frier.ds. The results of this research will be published 
in book form later this year by Harper and Row. 


Dr. Blum is author of an earlier key work Toward a Democratic Work Process 1953, a study of the 
Hormel-Packinghouse workers project on democratizing work which he directed. 


-He is an economist-sociologist who has both a sociology and a working theology of work based on 
the Quaker non-violent way and incorporating the principles of Protestant "responsible society" and the 
Catholic natural law doctrines. His analysis of the human problem of work in our society is based on a 
view of work as a structure of values and power which implement the goal or value “economic productivity”. 
He aims to replace this value in concrete work situations with the homan value “human productiveness", 
thus attacking the problem of the alienation of work at its roots. His method, called “action-research" 
in industrial relations is related to that group dynamics and community development specialists. 


The advance text for the Seminar is an unpublished paper prepared for the Religion and Labor Council 
in 1962 with an introduction by your program director, from the September 1962 issue of Religion & Labor. 
Dr. Blum's main paper will state the theme of the Seminar as follows: "work as a structure of values and 
power and how to humanize it, including the implications for a just and non-violent social order". Blum 
is thus attempting a breakthrough on the emerging issue of "meaningful work" which confronts our society 
with increasing urgency. His approach, a unique combination of the theoretical and practical, presents 
concrete proposals for action-research projects for both unions and business enterprises. 


To deal adequately with this so basic an issue our resources must be specialized and highly compe- 
tent. We have been unusually fortunate in involving the following persons to comment and lead the ex- 
tended discussion sessions following Dr. Blum's paper: 

1. Harold Ruttenberg, author of Dynamics of Industrial Democracy (w. C.S. Golden), and Self 
Developing America 1960. Mr. Ruttenberg, who had a trade union career with the United Steel- 
workers, later became President of Stardrill-Keystone and is now Managing Associate of Humanation 
Associates, Pittsburgh. His corrollary experience applying his productivity oriented concept 
“humanation" makes him an excellent resource. 

2. As labor "response" we have Brendan Sexton, Director of the Leadership Study Center of the 
United Auto Workers, AFL-CIO, a labor commentator of wide experience who is vitally interested 
in our topic. 

3. Completing the basic program is the Reverend Scott Paradise, Associate Director of the Detroit 
Industrial Mission, the Episcopal founded, specialized research and program agency, (now inter- 
denomination Protestant in sponsorship), the purpose of which is to discover the church's role in 
industrial society. Its total approach to unions and corporations as well as its staff experience as 
priest workers make Mr. Paradise a key commentator. 


(Also expected is a leading civil rights spokesman, who may aid us in relating Blum's emphasis on 
non-violence in the work process to non-violence as a value in the entire socio-economic system. )

TO: Chicago Area Civil Rights Leaders 
FROM: Jay Miller, Peace Education Secretary, AFSC 


SUBJECT: Joint action on ''War On Poverty-Peace Walk"'--April 4, 1964 


At Albert Raby's suggestion and with some apology for attempting to present 
an analysis to the Civil Rights movement while at the same time being "out", 
I offer the following for your consideration. | : 


We ask the civil rights groups to join the peace groups and hopefully several 
labor unions, church groups, unemployed, and ADC mothers in the first 
large-scale public demonstration for the war on poverty, tying this up with 

a national de-emphasis on the arms race, so that we are better able to carry 
on the struggle to eliminate poverty and achieve full employment, 


The civil rights struggle has started this country moving. It has demonstrated 
the efficacy of non-violent direct action as a tool for social protest. Although 
the struggle has centered mostly around the issues of segregation and accomoe ° 
dations, it is now becoming apparent in dealing with these issues that the 
struggle must be broader and that new alliances must be formed, 


' Bayard Rustin, in December, suggested to a group of SNCC leaders that the | 
civil rights movement was losing momentum and that the way to reverse this 
trend would be to broaden its appeal to all underprivileged groups. He pointed 
out that although Negroes are less favored in employmment than are whites, 
their problem cannot be separated from the general problem of unemployment 
and poverty. 


James Farmer has gone. even farther in making this tie-up. When invited to 
meet with President Johnson, he brought along Seymour Melman, an industri- 
al engineer and author of The Peace Race, who advocates a $22 billion cut in 
the $57 billinn military arms budget. 


Melman contends that we can now kill the Russians hundreds of times over 
with our missiles and that we have nuclear bombs equivalent to 7 tons of TNT 
for every man, woman, and child on earth, Further, the $37 billion that he 
leaves in the arms budget would be more than adequate to maintain our present 
"overkill'"' capacity--that it is criminal to continue to build and develop 
unneeded weapons when the funds are so desperately needed elsewhere. "How 
much is enough?" he asks. 


Melman would see these funds transfered to the civilian sector of the economy, 
We have at least 300 billion dollars in unmet social needs:in this country such 
as housing, sChools, hospitals, educational scholarships, public transportation, 
etc.; the list is long and varicd. 
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Farmer, Rustin and Melman would all agree that this transfer of funds and 
priorities is imperative for a variety of reasons, all of which are crucial 
to the Civil Rights Movement: 


1, Improved housing, hospitals, schools, etc. would raise the quality of 
life for all of us, but especially for those who carry the burden of 
poverty. 

2. These types of projects and spending would create more jobs per dollar 
spent than does the highly sophisticated and automated military industry. 


3. It will do the Negro little good and might actually embitter him cven 
further if he is to "breakthrough" on segregation and accomodations 
but does not have the economic means to move out of the ghetto or pay 
for education to keep pace with the increasing intellectual and 
technological demands. 


4, With unemployment and substandard employment figures rising, there 
will be increased friction between white and minority-group workers 
in the fight over existing jobs unless the trend is reversed. 


5. There has not been a major piece of social legislation passed by Congress 
in almost 25 years, The excuse has usually been that we don't have 
the money because of high defense needs, 


6, In a society where the missile is more important than the home or the 
school, it is unlikely that our social needs will receive important 
attention unless we are able to reverse this trend, 


It is for all of these reasons that we propose a broad alliance among the 
various groups who may have somewhat different emphases but would agree 
that our problem today is to shift the direction of American society away from 
an almost pethological concern with war and violence, and to create a climate 
in which our society considers the full and free development of each indi- 
vidual its most lofty goal. 


With problem aftcr problem piling up in our society, with the great feelings 
of insecurity and searching that increasing numbers of Americans share 
today, it may be possible to forge a large movement of Negroes, whites, and 
Puerto Ricans, from all economic classes--using the levers of persuasion, 
education, political and non-violent direct action--which can accomplish 

this goal.

\ A VIEWPOINT FOR 1965 


Michael J. Murphy, appointed Police Commissioner of New York City by Mayor Robert 
F. Wagner in 1961, came up through the ranks to head the largest police force in‘the United States. 


Commissioner Murphy holds a Bachelor of Law degree (summa cum laude) from Brooklyn 
Law School and a Master’s degree in Public Administration from The City College. The Commis- 
sioner is also a member of the Bar of New York State and a graduate of the New York State 
Police Training School, the New York State Traffic Officers School, the Massachusetts State 
Police School and the Division of Safety, New York State Rescue School. He serves on the 
Executive Board of the International Association of the Chiefs of Police and is a member of its Uniform 
Crime Reporting Committee. He also represents the International Federation of Senior Police Officers 
at the United Nations. 


Throughout his tenure Commissioner Murphy has been concerned with advancing the pro- 
fessionalism of the Police Department. Most recentl was instrumental in achieving the affiliation of 
the New York City Police Academy with The City College, and in initiating the new college program 
in Police Science currently enrolling over 1500 participants. 


Commissioner Murphy will analyze such questions as: 
e What factors contributed to last summer’s riots? 


e What is the Police Department’s role in furthering intergroup harmony? 


e What are the Commissioner’s views on the civilian review board? 


How is the Police Department planning to handle Birch Society members 
in its ranks?

We were all very pleased that you are willing to serve as a 
sponsor for the international conference on "Alternative perspectives 
on Yietnam" that we are organizing here. The conference is to be 
held in Arbor on September 14 to 18. I am enclosing a document 

' describing its purpose and nature. I might add that we've been 
collecting the names of additional sponsors, both in the United States 
and abroad, since the time this document went to press. 


We view this conference as the necessary next step for the move- 
ment among American intellectuals that has been developing on campuses 
and elsewhere, and that has been calling for new analysis, discussion, 
and evaluation of American foreign policy. This movement has already 
been very effective in raising fundamental questions and in identifying 
the weaknesses and dangers of current policy. Many of us feel that 
the greatest challenge before us now is to go beyond critique of 
foreign policy and to search for alternative solutions to the conflict 
in Vietnam. This, in turn, means that we must get away from the Cold- 
War framework and bring new analytical and evaluative perspectives to 
bear on the problem, in the hope that, when approached from these new 
perspectives, the problem will be more amenable to solution. We feel 
that this is an extremely important enterprise, representing a con- 
structive attempt on the part of the intellectual community to address 
itself to the severe crisis that the United States and the rest of the 
world are now facing, by using the special resources that this community 
has access to. I am sure that, upon reading the enclosed document, you 
will share our conviction about the timeliness and urgency of this 
enterprise. 


I am now writing in the hope that you will be able to accept our 

invitation to pense copete in this conference, despite the dreadfully 

hectic schedule tha ‘know you have. We Are very eager to have’ you 

| join one of the study groups described in the enclosed document, which 

| will be meeting from September 14 to 16, and also to stay on for the 
open sessions and if possible the action workshops that are to follow. 
You could obviously make an extremely important contribution to the 
deliberations of Study Group 4, which will approach the problem of 
Vietnam from the perspective of the study of revolutionary warfare; or 
of Study Group 3, which will approach the problem from the perspective 
of the study of conflict and conflict resolution. These are only 


suggestions, however, and you should feel completely free to choose 
any of the four study groups in accordance with your interests. I

The Eloy Alfaro International Foundation of the Republic of Panama, 
named after the soldier-patriot, statesman-martyr, the former President of 
Ecuador, is for the perputation of the principles of truth, justice and friendship 
among peoples and nations; and seeks to promote moral values with the personal 
integrity, for which General Alfaro devoted and laid down his life. The Founda- 
tion was authorized by the then President of the Republic of Panama, in Janu- 
ary 23, 1949, by his official decree, by which executive act he created this 
Foundation, in order to pe ate the memory of Eloy Alfaro, and it has 
devoted itself to the task of encouraging the study and propagation of the 
liberal ideals and principles, for which Eloy Alfaro stood. 


In 1890 there convened in Washington, D.C. the Conference of American 
States, in which Eloy Alfaro actively participated. Subsequently, the Pan 
American Union was organized, and thereafter the Organization of American 
states, the Inter-American Defense Board, and all other organizations created 
by the United States Government, in order to bring about Hemisphere solidarity. 
In Mexico City, in 1917, General Alfaro again played a leading part in achiev- 
ing the liberation of oppressed Latin American nations. He welded together the 
factions of the then Cuban Freedom Party in December 1895, three years before 
the Spanish American War, when he publicly petitioned the Queen of Spain, 
demanding Cuban Independence. 


In appreciation of the great achievements of General Alfaro, there are 
monuments to his memory in almost every capital of the Western Hemisphere. 
Among the elite and select group of United States citizens who have been simi- 
larly honored in the past, include former Presidents Dwight D. Eisenhower and 
Harry S. Trumian, the late Presidents, Franklin D. Roosevelt, John F. Kennedy, 
Herbert Hoover, the late General of the Armies, Douglas MacArthur, President 
Lyndon B. Johnson, Vice President Hubert H. Humphrey, FBI Director J. Edgar 
Hoover, Governor Rockefeller and former Governor Harriman, Senators Mans- 
field and Dirksen, Sir O. Carlyle Brock, Sir Barney Collins, and Lieut. General 
Willis D. Crittenberger, USA (Ret.), who typify the calibre of men who hold 
this high honor, and those outstanding persons listed on back herein.

I spoke with you on the phone twice about your possible 
participation in the teach=-in on October 15-16 on the Berkeley 
campuse I understand your hesitancy about accepting on the 
basis of the national civil rights movemente In the Berkeley 
area, however, although there was a great deal of civil 
rights activity until last spring, activity now is ata 
very low ebb. The reasons are many, but what I think is 
most important with respect to October 15-16 is that the 
Vietnam Day Committee is now one of the strongest groups 
in the Bay Area, and that we ourselves have taken a very 
strong civil rights stand. In fact, a groups of us from 
the Vietnam Day Committee has been doing community work 
in cooperation with Oakland Core and a number of other 
groups in this areae We are now involved in starting a 
program to attack police brutality and the failure of the 
War on Poverty Program to reach the people it should be 
reachinge 

There is no separation here in Berkeley that I can 
see between civil rights and peace activists. Therefore, 
the campus teach-in will attract thousands of people sympathetic 
to your position. In fact, at the teach-in last May, there 
was a total of 35, 000 peoplee Because of the escalation 
of the war in Vietnam and the increased activity of the 
Vietnam Day Committee, there is every reason to believe 
that the attendance on Octe 15-16 will be even larger. 

I tried to make it clear on the phone that you could 
talk about whatever you wish and we would be delighted if 
you would participate in any way on either October 15 or 
the morning of October 16. As another consideration, let 
me add that I have just spoken to Lou Smith, Regional Secretary 
for Core, and he has given complete endorsement to the program 
on October 15-16. He suggests that it would be advantageous 
to Core if you would participate. 

I hope you will consider this request favorably. I 
realize how tight your schedule is, but we would be very 
happy to fly you here and back to Los Angeles at your 
convenience e

The University of Chicago will next year celebrate the Seventy-fifth 
Anniversary of its founding with a series of conferences, colloquia and other 
special events. One of the first will be a conference on the subject of the 
guaranteed minimum income, sponsored by the School of Social Service Administra- 
tion and supported by a grant from the Kate Maremont Foundation. We are writing 
to invite your participation in this conference, which will be held at the 
niversity's Center for Continuing Education on Friday and Saturday, January 
4th and 15th, 1966.

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STATEMENT OF PURPOSE 


Today's American college student is isolated from the outside world of active, 
decision-making society. Inside the confines of our paper-bound environment, we 
as undergraduates, view with an intensified uneasiness the increasingly multiplex 
problems of the world about us. Sensing the enormity of these problems, we are 
often overwhelmed and bewildered. We often seem to sink, with an awareness of our 
own isolation and impotence, into an abyss of apparent apathy, a depth from which 
we seem powerless to emerge. Arising from this sense of frustration, and seeking 
in many ways to alleviate it, is the present student activism, 


Unable as an individual to solve the problems facing our generation, the 
undergraduate bands with others in a desire to do, to respond. And so, we ride 
for racial freedom, protest the threat of nuclear annihilation, and participate 
in the Peace Corps. We have become seekers of organizations on the campus and 
national levels which will meet our needs; and barring these, we form our own, 


But emerging from all of this apparent confusion, there is a portrait of 
the undergraduate: a portrait painted from frustration and anxiety and a be- 
ginning awareness of the significance and meaning of the problems which face us, 


Yet, as the portrait is painted with the stuff of ideas, it, like the artist's 
brush, must be initiated and guided, This truth-seeking initiation and guidance, 
then, is the motive in the design of Wake Forest's new and vital organization, 
CHALLENGE. 


CHALLENGE for 1964 believes that its lectures and forums can add direction to 
this student quest in a number of ways. 


First, the direct confrontation with articulate individuals who are actively 
in contact with the problem at hand, this year "The Emerging World of the American 
Negro," will afford the establishment of a creative dialogue between the leader 
in a given field and the conferee. 


Second, the presentation, through seminars and panels, of free and open dis- af 
cussion, encompassing diverse points of view on a subject will afford the student 
the opportunity to evaluate not only the problems discussed, but also his own 
potential and ability to cope with them. 


Given a fair degree of success in this its inagural year, CHALLENGE hopes 
to establish a continuity which will fuse into a tradition vital to the pursuit 
of academic excellence at Wake Forest College. Insofar as the college annually 
expands its role as a true leader in American educational circles, the members 
of the CHALLENGE committee earnestly feel that a program as is herein proposed can 
result only in aiding the College in this expansion. 


CHALLENGE cannot hope to answer the diverse questions or to solve the manifold 
problems to be posed in the very nature of its being. It can, however, provide in- 
tellectual stimulation for those who choose to seek an answer or arrive at a so- 
lution, and at the same time, perhaps it can broaden the base of those qualified 
to seek or arrive.

On February fourth and fifth, the University of Michigan Repub- 
Lican Club is sponsoring a civil rights conference to be attended by 
three to four hundred student and Republican leaders from within the 
state of Michigan. Governor Romney and Lieutenant Governor Milliken 
are honorary chairmen, with Governor Romney giving the keynote address 
on Friday night, and Lieutenant Governor Milliken giving an address on 
Saturday. As the enclosed statement explains, though, this is not to 
be a "party gathering”, but rather a conference to challenge the thinking 
of students who are active in campus and Young Republican politics. 
These young people, who will become increasingly active in political 
affairs over the coming decades, must have their thinking and values 
challenged in the field of civil rights. 


Those speaking will provide this challenge. They include the 
following: Reverend Hosea Williams and Ben Clark of S.C.L.C.; Dr.

CIVIL RIGHTS CONFERENCE PLANS 


On Friday and Saturday, February J and % 1966, between 300 and 400 College 
Republicans and student leaders from throughout Michigan will gather on the University 
of Michigan campus for a conference on civil rights. The Conference, sponsored by 
the U of M Republican Club in cooperation with the GOP Student Advisory Committee, 
will be addressed to the role of the Republican Party in the American Negro's quest 
for equality. 


This state-wide conference is the outgrowth of civil rights work which University 
Republicans began more than a year ago. Our initial work in this field, a survey 
of civil rights problems in Ann Arbor, not only made us aware of the problems in 
such areas as housing and employment, but it also opened lines of communication bgtween 
Republicans and such groups as the NAACP, CORE and the Ann Arbor Human Relations 
Commission. As we stated in the conclusion to the study: “It is most important 
that our membership understand that while we may differ from other groups in methods 
of accomplishing the same ideal, we are united in the endeavor to eradicate racial 
discrimination." 


As a continuation of our civil rights program, University Republicans in September, 
1965, organized a study group which has been meeting with local Negro leaders, Negro 
students on campus, and local Republican leaders in an effort to understand more 
fully the goals and philosophy of the civil rights movement and the attitudes of the 
"Movement" toward the Republican Party. In addition to the study seminar, the group 
spearheaded our Club's efforts in campaigning for the recently voter-approved Ann 
Arbor Housing Commission. From these activities and the knowledge gained therein 
evolved the concept of the proposed civil rights conference. 


To many Negroes, the goals, aspirations, and philosophy of the Republican Party 
somehow seem to have little relevance to their daily existence. “Human Dignity”, 
"individual initiative", and “property rights" seem all to often to be only excuses 
or outdated cliches behind which the Negro sees only a reluctant elephant. fTo the 
Young Republican, “civil disobedience", “de facto segregation", “police brutality”, 
and the “Movement” itself all seem far removed from the world in which he lives. The 
combination of the Selma march and the Watts riot leave our membership, and indeed 
many Republicans, confused and uncertain as to the goals and aspirations of the 
American Negro. 


Our aim in these seminars has been to clearly provide the needed understanding 
on both sides. We feel we have succeeded. We believe that this weekend conference 
will begin this same essential dialogue on a state level.

The conference will concentrate on three areas in which we feel there is the 
greatest lack of understanding: 1) the Southern Confrontation; 2) Federal civil 
rights legislation; and 3) Northern urban unrest. We hope to attract speakers 
of national stature in each of these fields, from such groups as the Southern Christian 
Leadership Conference, the United States Community Relations Service, and the Civil 
Rights Division of the Department of Justice. At a final banquet on Saturday evening 
we hope to have a Negro leader of national stature explore the philosophy of the 
civil rights movement. 


We feel that the conference will offer Negro leadership a unique opportunity to 
address future leaders in our party. But most importantly, the conference will 
challenge our thinking as Young Republicans, and in the growth required to meet this 
challenge, we will be helping to create a better party and a better country.

1965, A Year of Many Concerns 


Nineteen hundred and sixty-five has been 
a year of many concerns for all, including the 
management of your Company, and somewhat 
of a year of transition. While it has been a 
difficult year, we believe it has also been a 
productive year. 


In addition to the usual concerns, the com- 
pletion of, and moving into, our new building 
and getting adjusted; the putting on the market 
of a complete new line of Ordinary policies and 
premium rates based upon the more recent 
mortality table; and the installation of Reming- 
ton Rand’s newest and most technologically ad- 
vanced computer systems, have required much 
time and attention. These changes, of course, 
resulted in some dislocations which adversely 
affected our sales programs for the year; but 
these are now behind us, and we expect 1966 
to be a much better year than 1965. Competi- 
tion will be keener, but we are better pre- 
pared to meet it. 


Policies and Rates Competitive 


Our new line of policies and rates compare 
favorably with those of our competitors; and 
during 1965, we gave considerable time and 
attention to better preparing and strengthening 
our sales, management, and home office staff. 


Results of Operations—Reports not Complete 


Complete and audited statements and rfe- 
ports reflecting the results of 1965 operations 
are not yet available. We do have enough tenta- 
tive information, however, to indicate that our 
assets will increase approximately $3 million 
and, therefore, exceed $88.5 million; and the 
insurance in force is expected to increase at 
least $65 million and reach approximately $420 
million. The payments to policyholders will 
amount to more than $8 million, making a total 
of such payments since organization in excess 
of $121 million. 


The Company met the criteria established by 
the Administrator of Veterans Affairs to qualify 
as a reinsuring company for providifig group 


life insurance for persons in the uniformed serv- 
ices under Public Law 89-214, approved by 
Congress on September 21, 1965, and is par- 
ticipating in this program to the extent of ap- 
proximately $53 million of insurance in force 
as of December 31, 1965. 


Former Home Office Properties Sold 


Since moving to our new quarters, the fol- 
lowing former home office properties have been 
sold: 


1. The six-story main home office building at 
114-116 West Parrish Street to Realty 
Services, Inc. 

2. The adjoining property at 108-112 West 
Parrish Street to the Mutual Savings and 
Loan Association. 


The sales prices were in keeping with current 
appraisals, and above the Company's book val- 
ue. A reasonable gain from the sales was 
realized. 


Reasonable progress is also being made in 
the rental of the remaining former home office 
properties. Interest in purchasing these re- 
maining. properties is also being manifested. 


Company Recognizes Its Social Responsibility 


The Company and its personnel continued to 
show interest in all matters affecting the com- 
mon good, and to support as far as possible 
those activities believed to be constructive. Sig- 
nificant recognitions and honors have come to 
both the Company and its personnel on the 
local, state, and national level as a result of 
their contributions to society, a few examples 
of which follow. 


A Certificate of Appreciation was received 
by the Company from the President of the 
United States “in recognition of a meaningful 
contribution to the welfare of the Nation and its 
youth through participation in the 1965 Youth 
Opportunity Campaign.” 


One of our Directors, Dr. James M. Nabrit, Jr., 
was signally honored by his appointment by 


President Johnson as Deputy to the Security 
Council of the United Nations with the rank 
of Ambassador and as alternate to Ambassador 
* Goldberg. 


Our Executive Vice President and Secretary, 
Mr. J.°W. Goodloe was appointed by Governor 


Dan K. Moore to membership on the Finance 
Committee of the North Carolina Railroad Co. 


Our Vice President-Home Office Operations, 
Mr. Maceo A. Sloan, was elected a Director of 
the Bankers Fire and Casualty Insurance Com- 
pany and of the Salvation Army of Durham, and 
Vice President of the Home Office Section of 
the National Insurance Association. 


Our just recently retired Financial Vice Presi- 
dent, Mrs. V. G. Turner, was appointed a mem- 
ber of the National Public Advisory Committee 
on Regional Economic Development of the De- 
partment of Commerce just before her re- 
tirement. 


The various recognitions received by your 
President have been adequately publicized. It 
might not be amiss to mention, however, that 
the Presidents of the thirty-three Colleges and 
Universities of the United Negro College Fund 
have written him to express their deep appreci- 
ation for his having served as a Vice Chairman 
of the 1965 United Negro College Fund National 
Campaign, during which “more money was 
raised than in any previous similar campaign.” 


On Improving the Lot of our Fellowmen 


In his Inaugural Address on January 20, 
1965, President Johnson said: 


“In a land of great wealth, families must not 
live in hopeless poverty. In a land rich in 
harvest, children just must not go hungry. 
In a land of healing miracles, neighbors 
must not suffer and die untended. In a great 
land of learning and scholars, young people 
must be taught to read and write.” 


To improve the lot of our fellowmen has long 
been the message and mission of life insurance. 


Life insurance dollars help finance agricul- 
ture, commerce, and industry, which not only 
supply human needs but also provide employ- 
ment. These dollars support widows and be- 
friend orphans. They help to make possible 
the education and proper rearing of children, 
and for families to live together in homes in- 
stead of in tenements in ghettoes.

The Company 
was not much then, but it had the power to 
become. And so today, among the more than 
1,500 legal reserve life insurance companies 
operating in the United States, this Company 
ranks among the first one hundred and thirty 
(130) in the amount of assets owned. One of 
God’s greatest gifts to man is The Power to 
Become. 


It has been the power to become that has 
brought the Company to the place for which 
our fathers sighed, and “‘where the white gleam 
of our bright star is cast.’’ And we, indeed, 
should— 


“Sing a song full of the faith that the dark 
past has taught us; . . full of the hope that 
the present has brought us,” as we face 
the rising sun of a new day begun—a 
new day filled with many challenges. 


The road ahead will be long and difficult, 
but what of it? As long as we hold on to, and 
fully develop, all of our powers to become, 
‘“‘we shall overcome.” The acorn has the power 
to become an oak. A child has the power to 
become a man. A student has the power to 
become a scholar; and a slave, a Joseph, a free 
man and a ruler over Egypt. The ultimate in 
man or thing is limited only by the power, 
possessed and utilized, to become. 


President Johnson has likened the “Great 
Society’ to the “excitement of becoming—al- 
ways becoming, trying, probing, falling, resting, 
and trying again—but always trying and al- 
ways gaining.” It is in this way that man de- 
velops his highest potentials. And it is in this 


spirit that your management faces the future. 
For the surest way to stop the growth and de- 
velopment of anything is to think, feel, and 
act as though it is as effective, good, and great 
as it ever can be. This will never be the at- 
titude of your management. And with your 
continued confidence and support, we shall 
ever be marching on, greater victories to win! 


Closing 


lt would be remiss for me to close this 
report at our first policyholders’ meeting in 
these beautiful surroundings without recogniz- 
ing our indebtedness to our founders and all 
of the others who have gone before us who 
helped to make our rich heritage possible. The 
first assembly in this auditorium was Founder's 
Day, October 20, 1965, on which occasion our 
Financial Vice President, Mrs. V. G. Turner, re- 
viewed the life of Founder John Merrick. It 
is expected that similar services will be held 
annually hereafter, with the life of Dr. A. M. 
Moore, associate of John Merrick and second 
President of the Company, to be reviewed on 
Founder's Day 1966. 


May we also take cognizance of those of 
our co-workers whose services have been term- 
inated by death or retirement since our last 
meeting.

Dear Mr. Farmer; 


It was a pleasant and amusing experience to run into you 
on the Washington-bound ''shuttle'' and then to cress paths the very next day 
at the meeting of the Medical Committee on Human Rights, where you made 
such an impressive speech, I certainly hope that some of your less happy 
predictions of this coming summer's violence turn out to be pessimistic. 


I am very happy to have the opportunity to bring before you 
a group of students from the College of the Virgin Islands, as you indicated 
that I might when we spoke that evening. This fine group of 55 freshman from 
a young college opened in 1963 come to the mainland for an extensive education. 
Many of them have never been here before although they are U.5. citizens by 
birth. In Washington, they will be talking to Justice Goldberg, Sen. Javits, 
Reps. Mink (Hawaii) and Pepper (Fla.), Pres. Nabrit of Howard and others. 
In New York, they will have a private talk with Dr. Bunche and now, happily, 
with you. 


We have saved time after 3 p.m. on Thursday the 10th and 
all day Friday the 11th of June in order that you might pick a time and place 
convenient to yourself. Our hope is that you would talk for, say, ten minutes 
and then answer questions for another 10 or 15 minutes. This group comes from 
an area where segregation problems are unknown, indeed from an area which 
is Negro-governed so that some of your usual comments might be lost on them. 
However, I would like to point out that your comments on pride of origin are 
very appropriate. Virgin Islanders are very chauvinistic in that they vigorously 
defend their Islands against the (often justified) criticism of visitors but it is only 
a defence mechanism. They do not really have a pride in their land, customs 
or life. This is reflected in the lack of interest in beautification, lack of incentive 
for improvement, and low business standards. Some words from you on 
the development of a ''somebody complex" would be invaluable. 


Looking forward to hearing from you as to time and place for 
the meeting--to which I personally look forward, I remain, with best wishes,

There was a third release on May 16 ex- 
plaining the purpose of the demonstration, the plans to date and the plans for a con- 
tinuing Civil Rights Group during 1963-1964. I am also enclosing other releases; 
three clippings from the Hartford Courant, and two from the Willimantic Chronicle; 
the enclosure numbered VI is one of several copies of CORE-Lator which we have used. 
Please return the enclosures since I would like to keep a file on our activities. 


I participated in the planning sessions and the Civil Rights Walk and was asked 
to write te you. 


You will recall, I am sure, that you spoke to students and faculty at Williman- 
tic four years ago when we were interested in doing something for students who were 
penalized as a result of their part in the Sit-In-Protest. We orgnnized a Tag Day, 
May 17, 1959 and raised several hundred dollars which were sent to assist some worthy 
student in continuing his education, through Mr: George Simpson Of Hartford in 1960. 
Except for a small contribution made this year (1962-1963) through the World Univer— 
sity Fund for African Students the group organized in 1959-1960 has been inactive. 
However, the group organized May 10, 1963 plans to continue its activities as a Col- 
lege Civil Rights Group. They wish to contribute whatever funds are raised to the 


program of CORE. 


It is consoling to note that people in many places north and south are working 
together for equal opportunities for all American citizens. This we must continue 
to do! Sincere appreciation for the work which CORE is deing for our country, America.

From the quiet, hard work of team members to the demonstrations 
and the official reactions; the cameras document all the aspects of the 
civil rights struggle in the South. 

Tension breaks into the open in Iberville Parish when twenty-five 
CORE members are arrested in an attempt to sit integrated on the 
Plaquemine Ferry boat. 

The arrested CORE members are later released by Sheriff Bobby 
Giffon of Iberville Parish after a march of protest by some 300 Negroes. 

But Iberville Parish becomes the focal point for another goal -- the 
incorporation of the Negro areas of Seymourville and Dupont Annex to the 
city of Plaquemine and formation of a bi-racial committee. Following a 
dynamic speech by James Farmer, National Executive Director of CORE, 
Negroes march to Plaquemine City Hall. Here they are met with tear gas 
by policemen commanded by Police Chief Dennis Songy.

The Reviewing Stand, radio’s oldest 
continuing discussion program, will 
begin its 30th year of broadcasting in 
1963. It is a lively, often provocative, 
and always engrossing panel discus- 
sion about matters of current national 
and international interest. In 1961 the 
program was cited in an Alfred P. 
Sloan Award. 

Northwestern University produces 
The Reviewing Stand. Both Mutual 
network and independent stations 
broadcast it weekly throughout the 
country. 

In the early days of the series, each 
discussion was prepared in the form 
of a manuscript which was followed 
closely. Today the half-hour interview 
program is unrehearsed and informal. 
Dean James H. McBurney of the 
Northwestern University School 
of Speech acts as moderator, and ex- 
perts in various fields appear as guests 
to discuss topics of current importance. 

Recent guests and their subjects 
have included Dr. Robert W. French, 
President, Tax Foundation, dis- 
cussing ‘“‘Taxes—A Certainty of 
Life’’; Dick Gregory, TV and night 
club comedian, on ““The American 
Negro and Today’s World’’; Dr. 
Rene Jules Dubos, Professor, Rocke- 
feller Institute, on ““The Scientist and 
the Public’; and Sir Patrick Dean, 
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British ambassador to the United 
Nations, on “The UN in World 
Affairs.” 

The Reviewing Stand originated as 
a cooperative venture of Chicago 
radio station WGN ahd North- 
western. In 1936 the Mutual Broad- 


casting System began carrying the 


program, and although WGN is now 
an independent station, the discus- 
sions are still recorded in its Chicago 
studios and supplied to MBS. 
Examples of independent stations 
carrying The Reviewing Stand are 
KDAL, Duluth, Minn.; WFBR, 
Baltimore; WHDH, Boston; and 
WNYC, New York. 

A recent Alfred P. Sloan Award 
to WGN cited Northwestern’s 
Reviewing Stand as follows: 

“*To WGN Radio for a continuous 
year-around safety education cam- 
paign . . . with special reference to the 
Northwestern University Reviewing 
Stand..." 

The program and its television 
counterpart are produced by Robert 
W. Thomas. Both programs are under 
the general supervision of A. C. Field, 
Jr., WGN Public Affairs.

PURPOSE 


“Night Call" came into being because Methodists felt a new, vital approach to 
religious programming is called for now. The attempt is to make a significant con- 
tribution to the thinking of the American audience in a way which will be stimulating, 
exciting, and enjoyable. This is a ministry to those who need, will receive and use 
stimulating, interesting, new information for more effective living. 


As an opportunity for late night listeners to ask questions directly of nationally 
known authorities in subject areas of their competence, "Night Call" seeks to reach 
an audience normally not exposed to religious programs and perhaps not greatly 
interested in religion per se. 


The Methodist Church presents "Night Call", in cooperation with the National 
Council of Churches, because of its concern for the personal and social problems 
people experience daily. It is a religious program in the sense that all of life is seen 
to be set within a religious context, and all persons must operate within a religious 
context. The ethical, moral dimensions of many experiences escape the average 
person because of a preoccupation with reacting directly to the stimuli of life.

An audience participation, call-in show with one 
host, one station origination. The program is fed 
to the network stations from studios in Detroit, 
Michigan. 


Russ Gibb, professional broadcaster, former English 
teacher, Presbyterian layman, winner of the 1965 Air 
Force Brewer Award for his contribution to aero space 
understanding. Gibb was public affairs director and 
on-the-air talent for WKNR, No. 1 Detroit station. 

He has served as stringer for Mutual and the Canadian 
broadcasting companies and has traveled in Central and 
south America on radio news assignments. 


There is a national call-in number: Area Code 313-- 
846-6601. Listeners dial direct and are answered by 
an off-the-air TRAFCO person who determines pertinence 
of question and caller's geographic location. The 
call may then be routed to Gibb who says something 
like, "We have a call now from a WHO listener." 

This gives participating stations a tie-in to the 
program, 


The guest is usually tied into the program through a 
long distance telephone call. The guest, the host 
and the audience telephone caller converse together 
on the air. The caller may make comments or raise 
questions. Interaction between caller, guest and 
host is the ingredient of a well paced, interesting 
Show. However, audience calls are generally kept 
short to allow greater participation, 


Stations on the network receive a one-way line feed 
from the originating station. There are four breaks 
for each participating station. The program starts at 
2:05 a.m. EDT. Commercial breaks come thereafter at 
approximately 2:15, 2:30, 2:45 and 2:59. TRAFCO is 
paying for network feed to the city in which a station 
is located. The station covers the loop costs from 
the telephone company to the station (usually these 
are already in and no additional cost is involved).

It is the policy of the State Board of Education and the universities under this Board 
to foster a spirit of free inquiry and to encourage tHe timely discussion of a wide 
variety of issues, provided that the views expressed are stated openly and therefore 
are subject to critical evaluation. Restraints on free inquiry should be held to that 
minimum which is consistent with preserving an organized society in which peaceful, 
democratic means for change are available. Therefore, recognized student organiza- 
tions are encouraged to invite speakers to the campus to address public meetings 
subject only to the following provisions: 


(1) 


The speaker must not urge the audience to take action which is prohibited by 
the rules of the universities or which is illegal under federal or Michigan law. 
Advocating or urging the modification of the government of the United States 
or of the State of Michigan, by violence or sabotage, is specifically prohibited. 
It is the responsibility of the student organization to inform speakers of these 
prohibitions. 


Sponsorship must be by a student organization which has been recognized under 
the general regulations approved by the appropriate university authorities. 


For purposes of preserving a record of all such public meetings and of coor- 
dinating them with the calendar of other activities taking place on the uni- 
versity property the sponsoring organization must (a) make all arrangements 
for reservation of space with the appropriate university officials, and (b) 
complete a form to be furnished by the appropriate university office indi- 
cating, among other things, the subject to be discussed, the names of all 
speakers and the time and place of the meeting, the form to be certified by 
the signature of the appropriate officer of the organization and the faculty 
advisor. All rules for administration of requests from recognized student organ- 
izations must conform to the General Policy stated above. It shall be the 
responsibility of the institutional officer under whom the program is adminis- 
tered to certify that all appropriate steps have been taken before the event is 
officially scheduled. 


Any student organization violating the provisions of this Bylaw is subject only 
to the procedures and penalities applicable to students and student organizations 
that violate other university rules.

Presidency by Television : A Debate 


James Farmer, James Keogh, Frank S. Meyer, Steven Schever, 
and Willard Van Dyke 


(In October, the ABC Television Network offered a dynamic con- 


troversial, documentary program, Crisis: Behind a Presidential 


Commitment, produced by Gregory Shuker for Robert Drew Associates. 
Immediately following the program, five men assembled in the studios 


of WNDT in New York to review and debate the consequences, probable 


and otherwise, of this frank record of the story behind a Presi- 
dential decision in the Alabama crisis. Since the tape was made 
available to this Journal, the tragic events of late November have 
focused attention once more upon the basic subject matter of the 
original program, as well as upon the prestige and influence which 
accrued to the assassinated President as a result of his policies 


and attitudes toward television. The Editorial Board of Television 


Quarterly considered the transcript in light of the sobering events 
of November, and felt that its publication still remains a signifi- 
cant measure for this Journal. It reflects the spirit of free and 
open debate upon all matters vital to our democratic process, and 


no one would have approved its purpose -- and its publication -- 


more than the great man who died to preserve that spirit.) 
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The Program's host and moderator was Steven Scheuer, publisher 
of TV Key. The panelists included James Farmer, National Director 
of the Congress for Racial Equality; James Keogh, Assistant Managing 
Editor of Time magazine: Frank S. Meyer, a Senior Editor of National 


Review and author of In Defense of Freedom: A Conservative Credo: 


and Willard Van Dyke, a documentary film maker. 

The discussion was already underway when the program formally 
began, and at various times throughout the discussion interruptions 
and statements crowded upon each other, making it difficult to follow 
the flow. What follows here is simply the best reconstruction of 


the discussion possible under the circumstances. 


Mr. Scheuer: Mr. Keogh, Mr. Meyer takes a very dim view of television 


covering this kind of major governmental decision in this detailed 
fashion. Do you disagree with that position? 


lir. Keogh: No. I find myself in agreement with Mr. Meyer on this. 


It seems to me that this is show business, and I don't think that 
the President of the United States or the Attorney General should 

be in show business. I think also, however, that the film we have 
seen tonight has been edited a good deal between its first conception 
and its airing. We never hear the President talking, really. We 
have some disjointed sentences -- there's a good deal of disjointed 
presentation in it -- and yet we never quite hear him talking. [I 
would guess that the original plan was to hear him, so it did not 

go quite as far as was first intended. Nevertheless, it seems to 

me that when you get the Attorney General of the United States 
dealing with a serious issue in his office and his little daughter -- 
no matter how cute and lovely she may be -- is there, this is fairly 


bad Broadway. I must say that I object to it from that standpoint. 
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The other question I raise is the matter of editorializing. 

How it seems to me that out of all this Governor Wallace comes through 

as a more sympathetic character than he deserves to be. You watch 

an entire hour of this crucial conflict, and Wallace finally appears 

simply as a man who had defended his position and then more or less 

gracefully admitted defeat. You have lost the dramatic moment which 

demonstrates that he was not gracious at all -- the moment when he 

is finally forced to admit these people to the University. We don't 

see that scene at all. We see the attorney general on the telephone. 

I think this is quite a different result than was snenitde, 

Mr. Scheuer: That resulted from editing techniques, and Willard Van 

Dyke knows as much about editing as anyone. I'd like to hear what 

you think about it Willard. 


Willard Van Dyke: I find myself in sharp disagreement with the opinions 


already expressed. Anything which helps to better inform the public 
is desirable, and I think this document does that. Whether the total 
effect is for the Kennedys or against the Kennedys or for the Governor 
or against the Governor, I feel that having been allowed to see be- 
hind the scenes in a situation such as this permits me to think 
differently about it from the way I might when I read it in the news- 
paper. So far as the editing is concerned, there is certainly some 
very logical reason for going to the Attorney General at the time 

that the event is happening. In motion pictures the reaction to the 
event is much more effective than the event itself. We've all seen 
the event in news programs or “actuality” coverage. But to be able 

to see behind the scenes at that point -~ to see how the people who 
had engineered this thing were reacting <-- is very illuminating. 

Much more illuminating than to see the event itself. 

It. Scheuer: Did you learn anything new about it, Mr. Farmer? 
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Mr. Farmer: Yes I think I did, and my view would be more in accord 


with Mr. Van Dyke’s. I have no objection, in principle, to tele- 


vision's right to cover decision-making at this level. I agree that 
it can be abused. It can be misused. Nor am I very much concerned 
about the fact that it was essentially "show-business," and that 

it was. I think that any President, any Attorney General, anybody 
in public life today--because of the very existence of television 
and wide newspaper coverage is in effect in "show-business." When- 
ever the President speaks he's in show business; he walks down the 
street, he's in show business; when he goes to the church, he's in 
show business. I‘m more concerned with the political implications 
of this kind of documentary, and with what it shows about the power 
of TV. I can see that it can be used to enhance the image of a 
public figure: it can be so used by that public figure to make him 
almost indestructible. 


Mr. Scheuer: Isn't that a serious matter if you're concerned about 


the public welfare rather than the point-of-view or "image" of any- 


one of the protagonists in ea documentary? 


Mr. Farmer: iI think so. But I also think that this should not be 
a basic limitation upon the use of television in this way. I'm con- 
- eerned with how the whole approach can be abused, and I think in a 
civilization such es ours, we must devise methods and techniques 
for avoiding those abuses. It might be done by bringing in more 
filmed footage ~- scenes not directly involving the inmediacy of 
decision making. You might move outside the immediate controversy 
and put it in broader context in order to maintain perspective. 
I think this could be done, but I look upon this show we've just 
seen as a primitive effort in the direction of documenting presi- 


dential decisions. 
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Mr. Meyer; God help us if we get less primitive: It seems to me 


that we have too casually accepted the statement, made here, that 
public figures are in show business. The answer to this problem is 
to throw out of office any public figure who acts as if he were in 
show business and put in someone in who is more interested in the 
future of the Republic, and safeguarding the Constitution, then 

in his own image. I think we, the American li our 
Presidents being in show business. I think we'd better, if we don't 
want to end up with a tyranny. ? | 

Mr. Scheuer: It's interesting that one of the principal reasons the 
President and the Attorney General agreed to do the show in the first 
place was because the Administration, as all of you know, had been 
charged frequently with the question of managed news. 

li. Meyer: Well this is managed news in its essence: 

Mr. Scheuer: This is the point I'm making. In view of the fact that 
very little if anything on "Crisis" was there without the approval 
of the principals in question, couldn't we really say, Mr. Keogh, 
that this is managed broadcast news in a way? 

Mr. Keogh: Of course it is, and on this matter I’d like to return 
to a point that was raised earlier. It seems to me that we did not 
see ‘ great deal of what really goes on behind the scenes. What we 
saw was people performing. You're not going to get what really 
happens in this approach. Here tonight we saw officials of: the 
United States Government essentially performing. I would guess 

that the best scenes were where the President was not heard -- 

where he was walking about his office discussing the issue with the 
others there. So we weren't really seeing what goes on, we were 
seeing something other than that. We were seeing people working 


for the camera---this is what I object to. Now if we really saw 


~He 


what was going on then I think that I might tend to be for that. 


I must say that I don't criticize Mr. Drew, the producer, or ABC 


for getting into this. I think that's fine. It shows enterprise; 


they're trying to do something different. I don't think they did 


it terribly well, but nevertheless you have to give them quite a 


bit for effort. 


Mr. Farmer: I think you're right. We didn't see the way decisions 


are really made; we didn't see the smoke-filled rooms, we didn't 


see the agonizing soliloquies as the individual talks to himself. 
We didn't see the confidential and highly secret staff meetings 
which must have been called to consider these things. So it was 
play-acting in that sense. But as I say, I think the thing can be 
built upon. Jt can be revised and refined in order to make it a 
useful technique. 


Mr. Méeyey: But what is the end result of this? The end result, it 


seems to me, is that rather than electing officials whose function 
it is to consider their conscience and the Constitution of the 
United States we're going to elect people to play for Oscars. [If 
that's the case, I guess the actors in the Zerox commercial won this 


one, and should be President of the United States. He did a better 


job of acting. 


Mr. Farmer: As a matter of fact, isn't that what happens today. 


We tend to elect people because of their television smile, their 
"Pepsodent smile"... 

Mr. Scheuer: The word's telegenic, how telegenic they are. 

Mr. meyer Let's stop it: 


lr. Farmer: I agree we ought to stop it but I don't think we can 


. Stop it by stopping documentary production. 
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Mr. Scheuer: Willard said a moment ago that one of the considerations 


in a documentary was whether or not--for the people who saw the show-- 
the truth was illuminated in any real sense. Did we learn more about 
the nature of the people or the situation? 


Mr. Van Dyke: I happen to feel that, in a great many instances, the 


truth was illuminated. I believe that when a person is engaged in 
something which is more important to him than his appearance at 
that moment, he will forget all about the camera. Now the kind of 
techniques that were worked out here by Drew Associates--Leacock 
and Pulliidibaber and those men---were in effect here. They have made 
themselves, in a sense, gray in a room. Leacock uses the term "a 
gray atmosphere." That is, he feels as if he is on equal terms 
with the other people who are in a room, but that he remains in the 
background and that the camera and the sound equipment never intrude 
that they are part of the scenery as it were. 

Mr. Meyey: Isn't it disgusting that we are planning to conduct the 
greatest nation on the face of the earth and conducting it in terms 
of show business, in terms of entertainment? 

Mr. Keogh: In terms of this program, it is true that many things 
ere not said on camera--when the cameras are rolling. To that degree, 
one wonders how much of the important time of the officials was wasted 
in terms of the performance. 

Mr. Meyey; ‘So either its phony or its immaterial! 

Mr. Farmer: I think this was an event which lent itself to staging 
because the incident itself was "staged." Not staged in the sense 
that it was called for by the President. I mean that Wallace was 
play-acting. He knew precisely what he was doing. He knew that he 
was going to lose. He knew that he did not have the cards or the 


weapons that the Federal government did. He was going through the 
motions. So the whole thing -- the whole event -- was staged and 


a 
"play-acted" in that manner. I think it lent itself to that and 


the President simply chose to select those events which would place 


him in the best light. He couldn’t lose this one. Like the cowboys 


and the Indians. 

Mr. Meyer I think the most disgusting thing that happened in this -- 
the most disgusting thing to anyone who cares for the American Con- 
stitution -- was to show a bureaucrat like Katzenbach speak of a 
Governor of a sovereign state of the United States as a "second-- 
rate figure” -- and this without any counterplay whatsoever. This 
was a Constitutional document in the most negative sense. 


Mr. Scheuer: I don’t think Katzenbach said that. 


Mr. Meyes I heard him say it. 


Mr. Scheuer: Frank, are there situations you can think of in which 


this kind of detailed television exposure would be a good thing? 


Mr.yweyer; None: None whatsoever: I think public events can be 


photographed, commented on, and so on. I'm not opposing televiion'‘s 


right to comment. And I'm not criticizing ABC. It's the President 


i'm criticizing. It seems to me that in a matter where judicious 


consideration is necessary only a civilization gone absolutely 
crazy with show business and public relations could conceivably 


allow a thing of this sort. 


li. Scheuer: Part of the rationalization for doing the show was that 


the audience would learn more about the decision-making process. 


ih. eye: The audience members are not decision makers, so why should 


they know about the decision making process? 


bir. Keogh: I want to object to that point. I think the audience is 


involved in decision-making, and I think they should know what's real 


about this. I come back to my first point, however. I don't think 


they learned here what was real about it. 


Mr. meyey This happens to be true. 
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Mr. Keogh: But it seems to me that this was not good technical doc- 


umentary. Now I approach this as ae viewer and not as a specialist... 
Mr. Meyer: Not as a citizen? 

Mr. Keogh: Alright let me approach it as a citizen. 

I think they would have lost me fairly early if I weren't specifi- 
cally interested in the subject -- if I didn't feel that I should 
watch it as almost a matter of duty. It seemed to be terribly dis- 
jointed -- built out of some offstage sounds, bits of conversation, 
a little bit here, a little bit there. I think, in this sense, that 
the ordinary viewer, unless he was primed for this, would have left 
it. 


Mr. Scheuer: Let us assume that the show was better than you suggest 


it was on eae technique level. Are there any areas in which this kind 
of extended television coverage could be a salutary thing for en- 
lightening the general American public? 

Mr. Keogh: Well, I think that trying to show essentially private 
deliberations of public officials -- that area of the decision-making 


process -- is bad. When they mow there‘’s a camern in the room this 


imowledge becomes part of the way they act. I doubt that it is possible 


to get reality under such circumstances. 


Mr. Scheuer: How about a situation involving government officials 


who are on a much lower echelon? 
Mr. Keogh: I go back again to recording a public event. The political

really happens. But when they become actors:

made.. Even though the cameras supposedly were there when they were 


"making the decisions," I would insist that those decisions were 
previously made. They'd been made before. (In other words it had 

the same value that a delayed documentary would have. If, for example, 
you made a documentary of what happened in the Alabama case six months 


after it hed occurred, it would have the same velue. 


Mr. Scheuer: Suppose much more time had been devoted to Governor 
Wallace and his aides. Might that not have changed the basic point 


of view of the show? 


lr. Meyer: Though I happen to sympathize with Governor Wallace, it 


would not have changed it one iota. When Goldwater is President I 
would hate to see him do this sort of thing that Kennedy just. did. 
It's not a matter of politics here -- it's a matter of a whole view 


of how our representative, constitutional republic should work. 


Mr. Scheuer: When can this technique be used to good advantage? 


Mr. Van Dyke: I think it was used to good advantage tonight. And i 
stand on that. However, there have been others that have been done 
by these same people that have been more effective, involving such 


things as a day in the life of a race driver, or a day in the life 


of tivo football coaches who were preparing for a conflict. These 
were situations in which there is a natural dramatic development -- 
in which we become involved with the matter of whether a man is 


going to win or lose. Is he going to achieve something or not 


achieve something? 


Mr. Meyer: You're condemning this show out of your own mouth. 
You're putting it on the same level as a football game.

i agree. Let us suppose it were possible that, by some 
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at the time they made the decision to eliminate most of the Jews 

in Germany. Would that have been something that could be used? 

Mr. Meyer: Of course. It would be a great document if they were 
photographed and what they were saying and the way they were acting 
was real. Jf it was what they really said and what they really felt 
and what they really meant. 

Mr. Scheuer: The famous picture of Hitler dancing the jig had 
enormous impact, but there was no chance to structure that. 

Mir. Keogh: Exactly. And I think I might be for that. But what I 
doubt is the entire question of reality. If you photographed Hitler 
and Himmler and they knew they were being photographed, so they made 
their speeches for the camera and they acted for the camera, then 
you don't have anything that's real. You might just as well do as 
Mr. Farmer says; take it six months later. 

Mr. Farmer: I suggest that a real performance would not be possible, 
that it would be impossible to photograph Hitler in that sort of 
situation, even if he were here today, because no head of state is 
going to allow himself to be photographed as a part of a documentary 
if he can't be certain that it is going to come out close to the 
angels. Now the President and the Attorney General knew precisely 
how they were going to come out of this situation. They knew that 
they were the cowboys and the other guys were the Indians. 

Mr. Keogh: But I'd like to suggest, again, that Governor Wallace 


came out of this---when you think about how that hour looked---he 


came out of it a lot better than the Attorney General and the President 


would probably have liked him to come out of it. 
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Mr. Scheuer: What are the ground rules, then, that responsible 
broadcasters and documentary men should establish. What are the 
criteria for covering politics and the functions of American 
government? 

Mr. Meyer: I \idiia make myself clear again. Iam not criticizing 
ABC or Mr. Drew. It's up to them to get the best they can, they are 
in the business of reporting. ‘They should do what they can. I don't 
like the way they edited, and so on, but the reporting is fine. I 
think it’s up to the President of the United States to show a little 
dignity instead of trying to encourage hero worship. I think the 
Attorney General should know better than to play on the use of 
children in the midst of a discussion of this sort. In other words, 

I think thet public officials should act as dignified public officials. 
hi. Scheuer: More and more, both Republicans and Democrats are 
choosing potential political candidates on the basis of how attractive 
they are on camera. What is the alernative to this? 

Mr. Meyer: I think the Republicans are on the course toward choosing 
aman who, for the first time in thirty years, has had the courage 

to stand for old-fashioned Americanisn. 

Mr. Farmer: We could argue that but we'd have to have a different 
program. 

Mr. Meyer: This is a totally secondary problem, he came up not be- 
cause he's attractive on television but because he stands for things 
no public figures have the guts to stand for. 

ly. Keogh: But the show we've just seen poses an entirely different 
matter from how a man looks on television when he's just being him- 
self and presenting his case. I have nothing against the documentary, 
I think that it can be used to great advantage, but I still think 

the public is being misled when they are led to believe that what 


they're seeing is the way people really act under such circumstances. 
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Mr. Scheuer: The producer mentioned in the course of a public state- 
ment about this program that he thought it important that history 

be recorded without the help of a "middleman." I wondered what your 
feelings were about whether or not there was a middleman here. 

Mr. Keogh: Well it would seem to me that we are an awful lot closer 
to the event than if we had taken a news handout from a press 
secretary, had that filtered through a reporter's point of view, 

then finally edited by a managing editor or a city editor or what- 
ever, and finally get a watered-down view. We get from this particular 
exposure, in my opinion. 

Mr. Van Dyke: On the other hand, what you may get at the other end 
is something really put in perspective -- that considers all of the 
factors involved not just rew material that each side might present 
without any perspective. It seems to me that we get something in 
this documentary without any essential perspective. 

Mr. Scheuer: How do we give the eudience that sense of perspective 
that's so important for this kind of broadcast? 

Mr. Meyer: The real question is this -- is anything short of the 
printed or directly-spoken word a fair method of soberly considering 
questions? I really think television is just an entertainment mediun. 
I think that it may have certain advantages in presenting the raw 
material of a convention or other event, but even then I do think 
that if you seriously want to follow a convention or a national elec- 
tion you're better off with radio than with television. You can 
listen rather than be "dramatized." 

Mr. Scheuer: Is that true? Haven't there been numerous documentaries 
produced by all three networks and independent groups -- covering 
non-political subjects -- that have been unanimously acclaimed? 


Mr. Meyer: It doesn't matter. I'd just like to say one thing on 
that point in conclusion because it's been touched four or five

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times and not absolutely clearly stated. There really seems almost 

& consensus here at least among us. You have the alternative with 

the camera there -- either its going to be a phony and in that. case 
probably not good, or you are going to have an absolutely impossible 
interference with free deliberation on the part of elected officials.

the true alternatives.

that they be paraphrased by the narrator. This was a ground rule 

that was set up from the very beginning. It seems to me that tele- 
vision is a medium in which the closer you can get to the actual moment 
of the event the better the result will be -- for all concerned.

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ANNOUNCER: WCBS=-TV presents "NEWSMAKERS" -- featuring this 
week's man-in-the-news, questioned by a team of reporters covering a 
major New York story. 

Today's Newsmaker: James Farmer, national director of 
CORE, the Congress of Racial Equality. 

Background on the news-in-the-making: In what has been 
called the largest civil rights demonstration in the nation's history, 
Ne.. York City schools were boycotted last Monday with a total of 
464,000 students reported absent from their classrooms. Board of 
Education President James Donovan described the boycott's result as 
a fizzle and said the Board will go ahead with its plan for school 
integration -=- a plan which leaders of the boycott have said is 
unacceptable to them. 

Satisfied with the success of last Monday's demonstration, 
boycott leader Milton Galamison is expected to announce today the 
date of New York City's next school boycott. Next Wednesday CORE's 
James Farmer and other national civil rights leaders will meet with 
State Education Commissioner James Allen to discuss the school 
integration controversy, a problem that last Monday was taken away 
from the conference table and put into the streets of the city, with 
a promise of more of the same to come, 

Today James Farmer, national director of CORE, the Congress 
of Racial Equality, will be interviewed on "NEWSMAKERS"” by this team 
of reporters: Tom Poster of the Associated Press, Woody Klein of the 
New York World-Telegram & Sun, and CBS News Correspondent Dallas 


Townsend. For the first question, Mr. Townsend. 


MR. TOWNSEND: Mr. Farmer, Milton Galamison is presiding 


over a meeting this afternoon to decide on a date for a second boy-

cott of the New York public school system. 


should be a second boycott and, if so, why? 

MR. FARMER: I believe there should be a second boycott 
if the Board of Education, the Mayor and the Commissioner of Educa- 
tion of the State of New York do not now take forthright steps to 
meet the demands of the citizens of New York City who have demon- 
strated their interest in this problem and their concern by par- 
ticipating in the boycott. 

MR. KLEIN: Mr. Farmer, Dr. James B. Donovan, the president 
of the New York City Board of Education, has himself become an issue 
in this school integration problem. Do you think that he should 
resign and pave the way for easier negotiations? 
| MR. FARMER: Well, I think that Mr. Donovan has lost his 


I do not think that 


usefulness as head of the Board of Education. 


minority peoples in the City of New York have confidence in Mr. 
Donovan and in his ability to solve this problem. 
I do not think, also, that the problem can be solved while 


Mr. Donovan is head of the Board of Education. Therefore, I per- 


sonally think that in the interests of solving the problem and 
creating integrated, quality education, Mr. Donovan should resign 


his post. 


MR. POSTER: Mr. Farmer, the Board of Education claims that 


Mr. Donovan speaks on behalf of the entire Board, that they're 


unanimous in their integration plan. Do you think the entire Board 
Should resign or be removed? 
MR. FARMER: Well, if the entire Board backs Mr. Donovan 
and in his position that he will not be moved and that he is unim- 
pressed by the interests of 464,000 students, then I think the entire 
Board should resign. However, I'm not convinced that this is the 
case. I happen to know that there are members of the Board of Educa- 
tion who have strong views on this issue and I believe that they ought 
to make their voices heard. 
MR. TOWNSEND: Mr. Farmer, you say that Mr. Donovan, in 
your opinion, has outlived his usefulness as president of the Board 


of Education and therefore should resign. Do you have a candidate 


to succeed him as president of the Board? 


MR. FARMER: I'm not suggesting a candidate now, but there 
are several members of the Board of Education whom I think would be 
much better in that post than Mr. Donovan. 

MR. TOWNSEND: Any particular person in mind? 

MR. FARMER: Oh, I would mention a person now like Lloyd 
Garrison, whose interest, whose concern in this issue is well known. 

I believe that Mr. Garrison has the confidence of the minority peoples 
of this city. I think that he would be in a much better position to 
solve the problem. 

MR. POSTER: Has Mr. Garrison told you personally that he 
disagrees with Mr. Donovan? 

MR. FARMER: Not at all. I have not even discussed the issue 


with him. 


MR. POSTER: And if Mr. Garrison became president of the 


Board of Education and kept the same position as Mr. Donovan, would 


you demand his resignation? 


MR. FARMER: Well, if he adopted the same position, of 


course, we would. 


MR. POSTER: Then it would go on and on and on, 


MR. FARMER: It would go on and on and on until we get a 


redress of the grievances which we have, 


MR. TOWNSEND: Well, I gather, though, that you feel that 
Mr. Garrison's activities as president of the Board would be rather 
different from those of Mr. Donovan? 

MR. FARMER: I think so. Mr. Garrison certainly is a man 
of great intelligence and a man of great good will, great interest, 


great experience in this issue. I do not think Mr. Donovan has had 


the experience in human relations that compares with Mr. Garrison's. 
MR. KLEIN: Mr. Farmer, in trying to solve the problem of 


integrating the schools, what would you constructively suggest be 


done beyond what has been suggested by the Board of Education? 


MR. FARMER: Well, the Poard of Education suggested very 
little. It came up with too little, too late. Now, obviously, we 
can't do anything about its being too late at this stage of the game. 
But we can do something about its being too little. 

The Board of Education would desegregate only 20 of the 134 
elementary schools. That's not enough. We would insist that they 


make a start in desegregating all of the schools. In every school 


district there should be a beginning of integration. This is not 
only true of the high schools and the elementary schools but the 
junior high schools as well. There are many other specific things 
which we would demand that the Board do now. 

MR. KLEIN: Well, do you think, for example, that white 
children of school age should be bussed into, let's say, Harlem or 
segregated areas where the schools are purportedly not as good a 
caliber? 

MR. FARMER: Well, now, you see this has become a very 
emotional issue of bussing white children into Harlem and so forth. 

I think that the ultimate solution probably will be to make the 
schools in the ghettos into specialized schools, such as the School 
of Music and Art now, so the children will want to go there and their 
parents will want to send them. Now, such an objective should be 
stated by the Board of Education with a timetable as to what steps 
would be taken by when to achieve it. 

MR. POSTER: Mr. Farmer, the Board of Education claims that 
its integration program was worked out by an integration committee 
which includes a number of Negroes who are in toppositions in the 
school system: Mr. Frank Turner, Fred Williams, John King. Do you 
think that the Board is presenting the picture given to them by these 
Negro school officials or is Donovan producing his own plan which he 
took from Princeton? 

MR. FARMER: Well, since I have not been privileged to sit 


in on the meetings of the Board of Education in this regard, I would

not know. But all I would say is that the Board of Education should 


have lived up to its pledge that was made on September 5, that they 


would pull the civil rights groups in on the planning of this whole 


thing. They did not do that. I think that they should do it now. 


If they will not do it, then the Mayor should step in and do it; the 
Commissioner of Education of the State should step in and do it. 
MR. POSTER: Would you want Governor Rockefeller to step in? 
MR. FARMER: Oh, at this stage, no. You see, I don't 
think that it ought to become a political issue. I think that the 
Mayor is justified in moving in because this is New York City and 
he's the Mayor of the city. 
MR. TOWNSEND: Well, of course, Commissioner Allen already 
has agreed to take a hand in this controversy. He will be appear- 


ing at a meeting on Wednesday. I think that you will be there--- 


'R. FARMER: That's correct. 


MR. TOWNSEND: e-.-one of the civil rights leaders there. 


MR. FARMER: Yes. 

MR. TOWNSEND: What do you expect will come out of that 
meeting? 

MR. FARMER: ‘Well, I don't even know the agenda for the 
meeting. The meeting is to talk, and we are always pleased to talk, 
and I assume that the discussion will not only be on New York City 
school problem but on problems elsewhere in the state. This may 
be a beginning. I note also that the Board has called upon Com- 


missioner Allen to step in and take a hand in this, and I am hopeful 


that Commissioner Allen will pull the civil rights groups into the 


planning. Perhaps we'll find a solution to this problem then. 


MR. KLEIN: Mr. Farmer, you just mentioned Mayor Wagner 


should step into this controversy. There is one city agency, the 
City Commission on Human Rights, that has taken a position very much 
against the Board of Education. They feel that the civil rights 
groups are correct. Now, do you think that the Mayor should support 
the City Commission on Human Rights? 

MR. FARMER: Well, let me say, first of all, that I think 
the City Commission on Human Rights is right in criticizing the Board 
of Education. They agree with us and we agree with them on the 
issue. Unfortunately, however, the Board of Education will not 
listen to them. Perhaps they will listen to their Mayor. 

MR. POSTER: Mr. Farmer, the City Commission on Human 
Rights --- rather, the chairman, Stanley Lowell, said that the Board 
of Education is unanimous in its integration plan and he mentioned 
Mr. Garrison's name as being in support of the plan, Mr. Garrison 
and the other members of the Board. This is what Mr. Lowell said. 

MR. FARMER: From what I know of Mr. Garrison, he does 
not have a closed mind on such issues. I could not conceive of his 
making a statement that, I will not be moved, I am unimpressed Dy 
what is happening and will not be moved and will not change my mind 
or reconsider. I've never known Mr. Garrison to hesitate to change 
his mind and reconsider if further facts and evidence were presented 


to him. 


MR. POSTER: Could you change your mind and reconsider? 

MR. FARMER: If you present more facts, facts which I do 
not have, that indicate that I am wrong, I would be pleased to 
change my mind. I am primarily interested in truth and in finding 
areal solution to this problem. I have no dogmatic adherence to 


any plan that we have presented.—if it can be proved to us that 


that plan is not a just plan or an accurate one, 


MR. POSTER: Suppose the Princeton plan were proved to 
you to be a just plan and an accurate one and a good beginning, would 
you accept it? 

MR. FARMER: The Princeton plan -=- we have proposed the 
plan. We have proposed, indeed, that instead of pairing one in- 
dividual school with another, as the Board plans to do, offers to do 
in certain cases, that one school district ought to be paired with 
another, that it ought to be done on a district basis rather than 
on an individual school basis. This, incidentally, was a recommen- 
dation originally of the New York City Commission on Human Rights. 

MR. TOWNSEND: Mr. Farmer, let me get back to the subject 
of Mr. Donovan for a moment. Mr. Donovan's term expires in May. 

Is the problem that urgent that he cannot serve out the remainder 
of his term? 

MR. FARMER: The problem is terribly urgent because if 
there are not forthright steps taken toward creating quality, 
integrated education in New York City schools. long bfore May, there 


will be more boycotts and probably more extended ones. 


MR. But if a new man took over for Mr. Donovan 


TOWNSEND: 


at this particular moment, wouldn't it take him a certain amount of 
time to get acclimatized in the job? 

MR. FARMER: Well, I don't know. I would assume that 
members of the Board of Education are pretty well acclimatized now. 

Let me say that any solution to any such problem as this 
has to be found across the table, after the demonstrations, after 
the boycott and so forth. Our objection to Mr. Donovan now is that 
we do not have confidence in his ability to sit across the table and 
negotiate a constructive solution. 

MR. TOWNSEND: Does this lack of confidence apply also to 
Superintendent Gross? 

MR. FARMER: Not to the same extent. Mr. Gross has not 
been very vocal in the present controversy and crisis. Perhaps he 
is in a better position than Mr. Donovan now to assume leadership. 

MR. KLEIN: Mr. Farmer, Mr. Donovan just announced yesterday 
that he had taken a bodyguard on because he had been receiving mail 
threats on his life in connection with this. Is it possible that 
violence is around the corner in these demonstrations and that this 
school boycott could become a lot worse before it becomes better? 

MR. FARMER: Oh, I don't think so. You know there were 
many people who were predicting widespread violence during the one- 
day boycott. It did not occur. It was very peaceful. 

Now, I don't approve of threats on anybody's life, from 
whatever quarter. 


We get threats ourselves. We have had telephone

threats of bombings of the CORE office. 


even though there have been threats on my life. 


MR. POSTER: Mr. Farmer, I want to ask you a question about 


The United Parents' Association was against the boycott. 


the parents. 


Suppose the Board adopted your plan and bussed children all over 


the city. Do you think that the parents would continue to be active 


in their particular school in PTA groups if their child was sent 


from their particular community to another community? Would they go 


to that other community to be active in that school, or do you think 


they would continue to be active in the school in their neighborhood 


where their child was no longer a pupil? 


MR. FARMER: I have no idea. I assume that the parents 


would be active in the school where their children are in attendance. 
MR. POSTER: They would travel also? 
MR. FARMER: Oh, I assume they would. You see, New Yorkers 


are no strangers at travel. We travel the five boroughs; I do, daily -- 


and transportation is very fast. 


MR. TOWNSEND: Mr. Farmer, a school boycott is planned in 


Chicago for February 25, the second to be held there of the current 


school term. Apparently there's a good deal of opposition building 


up to it, including, according to the reports we have from Chicago, 


the NAACP, the Chicago Urban League and six of the eight aldermen who 


represent predominantly Negro wards. In view of that opposition, 


do you believe that the boycott should go ahead in Chicago on the 25th? 


MR. FARMER: Well, I think that the boycott should go ahead 


if the persons who are supporting the boycott feel sufficiently 
strongly that this is the tactic that needs to be employed at the 
present time.It's asking too much that there be unanimity within the 
Negro community on such an issue as this. 

MR. TOWNSEND: Are you at all disturbed over signs of a 
certain amount of pulling and hauling between CORE and the NAACP? 

MR. FARMER: Oh, I don't think that there are such signs 
of pulling and hauling. We pulled and hauled together on the boycott 
in New York City. 

MR. KLEIN: Mr. Farmer, when school children by the 
hundreds of thousands are kept out of school, a lot of white parents 
feel that it is hurting the children more than it is hurting the cause 
of civil rights and they feel that in many instances the children 
are being used for this. How would you comment on that? 

MR. FARMER: Oh, well, first of all, I don't think a one- 
day boycott does irreparable damage to the education of a child. As 
a matter of fact, I would suggest that during the one-day boycott in 
New York the children were greatly helped by the freedom schools which 
they attended because in these freedom schools they learned and 
studied some of the contributions of minority peoples to the history 
of this country, things which they should be getting in the cur- 
riculum of the schools, but they are not, Incidentally, this is one 
of our demands of the Board of Education that could be met immediately. 
The curriculum and the text could be changed so as to include an 


accurate reporting and accounting of the contributions of Puerto 


Ricans and Negroes to American history and culture. 


MR. KLEIN: In connection with that, Mr. Farmer, let me 
ask you this, sir: do you feel that the school children themselves, 
of all ages, have an understanding of what this revolution and this 
boycott and these demonstrations are all about? Do they know, in 
effect, what they're fighting for through their parents? 

MR. FARMER: Oh, I think they do. I think, from the first 
grade up, the school children know what it's all about. They indicate 
such. I'll never forget, incidentally, that child of twelve in 
Birmingham, who came to a mass meeting and she said, I have Jesus 
Christ in my heart and freedom on my mind. 

Well, she was right, and I think that's the feeling 
throughout the minority community. 

MR. KLEIN: And the children in New York have that same 
feeling whether they're in the North or the South? 

MR. FARMER: They have the same feeling. 

MR. POSTER: Mr. Farmer, can I get to another subject? 
About a year ago there was quite a lot of excitement over the integra- 
tion of the construction industry and that big story seemed to die 
away. Did you fail in integrating the construction industry in New 
York City? 

MR. FARMER: Well, obviously, the construction industry is 
not now integrated; so, obviously, we did fail in that, for the time 
being. 


MR. POSTER: Do you plan a massive demonstration at the 


opening of the World's Fair? 

MR. FARMER: Well, we're considering the steps that we 
will take. But we're not through with the construction-industry 
battle. We have a number of other things in mind, which we are not 
prepared to discuss at the present time. 

MR. TOWNSEND: What are your main objectives for 1964, Mr. 
Farmer? 

MR. FARMER: Well, our main objective is freedom now in 1964, 
We will be concentrating in the North on the problems of employment, 


housing and de facto segregation in the schools. In the South, it 


will be places of public accommodation and employment. 

MR. TOWNSEND: Do you have any plans for boycotts at Easter- 
time? 

MR. FARMER: Well, we discussed boycott, the possibility 
of a nationwide boycott at Eastertime, if we found a pattern of dis- 
crimination in employment in some of the large nationwide chains. Now 


we have found sporadic and spotty discrimination in many of the 


chains. In most cases, I'm pleased to announce we have been able 


to eliminate that discrimination by local and regional action, 


along the lines of boycotts. There still may have to be a nation- 
wide boycott, but at this moment we're not certain of that. 
MR. TOWNSEND: The House of Representatives is about to 
take final action on the civil rights bill and, of course, it's going 
through the House in largely the form the Administration wanted, 


although its future in the Senate is uncertain. Assuming that a 
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strong civil rights bill does get through Congress, will you expect 
some sort of a letup in the civil rights demonstrations? 

MR. FARMER: No, I would not anticipate a letup. I'm sure 
there will be a period in which we will be observing carefully the 
implementation and enforcement of the provisions of the law. We 
will be testing also. We'll be testing, as we tested the Supreme 


Court ruling on bus~ .«- segregation, interstate travel. We'll be 


testing the provisions of the civil rights law and if we find it's 


not being implemented, not being enforced, then there will be an 
acceleration of demonstration demanding enforcement. 

MR. KLEIN: Mr. Farmer, about ten days ago a graduate of 
Vassar College of two years ago was jailed in Canton, Mississippi, 
for participating in a civil rights demonstration. The college 
president at Vassar said that the college, as an institution of 
higher learning, had no authority to step in. Do you feel that as a 
general rule colleges and universities should come to the aid of 
their graduates who are demonstrating in civil rights or should they 
keep a hands-off policy? 

MR. FARMER: Oh, I feel very strongly that all American 
citizens who have conviction on this issue should come to the support 
of people who are being penalized. Now, you mentioned Canton. There 
are currently 16 CORE field workers who are in jail in Canton. 

MR. KLEIN: One of them is this Vassar graduate? 

MR. FARMER: That's right, and one young man from Phila- 


delphia as well. They're in jail. They have been jailed for passing 


out leaflets. 

MR. POSTER: Mr. Farmer, the day after the last boycott, 
Bayard Rustin was invited to the Russian UN Mission. On the basis 
of the stories that followed, do you think that he’s lost his value 
to the integration movement? 

MR. FARMER: By attending a party to which he was invited 
at the Soviet Mission, I would say, no. Mr. Stevenson frequently is 
invited to parties and gatherings at the Soviet Mission. He goes. 
Newspaper reporters, television and radio, are invited frequently, 
and they go. I think Mr. Rustin had every right to go to such a 
party, if he was invited. This does not mean he is a communist. He 
is not. 

MR. TOWNSEND: Mr. Farmer, would you say that President 
Johnson is winning the support of Negroes around the country in 
general? 

MR. FARMER: I think he is. I think he still has a problen, 
though. There are still many Negroes who find it difficult to 
discuss any issue with a man who has a Southern accent. Their minds 
close up. I believe that Mr. Johnson will win this battle, however. 

MR. TOWNSEND: If given the proper support, Mr. Farmer, 
would you run against Congressman Adam Clayton Powell? 

MR. FARMER: That question has been asked a number of times 
and my answer still is that I do not intend to run for Congress in 
the forthcoming election. 


MR. TOWNSEND: Mr. Farmer, I'd like to thank you very much 


for being with us here today. I'm sorry but our time is drawing to 
a close. 

Mr. Farmer, our thanks again for being with us today on 
"NEWSMAKERS." 

Our guest has been James Farmer, national director of CORE, 
the Congress of Racial Equality. 

Thanks also to my colleagues, Tom Poster of the Associated 
Press, and Woody Klein of the New York World-Telegram & Sun. 


This is Dallas Townsend of CBS News. Good afternoon. 
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ANNOUNCER: From Washington, D. C., James Farmer, National 
Director of the Congress of Racial Equality, will FACE THE NATION. 
In a live, spontaneous and unrehearsed news interview, 
Mr, Farmer will be questioned by CBS News Correspondent George 
Herman, Chalmers Roberts, National News Bureau Chief of the 
Washington Post. 

To lead the questioning, here is CBS News Correspondent 
Paul Niven. 

MR. NIVEN: Mr. Farmer, welcome to FACE THE NATION. 

You helped found the Congress of Racial Equality back 
in 1942 and pioneered in the 1940's such devices as the 
sit-in, the stand-in, and the freedom ride, 

Two decades later these devices have assumed the 
proportions of a revolution. One result is the passage 
this year by the House of Representatives of a sweeping 
Civil Rights bill. Its future in the Senate is uncertain. 
Meanwhile, some Civil Rights leaders have inaugurated new 
and highly controversial campaigns egainst de facto school 
segregation in northern cities. 

You are concerned also with the economic problems 
which underlie much of minority group discontent. 

We would like to ask you about these and other subjects, 
and we wili begin the questioning in one minute. 


MR. NIVEN: Mr. Farmer, do you expect the Civil Rights 


bill in present strong form to be passed by the Senate? 
MR. FARMER: Well, needless to say, I hope that it 
will be in the strong form that it has at present. I know 


that there will be attempts to cut it down, especially to 


whittle down the FEPC provisions and the public accommodations 


provision, but I would like to emphasize that both of those 


provisions are indispensable to the effectiveness of the bill. 


MR. ROBERTS: Mr, Farmer, suppose the bill, just for 
the sake of the discussion, should pass the Senate in the 
same strong form that it has passed the House. Would this 
make any substantial difference in the round of boycotts, 
demonstrations, the argument over transporting children 
across cities by buses? Would the provisions of that bill 
get to any of these problems? 

MR. FARMER: Well, if you are asking, and I think you 
are asking, whether the passage of the Civil Rights bili 
will take the people off the streets, I think not, because 
when the law -~ when it becomes a law, then it wili be 
necessary for us to seek its implementation and its 
enforcement. Laws do not automatically enforce themselves, 
In New York State and many other states in the North, we 
have FEPC laws. In many of them we have fair housing laws, 
but problems of discrimination in housing and employment 
still exist. 


In public accommodations, we would anticipate that 


even if the provision is a strong one, we will have to go 
from restaurant to restaurant in many parts of Mississippi 
and Alabama. There will be litigations. There will be 


direct action demanding enforcement, as the freedom rides 


sought to enforce and succeeded in enforcing the Supreme 


Court's decision on interstate transportation. 
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MR. HERMAN: Mr. Farmer, let me take you another

step along this hypothetical road. Supposing the bill 


ig passed. Supposing it is well implemented. lect me 


ask you will that take the Negroes off the street in 
| another sense? Will it end the problems? Will it be 


just another step along the road or will it really 


stop the problem of discrimination? 

MR. FARMER: No, it will not solve the problem. 
The millenium will not be here then if the bill is 
passed, but it will give us a tool, 2 very useful tool, 
and if it is enforced, it will be a very effective tool 
with which to work, but then we will have to be in the 
streets demanding its enforcement and then spreading 
into other areas, the economic areas, for example. 
This will not solve the problem of fuli employment for 


&11 American citizens. It might help to end the dis- 


crimination against Negroes and provide a large measure 
of fair ecmployment. 


MR. HERMAN: You saidin an article that our ultimte 
ob jective is equality and then you listed five genses 
~- economic, political, educational, cultural and social. 


Do you assign any priority among those or do you 


&@ssign some of them to be specially taken care of by 


legislation? 


MR. PARMER: No. I think it is impossible for us to 


assign a priority. I think that we must work on 
all of those fronts simultaneously because they are 
all interrelated. If you don't have the job, then 
you cannot buy the housing that you need, and if you 
don't get the education, you cannot get the job. I 
think we have to work on all of those fronts siml- 
taneously. 

MR. ROBERTS: Mr. Farmer, I gather your relations 
with President Johnson have been quite good. I wonder 
whether this means CORE is going to leave the problem 
of trying to get this bill through the Senate up to 
the Administration or are you as &@n organization going 
to take some direct action such as some march here 
in Washington while there is a Senate filibuster? 

MR. FARMER: Well, we will be taking whatever action 
is needed. We certainly will not leave it to the 
President. I think the President wants a civil rights 
bill to be passed and in strong fashion. FH has a real 
conviction on that, But he needs help. W intend to 
give him the help on it. We did it during the House 
debate. We had iobbyists from CORE in Washington talking 
with Congressmen and demanding that they vote on the bill 
and vote for the strong legislation. We will be doing 
the same in the Senate. We will have even more lobbyists 


and if necessary, there will be direct action. 


T 
Most of all, we want the Senators to realize that 
when they come up for re-election, this is going to be 
one of the bases on which we are going to judge then, 
how they reacted to the bill. 


MR. HERMAN: Did the Fresident solicit your help? 


MR. FARMER: No. ‘The Fresident hasn't sclicited 
our help but we feel that as American citizens we have 
the responsibility to provide that heip. 

MR. NIVEN: Mr. Farmer, Or. Fertin Luther King, 
Jr., said last night that if there is a Senate f412- 
buster and the bill gets bogged cown there will be a 
march. Now do you think such & march Guring Senate 
debate would win votes or lose votes for the bili? 

WR. FARMER: Well, of course, the exact nature 
of the direct action has not yet been determined. 
Many suggestions have been made. Presumably there 
will be marches in the v@rious cities, especiaily the 
home cities of the Senators who are not voting for 
cloture. 


MR. NIVEN: 


Does this mean you personally would 
not favor @ new march on Wshington during the debate? 
MR. FARMER: I do not anticipate that there will 
be 2 mss march on Wshington like the August 28 demon- 
stration in the event of @ filibuster. i think there 


will be other techniques to persuade the Senators who 
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are on cur side or who say that they are on our side 


that they must stand up and be counted in terms of 
voting for cloture or seeking to wear the filibusters 
out. 
MR. ROBERTS: How do you do this in the case of 
@ Senator, say, from 2 Midwestern farm state where the 


Negro population is very minor and has no political 


importance to that particular Senator? What pressure 
can you bring on him? 

MR. FARMER: Well, the answer is very clear. This 
is not only a Negro movement. If you noted the march 
on Washington, approximtely one-third of the people 
who were there were white. The church groups have 
gotten behind it. The labor groups are behind it. We 
have communication with then. 

I would anticipate that in the Midwestern cities 
there will be Negroes putting pressures on the Senators, 
combined with the pressure which labor and church groups 
can put on them. 

MR. NIVEN: To take a specific Midwestern state, 
Senator Dirksen, the Republican leader, is on record 
against public accommodations. Will there be extensive 
demonstrations in Illinois? 

MR. FARMER: ‘There will be extensive demons trations 


in Illinois on that issue. There will also be write-in 


campaigns of massive scale, There will be mrches 


to the Post Office where large numbers of people, 


hopefully thousands or tens of thousands, would mrch 


to the Post Office and mil their own hand-written 


letters to Senator Dirksen. 


ol MR. HERMAN: Can demonstrations be politically 


effective in states where the politicians have a pretty 
Dirksen. 


good idea of where their minorities stand, politically 


speaking? 


I think demonstrations can be 


MR. FARMER: Qh, 


They can be effective because they 


effective any place. 


have a way of changing where people stand. It is always 
possible, you know, to appeal to the consciences and to 
win allies who will change their point of view and side 


with yours if the demonstration is effective enough. 


MR. HERMAN: Don't they raise sometimes some animosities 
and some counter reactions? 

MR. FARMER: Oh, they sometimes raise animosities, 
but I don't think that they make enemies. They simply 
bring the present enemies out into the open, so you know 
where they stand. 


MR. ROBERTS: Mr. Farmer, last summer and fall there 


was a lot of discussion in this country that perhaps the 


Civil Rights movement had been going so fast and so far 


-~ I know you don't accept those terms, but many people 


said this. Many editorials said it, that you were getting 


what some people call the white backlash. 


You, yourself, 


wrote last fall in a magazine article about the 


possibility of what you call the dangerous racial 


polarization in the national community, and you talked 


of potential white allies. 


Now, there has been something of a hiatus of this since 
President Kennedy's assassination. Now you are talking about 


putting pressure on Congress again, about demonstrations, if 


not in Washington, in the cities around the country. 

Isn't this issue going to come back to plague you, 
to plague the Civil Rights movement, or do you consider it 
a non-existing issue? 

MR. FARMER: Well, I don't consider it a non-existing 
issue. Certainly it is an issue, but I think that now we 
have greater contact with these potential allies. Many of 
them have formed an alliance with us. Labor is closer to 
us than it was last summer or last spring. Church groups, 


both local, state and national, are working with us on a 


wide scale. The National Council of Churches, for example, 


is thinking of helping to train literally thousands of young 


people who will work in the Civil Rights area next summer. 


MR. NIVEN: Mr. Farmer, isn't it fair to say that the 


recent demonstrations against school segreation in the North 
have divided the Civil Rights movement, divided Negro leaders 


and alienated more of your former white colleagues than any 


of your previous demonstrations? 


MR. FARMER: Well, I would say two things about that. 


It is asking too much of the Civil Rights movement to be 


about the necessity of having constructive use of the millions 


ll 
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unanimous in agreement on tactic. I think that there must 
be disagreement and debate on tactics, so that we can evolve 


the most effective tactics. 


MR. NIVEN: Isn't there more disagreement now than there 
has been in the past? 

MR. FARMER: No, I don't think so. I think essentially 
we are united. Sometimes there are personality conflicts, 
but look at the giant school boycott in New York City that 
pulled out 464,000 children. I think that was a great 
demonstration of unity. 

Now, perhaps the unity, if there should be another 
boycott, will not be as great, but I would suspect that 
when the chips are down, that you will find a great amount 
of unity in the Negro community. 

MR. HERMAN: Isn't that one of those demonstrations 
where once again you run into the problem of arousing as 
much animosity as friendship? It seems to me the school 
problem particularly touches a great many white people 
in sensitive spots; the question of bussing their children 
across the city to some school which is far away from home 
has raised a great deal of white comment, as you know. 

MR. FARMER: I think the bussing issue has been 
greatly exaggerated really. This is a bugaboo that is 


raised. In most cases the bussing would not be necessary. 


Tn the use of the Princeton plan, for example, the twin 
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school plan, pairing of schools, it would not be necessary, 


and many of the district school zones can be redistricted. 

That would not require bussing. There would be some bussing. 
Now, on your question of antagonizing people, you must 

realize that any time you resist or protest against an 

injustice, there will be those who will be antagonized. 

What we are trying to do now is to develop a stronger 

educational program to interpret what we are doing, so 


that we can minimize the number of people that will be 


antagonized by it. 


MR. ROBERTS: Mr. Farmer, on this subject 
how would you answer this statement mde last week 


by former Vice President Nixon? "It is detrimental 


to both Negro and white children to uproot them from 
their communities and to haul them from one school to 
another in order to force integration in an artificial 
and unworkable manner." 
MR. PARMER: Well, I presume that this statement 
of Mr. Nixon's was 2 politically motivated statement, 
hoping to appeal to what he believed to be the aliena- 
tion that has been created. I would answer it merely 
by pointing out that the leading educators of the 
country don't agree with him. stven Dr. Connant and 
Dr. Keppel, the U. S. Commissioner of Education, have 
pointed out that we now must take deliberate steps to 
wipe out the racial imbalance that exists in our schools. 
MR. ROBERTS: Well, is this possible as long as 
you have a racial division or imbalance in housing 
which is the fundamental of the school districts? 
MR. FARMER: Well, I think it is possible. I 
think the Princeton Plan which I referred to 2 moment 
ago will do that. I think that the redrawing of the 
school districts will help to do it also. Most of alli, 
I do not think that we can afford to wait until we have 


solved the housing problem in order to create integra- 


ted education. We are damging our kids. We are 
damaging both Negro and white kids because the 
quality of this education is not what it should be. 

Negroes are taught to live in a Negro world and 
associate with Negroes alone. This reeds the fires 
of the nationalist sentiment, black nationalism. 
Whites are taught to associate only with white people, 
and this does not equip them well to function properly 
in our current world where darker peoples are a 
majority. 

MR. HERMAN: Do you see any danger in the fact 
that this system not only acknowedges but insists 
on racial discrimination? It takes certain children 
and says that because they are colored, they must be 
mixed in another school. Ih other words, it sort of 
hardens the difference between the races rather than 
trying to erase it, 

MR. FARMER: No. © the cmtrary. I think that 
we mist realize now that we cannot be color-blind on 
this issue. W used to ask for color-blindness but it 
hasn't worked. They have been more color-blind towards 
us than towards other people. 

MR. HERMAN: So you have abandoned that? 

MR. FARMER: So now we insist there should be 


color consciousness used to wipe out the segregation 


that has been artificially created. 
MR. NIVEN: Mr. Farmer, Southern legroes 


have long resented the fact that their children 


were often bussed long distances because of segre- 


gation. 

MR. FARMER: Yes, 

MR. NIVEN: Isn't it equally normil for Northern 
white partents to resent it if their children are 
taken some distance from their homes in buses in an 
attempt to end segregation? 

MR. FARMER: Well, I think that there is nothing 
right or wrong about bussing per se, bussing in itself. 
It depends upon the purpose for which bussing is used. 
If it is used to create divisions in the American 
community, then I would consider it bad. Ff it is 
used to wipe ou’ those divisions, I would consider it 
good and advantageous. 

MR. ROBERTS: Is the problem that you are attacking 
with this bussing technique, or m&ny people are, is it 
that you have, say, in Harlem, in New York, or in certain 
areas in other big cities, such an overwhelming concen-~ 
tration of one race, or is it the fact that the schools 
in those districts have been underprivileged in re- 


lation to the other schools in the city? Is it possible 


to answer thit problem by upgrading the teaching. —- 


17 
upgrading the buildings, upgrading the equipment and 
&8ll the other things that are lagging behind in so 


many of these schools which are now predominantly 


or totally Negro? Q@ can it only be done by mixing 
the kids themselves? 

MR. FARMER: I do not believe that we can have 
quality education under segregation because segregated 
education, no matter how good the teachers or the 
facilities, ignores the important necessity for teach- 
ing people how to live with one another. That is 
most essential in our large cities now. 

I would like to say one other thing on the 
question of bussing. You know, there are many, many 
parents who bus their children or drive them long 
distances to go to private schools because they want 


them to have quality education. They don't object 


to the distances they sravel if the kid is going ‘to 
get a good education. 

We are saying that the same thing should hold 
true in public schools. The issue is quality education 


and not the distance the child travels.

ol MR. ROBERTS: What the white parent in this New York 


situation seems to fear is that the school to which you 


travels. propose to bus his child is an inferior school. 


Is that not correct? 
Not only a matter of race, but the fact, as you, 
yourself, have complained, that these schools are inferior 
in their teaching. 

MR. FARMER: Yes. But this is one of the best ways, 
you see, of improving the quality. I know that the white 
parents are not going to accept inferior schools for their 
children, 

MR. ROBERTS: So you =~ 

MR. FARMER: They are going to join with us in our 
demand that these schools be elevated. 

MR. ROBERTS: You think you have to use the white 
parents as a lever on the Board of Education? 

MR, FARMER: Not as a lever, but as an ally for a 
mutual cause, ywuality education. 

MR. NIVEN: Mr. Farmer, to turn to wider problens, 
how much of the present discontent in this country among 
minority groups is inspired by social problems, such as 
segregation, and how much of it is basically economic? 

MR. FARMER: Oh, I think it is both. I think it is 
neither one nor the other, but both and. 


Negroes are not only poor. We are poor. We are part 


of the poverty stricken people that President Johnson is 
talking about. But we are more than that. We are also 
black. We are black poor people. 

Even if you provided full employment, and you must, 
the Civil Rights movements now are joining in the fight 
for full employment, that would not necessarily solve the 


Negroes' problem. You could have full employment and 


Negroes still sweeping the floors. 

MR. NIVEN: What hopes do you have for the attack on 
poverty, and are you Civil Rights leaders keeping in touch 
with the program as it is developed within the Administration? 


MR. FARMER: We are keeping in touch with it very much. 


We had one talk with President Johnson on that issue of 
poverty. We are concerned about it because we think it is 
a basic part of our fight for equality. 


Look at Negroes. We are not now closing the gap between 


the average income of Negroes and the average income of whites. 


It has widened in the past ten years. 
We have got to do something about it. 


MR. ROBERTS: What part of the Johnson attack on poverty 


appeals to you as most useful to the Negro? 
MR. FARMER: Well, I think many parts of it. First of 


all, there has to be retraining. Negroes have been 


historically and are largely in the unskilled and semi- 


skilled categories in industry. Those jobs have been cut 
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off in huge numbers by automation. We have got to retrain 


these people, Negroes and whites, so that they can fit into 


automated industry. 


Also remedial education which affects Negroes as much 
es it affects whites. It is absolutely essential because 


cur children have been damaged and disabied by inferior 


education, South and North. 
MR. HERMAN: How far down in the school does that start? 


At what grade level does this inferior education begin to 


damage? 


MR. FARMER: It starts at the first grade or at kinder- 
garten. 

MR. HERMAN: Is there anything that can be done in the 
way of remedial education right away? 

MR. FARMER: Well, I think a great deal can be done. 
As a matter of fact, there is a program under way in 
Philadelphia involving remedial education in some sixty 
schoois. In other localities, in Chicago, and then New 
York has been talking about it, they are attempting some 
pilot projects, but this is not adequate. It is a drop 
in the bucket. 


We need a massive program that will reach one million 


children a year for at least a period of five years. That 
implies that the Federal Government must move in, 


MR. HERMAN: You have been talking about a $15 billion 


have you not? 


MR. FARMER: That is right. 


MR. HERMAN: Over how much time? 

MR. FARMER: Over a five-year period, $3 billion a year. 

MR. NIVEN: Mr. Farmer, we have some auestions about 
politics and the November elections, and we will get to those 
in just one minute. 

MR. NIVEN: Mr. Farmer, will Negro voters support 
President Johnson as overwhelmingly in November as they did 
Mr. Kennedy in 1960, and will that solidarity hold up if 
the Republican candidate is someone like Mr. Rockefeller 
running on a strong Civil Rights plank? 

MR. FARMER: Well, this depends on a number of factors. 
It depends, first of all, on what happens to the Civil Rights 
bill, whether a strong bill is enacted into law. It depends 
upon the position that Mr. Johnson and Mr. Rockefeller take 
on issues confronting the Civil Rights movement. 

I have suggested and I still suggest that there ought 
to be a television show involving the candidates of both 
parties appearing before a panel of Civil Rights leaders, 


so that they could be questioned on this issue. 
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MR. HERMAN: You don't trust newsmen to question 


rb-l 
them on the same issue? 


MR. FARMER: We would like to question them our- 
selves because I think that we would know the sensitive 
points and perhaps there would be another show with news- 
men questioning then. 

MR. ROBERTS: Etrilier in your renmrks about the 
Nixon quotation I read you, you implied that he was 
trying -- if I understood you correctly -- that he was 
trying to find the politics of the white backlash, so- 
calied. Was that correct? Did I read you correctly? 

MR. FARMER: I think so. I think he was trying 
to fish in what he believed to be troubled political 
waters. 

MR. ROBERTS: Well, then, do you concede that 
there is a political area there of uncertainty that 
both parties must be aware of strictly in terms of 
politics? 

MR. FARMER: Well, I think it has been greatly 
exaggerated. Of course there is an issue. There will 
be some people antagonized but I don't think the numbers 
Will be very great. Qur indications are that we are 
Winning more friends than we are losing. 

MR. ROBERTS: What about that election in mhila- 


Ge lphia for Mayor last fall which was widely read as 


indicating a feeling that this thing was going 2 


little bit too far and there were certain antagonism 


from Italians and other groups who also have sometimes 
@ minority complex? 

MR. FARMER: Well, it was widely read in those 
terms before the election took place, but 2 number of 
political analysts after the election reached the 
conclusion that the civil rights issue had little or 
no bearing upon the outcome of the election. 

MR. NIVEN 


Mr. Farmer, many liberals, including 
Negro leaders, were very slow to reconcile themselves 
to Mr. Johnson's designation as Vice Presidential 
candidate. Hive they now come around to any con- 
siderable extent? 

MR. FARMER: Oh, I think so. I think they have. 
I am convinced certainly that the President has great 
good will and real conviction and feeling on this issue. 
He has a problem, however, and that problem is that he 


is a Southerner with a Southern accent, and nmény Negroes 


will react unfavorably to that unless he can back up what 


he says with real accomplishments. That is why he must 
have the: civil rights biil. 

MR. HERMAN: Mme question is sort of basic to 
&ll of this, Mr. Farmer. JIS there a Negro bloc vote 


and do Negroes have a favorite political party? 


MR. FARMER: Well, Negroes vote opportunis- 


tically as I think they should. They vote for the 


candidate whom they believe to be more in sympathy 
with their objectives. Their objectives have been 
clarified in the past year. They are aimost unanimous 
in fighting against segregation and discrimination. 
So they would vote in a bloc if one candidate were on 
their side in this issue and the other on the other 
side. Ih other words, if Senator Goldwater were 2 
candidate, I think there would be no question where 
99 and 9/10ths of the Negroes would vote. 

MR. ROBERTS: Why is the Negro registration so 
often so poor? Right here in the District of Columbia 
which is going te vote this year for President the 
Negroes are the ones who are not registering. 

MR. FARMER: I think the reasons are quite clear. 
You must realize it has only been sixteen or seventeen 
years since Negroes hévelmd the right to vote in the 
South, That is, when the white primtry was knocked out 
by the Supreme Court. And many of the Negroes in the 
North have recently come from the South, and even after 
they had the legal right, you see, if there were two 
candidates running, it was frequently Tweedledee and 


Tweedledum on the segregation issue. That is the 


reason, I am sure. 


MR. NIVEN: Mr. Farmer, time allows us just 
about &@ yes or no answer. Is there any possibility 
that you will run for Congress against Congressman 
Adam Clayton Powell? 

MR. FARMER: I will not be running for any 
elective office in 19604. 


MR. NIVEN: Thank you for joining us today on 


FACL THE NATION, Mr. Farmer. 
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ANNOUNCER: The Open Mind, free to examine, to question, to disagree. 
The subject of today's discussion: “Negro Rights and Negro Obliga- 
tions." The moderator of The Open Mind is Eric F. Goldman, Professor 
of History at Princeton University and author of Rendezvous with 


Destiny and The Crucial Decade. To introduce the topic and guests 


for this week, here is Mr. Goldman. 

MR. GOLDMAN: Hello, ladies and gentlemen. 1963, as we all know, 
will certainly go down in American history as the year when the 
Negro American asserted himself, vigorously, boldly, effectively. 

In the course of this social revolution, millions of other Americans 
went along with the Negro’s demand for fair play and decent treat- 
ment. 

But during late 1963, and perhaps increasingly now in 1964, 
there are other notes being sounded. These different emphases some- 
times come from people who are strongly for civil rights. Some of 
these people are saying that it is also time for the Negro, in addi- 
tion to demanding his rights, to assume obligations and responsi- 


bilities. 
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To discuss Negro rights and Negro obligations and responsibil- 
ities, here to my far left, Mr. Calvin Trillin, staff writer for the 


New Yorker and author of a recent volume concerning Negro-white re- 


lations at the University of Georgia, An Education in Georgia: the 


Integration of Charlayne Hunter and Hamilton Holmes. 


Mr. Livingston L. Wingate, former associate counsel of the 
House Committee on Education and Labor and now a member of the Com- 
mittee on Exploitation of Workers of New York City and Executive 
Director of Associated Community Teams, which is a sponsor of the 
Domestic Peace Corps. 

Mr. James Farmer, of course the National Director of the Con- 
gress Of Racial Equality. 

Mr. James J. McFadden, Acting Commissioner of Labor of New York 
City and Director of Mayor Wagner’s Committees on Job Advancement 
and the Exploitation of Workers. 

Mrs. Paule Marshall, who has been honored by the American 
Academy of Arts and Letters, the Guggenheim Foundation, and the Ford 


Foundation for her writings, the author, most recently, of Soul Clap 


Hands and Singe 


And Mr. Joseph Lyford, a staff member of the Fund for the Re- 
public who lives in the racially mixed West Side of New York City 
and is engaged in a study of the actual workings of that integrated 
community. 

Mr. Farmer, would you get us going by a comment on some remarks 
of Mr. Richardson Dilworth, the former Mayor of Philadelphia, who 
of course is a strong pro-civil rights man. Mr. Dilworth said that 


he went out one day into a largely Negro area of Philadelphia and, 
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to quote him directly, “When we wanted to question the people there, 
we couldn't find a sober man or woman to talk to. They just have 

no hope. That's the kind of rot that is going to spread if we don't 
get employment and education for those people. We cannot support 
20% of the Negroes in the North on relief and hope to survive." 

And then he goes on to add this note that I was referring to: "The 
time has come for the Negro to stop feeling so damned sorry for hin- 
self. Some of their leaders are pure demagogues but they've got to 
learn to help themselves and not take an attitude that just because 
they are a minority they can’t get anywhere." 

MR. FARMER: Well, the first part of Mr. Dilworth’s statement 
touched on reality. I'm glad he pointed ot it - the fact of a great 
amount of hopelessness existing among Negroes, especially in the 
large urban centers in the North, who are underprivileged, who -~ 

one out of every four —- is unemployed now. 

The second part of the Mayor's statement was unreal. It is 
like talking to a man in a crowded subway train who has a bad foot 
with a corn, and @ 200-lbd man standing on his toes, and saying to 
him, Stop being so agitated. Keep quiet, quit yelping. Of course 
Negroes feel sorry for themselves when they're discriminated against$ 
they feel more sorry for America, however. They feel sorry for 
America because their nation is at war with itself and trying to 
bring its practices up to a level with its principles. We have our 
demagogues, of course. Who hasn*’t? We have no monopoly on them. 
There are white demagogues as well as black demagogues. What we 
are fighting for is our right to have our demagogues and to make 


mistakes, just as anyone else does. 
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MR. GOLDMAN: Mr. McFadden, yes? 


MR. MCFADDEN: Yes, I think one of the things that Mr. Dilworth. 


should have pointed out is that if he had gone into any poverty- 
stricken neighborhood, whether white or Negro or whatever minority 
it may possibly be, he would find the same sense of dejection there 
as he would in the Negro community, in parts of the Negro community. 

Now when we have a situation in the United States with maybe 
40 to 50 percent of the people who live in the poverty line happen 
to be Negroes, then you should only compare the Negroes in poverty 
with whites in poverty. You shouldn't single out the Negroes in 
poverty and then ask them to hold themselves up to standards that 
we don't expect whites in poverty to hold themselves up to. 

However, on his point of what the Negroes’ obligations are to 
help themselves I'd like to point this out: Once again it’s no 
different from the white citizen. Now one of the obligations I was 
going to point out in this particular program today is that the 
Negroes have a responsibility to aid and assist and participate in 
their own organizations such as Jim Farmer's CORE and Livingston 
Wingate’s, the group up in Harlem, which has as its purpose to aid 
and assist Negroes to go up the economic ladder and the social 
ladder and the civil rights ladder. I think they have an obliga- 
tion -- 

MR. GOLDMAN: Are you implying, sir, that they do not participate 
now? 

MR. McFADDEN: I would like them to participate more fully. But 
incidentally I'd like to point this out: Many of us whites don't 


attend our union meetings, don’t attend the meetings of the organ- 


ey a 
ization we should attend. So once again I'd like to point out that 
actually there really is no differentiation between Negro rights 
and Negro obligations as distinct from white rights and white obli- 
gations. 

MR. LYFORD: I think that Mr. Dilworth made a very common mistake 
and I think it‘s a dangerous mistake for somebody in his position 
to make. Mr. Dilworth went into that neighborhood and he considered 
that in making a tour of the neighborhood he was learning about 
that area by looking at people sitting on the stoops. Now I would 
like to be sure that Mr. Dilworth and people like him had taken 

the trouble to go up inside some of those buildings and talk to a 
few of the families who are sealed up in those buildings and who 
probably are as terrifted and horrified by the kinds of conditions 
that they're living in as - much more so, than Mr. Dilworth. 

And the point I want to make - and I think it’s important - 
it’s been brought out by this discussion of Mr. Dilworth and his 
remarks - is that there's a greqgt deal of potential strength, some 
of it. There is hopelessness but there is also potential strength, 
a great deal of intelligence, a surprising amount of intelligence 
among some of the poorest and most deprived Negro families in our 
big cities. Where I have been critical about the civil rights move- 
ment is that I do not feel that the civil rights movement in the 
North in many cases has reached down to these people and brought 
them into the movement and kept in much closer communication with 
them about their immediate needs. In a way some parts of the civil 
rights movement to me seem to be like a big skyscraper with the 


leadership on top and the Negro community in our cities at the 
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pottom, with no elevators. 


MR. GOLDMAN: Excuse me. Before you answer that, we'll come to 


this question of leadership in a moment. Mrs. Marshall, you wanted 


to comment on the more general point? 


MRS. MARSHALL: Well, yes. I would like to begin by saying that the 


mistake that the Mr. Dilworths of the nation make is that you can't 


consider poverty just a matter of a man not having enough money in 


his pocket, or living in a slum situation. It is a whole psychology, 
it is a whole culture of poverty which is involved. And part of 
that is this terrible hopelessness, is this apathy. You can so 
easily say, Well, why don’t they get up and do for themselves? 

Why do they sit there and wait for help to come? But you see what 
happens in poverty is shat the spirit is crushed. A man is made to 
feel less than a man and this is the result. You get those awful 
pietawen of children just sitting in a kind of apathetic state, of 
adults standing on street corners. And your point was well taken 


that this is true of any depressed area. You go down to the Appa 


lachian district now, the northern area of Detroit, and there you'll 
see the same picture; it is poverty. But, you see, with the Negro 
there is another thing added. There is the double indignity. There 
is the poverty and there is the racial discrimination. 


MR. GOLDMAN: Mrs. Marshall, on that point, I wish Mr. Wingate - 


because of his activities - would comment. One part of the Dilworth 
statement, which I did not read and which is very common in this 
kind of discussion, has to do with the alleged difference between 
the Negro attitude and the attitude of other minorities in the past. 


Here are the sentences: “It's just not true that they can get no 
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place. Look at the Irish and Italians of years past. One of them 
even went on to become President of the United States. They /the 
Negroes/ have got to get some of the same kind of spirit that these 
people had.“ This is a very common sort of assertion. Would you 
comment, sir? 

MR. WINGATE: First of all, the analogy does not obtain between the 
Negro and the other ethnic groups. The Negro was cut from his 
cultural base and brought to America as a slave. That's the founda- 
tion on which the Negro's entry into America was made. He was cut 
away from all the main streams of American life. Suddenly he was 
free. Cut away from the economic mainstream, cut away from the po- 
litical, cut away from the social. These areas have been held tight 
by the white American. So the consequence, just as Miss Marshall 
stated, when a man is denied equal opportunity in employment and 
equality of opportunity in education, is inescapable - his dignity 
is inherently involved. He is rejected by the culture in which he 
is attempting to adapt himself. He is unable to support his family. 
And it is highly singular, too, that Mr. Dilworth attacked both ends. 
He attacked the Negro masses for being dispairing of their plight, 
and the one who has the spirit and is fighting for these legitimate 
ends, he called a demagogue. 

MR. GOLDMAN: He said some of the leaders were demagogues. 

MIXED VOICES: 

MR. McFADDEN: I think Mr. Wingate is absolutely right that there 
is a great difference between the Negro’s plight and the plight of 
other minorities. One great difference is the fact that the Negro 
is black. He has that high social disability. He can't disappear. 


i es 


He can’t merge in his total environment. He can't forget that he's 


a Negro. He's reminded of it every minute of the day when he walks 


down the street, any street in any city in our country. He cannot 


become President of the United States now because of his black skin. 
It was one of the leaders of the federal government who pointed out 


some months ago that the Negro might become President in 40 or 50 


years, I believe. Well the Negro doesn't want to wait that long. 

He wants those rights now. And I'd like to indicate, Mr. Moderator, 
my strong feeling that the Negro is fulfilling one of his greatest 
obligations and responsibilities when he fights for those rights. 
This is a responsibility to America and to a free nation, a democracy 
MR. TRILLIN: If I can disagree with one or two of the things that 
have been said, I agree that what Mayor Dilworth said is an over- 
statement and also, as you say, it can apply to anybody, it can 
apply to whites as well. What makes it sound so extreme, what 

makes this reaction that you talked of first seem so obvious now 

is that I don't think we've talked about these things in realistic 
terms before. Often people in the North go to a Negro slum and 
expect to find =- well, Ruby Davis or Ozzie Davis or Ruby Lee keeping 
a spotlessly clean apartment in the fact of these terrible odds 

and sure there are some people like that. But at the same time, if 
you think of these people as real people who are involved in this 
thing I don’t agree that, number one, that they just happen to be 
Negro poor as well as white poor. There's a reason. They can't 

get ahead as fast as a white neighborhood can. There's no doubt 
about it. There are things holding them back. They face discrimina- 


tion that white poor people don’t face. Now I don't think we can 
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talk of it in idealistic terms, as if it just happens that they're 
black. 

And also I disagree with Mr. Farmer - or I don’t disagree but 
I think it’s unfortunate that we speak of them as feeling sorry for 
America. I don’t think a man who is constantly discriminated 
against, who can’t find a good apartment, who can’t go to the movies 
or hail a cab or do anything, has thoughts like that. I think that 
we have to think of these as realistic human beings who are - I 
think every time a man gets discriminated against by a taxi driver, 
he doesn't say "I'm sorry for America." He gets madder and probably 
causes a little bit more of the despair we’re talking about. 

I'm not disagreeing that it's true that we should feel sorry 
for America. I'm merely saying that individual people in a slum 
don't think that way. Or I don't think they do. 

MIXED VOICES: 

MR. LYFORD: I would like to say this just for a second = Dilworth's 
statement was overstated. There's no question about that. 

MR. TRILLIN: Right. I agree with you. 

MR. LYFORD: But there’s one thing that I think that we should get 
out of that statement if we can and that is that last year in 1963 
there was a Negro revolution. And I'm very glad that the Negroes 
revolted finally. JI think that was their obligation to revolt; it's 
too bad it took so long. So they were fulfilling their right to 
themselves and to America to do that. But all revolutions have two 
sides, as we know, just as all wars have two sides and everything 
else has two sides. The revolution has to be won, namely, all the 


rights have to be gathered. After the revolution people have to 
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consider, Then what? Just suppose that somebody right now, right 
now, every right was possibly won that could be possibly won. Then 
we would know that everybody would really have to pitch in and do 

all the things that have to be done to make up for the abuse and the 
neglect and the lack of educational opportunities and training and 
jobs and everything else and the discrimination that has taken place. 
Now preparations for that have to go on aiongside the fight that 
you're carrying on, for example, right now throughout the United 
States. This has to be going on simultaneously. 

Just, for example, in our own American Revolution in 1776 we 
had to win the fight that came first. We also had to have people 
prepared to carry on and operate a government. And this is what I 
think that Dilworth meant to say even though he overstated it. Il 
think that there are many, many groups who have obligations in this. 
It’s not just a Negro obligation, you know, but it is a minority 
group obligation, and it's a white obligation to see that this does 
happen. 
MIXED VOICES: 


MRS. MARSHALL: I'd like to talk about this thing of the revolution. 


You seem to put it as if the revooution has already been accomplished. 


MR. LYFORD: No, it’s still going on. The revolution will take -- 


MIXED VOICES: 


MRS. MARSHALL: It has really just started. 


MIXED VOICES: 


MR. LYFORD: I don't think any revolution has started and I think 


that one of the difficulties that we face today when we talk about 


the Negro becoming a part of a free society, is first of all, we do 
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not have essentially a free society today. The efforts that are 
being made in many cases on behalf of the Negro are efforts that 
are being carried on within very severely restricted areas. We are 
playing a game according to many of the old rules. And I think we 
have to break open this society completely if we are really going 

to achieve what I -. 

MIXED VOICES: 

MR. GOLDMAN: Mr. Lyford, if you will pardon me. I have to watch 
the time here =- let's get this down to cases. Let's talk about some 
of the specific areas like education, for example. There are those 
who argue that in the Negro demands in the educational field the 
Negro is not assuming his obligations and responsibilities to the 
total society. Now I take it, Mr. Lyford, you are one of those 


people, if I read right the 1963 New York Times story in which you 


say that the whole Negro drive to correct what is called racial 
imbalance is hurting the total school system. Am I understanding 
you correctly? 

MR. LYFORD: My feeling is that the. obsession with the question of 
percentages in a city like New York has diverted the attention of 
people from the real need of the Negro child in this city. And it 
also runs counter according to every poll, every single interview 
I've ever had, and it runs counter to what we know about the failure 
of open enrollment and pretransfer. It runs counter to the wishes, 
the very top wishes of the parents in the Negro community themselves. 
They are -- 

MIXED VOICES: 


MR. GOLDMAN: There are two separate points here. 
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MR. FARMER: There are so many things that have been said that I 
wanted to comment on. Suppose I comment first on this and then on == 
MIXED VOICES 
MR. FARMER: I do think that the average Negro does in a sense feel 
sorry for America. He doesn't always articulate it and put it in 
those words. But if you stand on a street corner in Harlem, I think 
you will see that idea expressed. America's doing wrong. How it 
is now living up to its promise? Or look at Medgar Ever'’s widow 
who spoke at a mass meeting in Jackson the night after Medgar was 
killed. While she was speaking she said, I want you to see to it 
that my husband did not die in vain. Then that audience stood up 
and sang “My Country ‘tis of thee, sweet land of liberty." This was 
spontaneous and unrehearsed, 

I'd like to disagree with Mr. Lyford, as I disagreed with him 


at the time that article appeared in the New York Times. I think 


that it’s asking too much to ask that the leadership of any group 
of people should comply with what is the total wishes of that group 
of people. In other words, we are not interested in a public opinion 
poll. You see if you ask that leadership lead, then leadership must 
define the problem and most point the direction. The average Negro 
like the average one of any other group of people who is persecuted 
or discriminated against, feels hurt. There is, to use that old 
analogy I used a moment ago, a heel on his toe. And he wants it 
off. Now he is not in a position adequately to define that heel or 
to determine how best to get it off. What he wants is to see that 
his child gets a good education. He doesn’t know how that can best 


be achieved. I see it as one of the functions of leadership to try 
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to point out to him how that child can have a good education. And 
it’s our feeling in the civil rights movement pretty generally that 
the child, the Negro child, cannot receive a good amd adequate and 
equal education under segregation. 

Now we drew up a program for the schools in New York City which 
we submitted to the Board of Education and it involved not only 
integration of the schools but also quality education. We're asking 
that the classes be reduced in size, down to approximately 15. And 
this of course would have to be over a period of time. We asked 
that there be an improvement in teachers and an improvement in the 
quality as well as the number of teachers and an improvement in 
counselling, vocational and academic counselling. 

MR. GOLDMAN: I think, Mr. Farmer, if I understand Mr. Lyford'’s 
charge correctly, it is that that drive will hurt the quality of the 
schools in which the Negroes themselves are. Do I understand it 
correctly? 

MR. LYFORD: I think it is an unrealistic objective for various 
reasons which I won't try to describe here. But where I would like 
to engage with Mr. Farmer on this, is that I feel that the Negro 
parent - and I can't generalize - that the Negro parent witha child 
has a very good idea of what that child needs basically in an educa- 
tion. And when I talk to them, I find that they talk about class 
sizes. They talk about the kind of school their child is in. They 
talk about what their child thinks about his teacher and whether 
that teacher has any real interest in that child or whether the 
teacher brushes the child aside. Now these are not people who are 


highly educated in a formal sense and yet they know, perhaps through 
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instinct as well as contact with their schools, that this is what 


they need. 
MIXED VOICES: 


MR. LYFORD: They do not want to lose that child in another commun-

ity far away from where that school is. 


parent getting up in the morning and walking with that child to a 
neighborhood school, seeing the teacher, being able to control that 


child's movements after it leaves school, am have that child pare 


ticipate in a community, in community activities - this is important. 
MR. GOLDMAN: Mr. Lyford, are you saying = excuse me, just to make 
this clear - that the Negro that you know on the west side of New 
York City, most of them, do not approve of the transfer plans for 
integrated schools? 

MIXED VOICES: 

MR. LYFORD: I think the failure of the Negro parents in this city 
to take advantage - they have the right to send their children to 
schools outside of their district, to predominantly white schools - 
their failure to take advantage of both the open enrollment and 

free transfer indicate that. 

MRS. MARSHALL: Mr. Lyford, when you talk about failure, you exclude 
some of the things that I was trying to touch on before when I 
talked about what poverty has done to the whole spirit of a people. 
And also I*d like to get to this thing of how the Negro parents 

that you had met define education, having better teachers, smaller 
classrooms, etc. But part of what they mean by better education is 
also the whole kind of social process that will go on in a school 


that is truly integrated. If you take a Negro child, just as if 
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you take a white child, and have them attend only a school where 
they are only with white or Negro children, you do not begin to 
give that child a broader experience, an experience of living and 
working and meeting and playing and fighting -- 
MR. LYFORD: I completely agree -- 
MIXED VOICES: 
MRS. MARSHALL: And this is important because to me this is educa- 
tion. It's not only what you call “book learning” but it is how 
you get along with other people, the whole wide range of people. 
MR. LYFORD: I agree. 
MR. WINGATE: Let me add here, I fully concur that the crying need 
of the Negro and the immediate need of the Negro is quality educa- 
tion. And I do hold to the position that the Negro parent, when he 
urges his child to go outside the neighborhood, is not seeking to 
sit next to a white child. He's seeking better schooling which is 
not in a ghetto. 

I would like to place it this way: If there are ten elements 
to a good education, integration or sitting next to a white child 
is just one. We have an immediate need to get the other nine. And 
I think the thing that we’re faced with now, I think that what we 
are faced with - and I suspect that this is what Mr. Lyford said he 
didn’t want to go into - is that there has been a vicious resistance 
by whites. Practicality suggests to some that this immediate need 
of the Negro child will not be satisfied because of this resistance. 
There will not be any wholesale integration. And as a practical 
matter, I think Mr. Lyford suggests that we take the other nine 


now because the Negro child, with 40,000 jobs being taken away a 


me, ae 


week by automation in the areas of skilled and unskilled - he must 


be immediately educated. And we cannot wait for the social ideal. 


However, it is a blight on America if we are to conclude that 


America is not now prepared to have integrated education. 


But I would say this: I do think that the Negro leaders should 


give more attention to the possible failure of the whites, the fail- 


ure of their being prepared to live up to the ideals of integrated 


education. We have a need and it must be satisfied for our children 
immediately. And of course what it will mean to accept Mr. Lyford's 
position will be that we are compromising for scmething less than 
full fledged, first class citizenship. But the question is, and I 
think it’s an American dilemma, the American problem, as to whether 
that must bee Hesitatingly I will take that position. I will take 


the position if reality dictates to me that the whites, which repre- 


sent about 90%, are not prepared for the black child in the ghetto 
to really have immediate intergration, then I will say let's have 
the superior school in the black ghetto. That is not the ideal. 
MRS. MARSHALL: I don't really think -- 

MIXED VOICES: 

MR. FARMER: You know I'm really concerned about the argument that 
the fight for desegregated schools may be off on the wrong foot or 
the wrong tact because the majority of Negro parents may not be 


primarily concerned about it. Mr. Lyford, the Supreme Court did not 


say that we must take a public opinion poll to find out whether the 
majority of Negro parents want integrated schools and then follow 
their wishes. The Supreme Court said, “We conclude that in the 


field of public education the doctrine of separate but equal has no 
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Place." And this it seems to me is leadership. And I think that 
the Supreme Court was speaking not only to the South but to the 
North. I think it is just as true in the North that you cannot 
have quality education in the Negro ghettos. You cannot have equal 
education as long as you have segregated schools. 

MR. GOLDMAN: Mr. Farmer, as I understand Mr. Lyford‘’s point, he 
was saying two things. One, the thing that you're discussing which 
really seems to be the least important since it simply is his opin- 
ion which a lot of other people wouldn't agree with. But then there 
is another point which you dropped orally but wrich is in this 
article that created all the stir, namely, that no matter who wants 
it or doesn’t want it, that the transfer of pupils plan is actually 
going to hurt the schools in which the Negroes will end up. dHe 
says: “Several of the schools in your area have excellent educa- 
tional programs, good staffs and able principals. Reshuffling 
school populations to achieve racial balances would introduce a 
further element of instability, demoralizing the teaching and ad- 
ministrative staffs and upsetting the special programs in these 
schools." 

MR. FARMER: Well I don‘t see that it need to do that at all. l 
think -- 

MIXED VOICES: 

MR. LYFORD: If it does, it shouldn't be done. And I think a lot of 
people would agree with that. In other words, -- 

MR. FARMER: I put it a different way -- 

MR.LYFORD: It's just a matter of priority, really. 

MR. FARMER: I would say that if you do it, you should introduce 
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sufficient safeguards to see that that does not happen. 


MR. LYFORD: Mr. Farmer, I want to make this clear again. I know 


this is a difficult point to get out. I favor every possible way 
in which we can integrate our school populations in terms of ethnic 
distributions and everything else until such proposals, as I think 


proposals that are being advanced now in New York in many cases do, 


begin to interfere with that child’s educational program. 

Now I mentioned one thing, the nearness of the parent to the 
teacher in the neighborhood schools. I also mentioned the fact 
that a school is a nucleus of a community; in scme communities it's 
the only hope of the community. And if you denaturalize that school 
in terms of making it something that has no relationship to 4 come 
munity, you are going also to let the community off the hook in 
doing the job it’s supposed to do for that school. 

And another thing, if we really want to break this educational 
thing open, we have two problems. We have the problem of the Con- 
stitutional right of the Negro to attend any school in the public 
system without regard to race. This has been breached in the South 
but we still have the problem of Negro children all over the South, 
practically all Negro children all over the South, and most Negro 
children in Northern cities, who no matter what you do in terms of 
bussing and token integration in schools are still being driven 
further and further down to the bottom of our society because nothing 
really has changed about the kind of education they're getting. 
MIXED VOICES: 

MR. McFADDEN: I agree that there is no such thing as separate but 


equal schools. I think that's the clearest thing about the Supreme 


Court decision, certainly the truest thing. 
On the other hand, if this ideal goal can't be reached now, 
I think all Mr. Lyford«maintains is that we ought to go about it 
as a matter of priority. In other words, Negro children should be 
able to go to school, as white children, not merely because they 
have a right to do so but also because if they don't, they'll be 
way behind when they get out. And that's why I say it has to be. 
We have to have some educational considerations as well as Consti- 
tutional considerations. 
MIXED VOICES: 
MR. FARMER: I*m interested in the argument about the neighborhoods 
and the community activity. Most of the school zones have no innate 
relationship to a neighborhood concept. In many cases, you know, 
there's been gerrymandering of the school districts so as to coin- 
cide with what certain persons believe should be a neighborhood. 
Cannot we create new neighborhoods? They*’d be more beneficial to 
the nation and the society as a whole by rezoning, redistricting 
the school zones in many cases, so you'll have interracial neigh- 
borhoods by using the Princeton Plan, so that Negroes and whites 
will go to school together. 
MR. LYFORD: Mr. Farmer, I think everybody would agree, all civil 
rights groups as well as the school veople would agree, everything 
has been done in this city largely to rezone according to eliminate 
this gerrymandering. And as a member of a local school board, I 
can tell you that the school in a district has very much of a 
neighborhood character. I think the city-wide committee is quite 


frank in saying it’s not that it isn’t a neighborhood situation, 


it’s that they don't want the neighborhood. situation. 

MR. FARMER: Which comes first? The hen or the egg? The school -- 
MIXED VOICES: 

MR. LYFORD: We have after school centers. We have parent-teachers 
associations. We have after school reading programs in these places. 
We have --~ 

MIXED VOICES: 

MR. LYFORD: Many things for the children. The settlement houses 

in the area use the schools and do other things for the children 

in these areas. I'm not talking about Harlem because I -- 

MR. TRILLIN: I'd like to say this: Our very discussion at this 
particular point emphasizes something Mr. Wingate brought up, you 
know. There are many, many things that have to be done. And we get 
off on this one tact, you know, integrating schools backwards and 
forwards - I'm for complete integretion of schools and I think 
everybody on this panel is -- 

MIXED VOICES: 

MR. TRILLIN: But you'll always get stuck on this and the discussion 
in New York City now for months has been this. What it really should 
be is on all 10 points, you know. And we should have -- 

MR. FARMER: Ours is on 13. 

MR. TRILLIN: Well yours is on 13. But anyway the discussion always 
comes in the public mind, you know, to this. And this alienates 

the overwhelming majority of the New York City public community 

that would go for specific programs to upgrade and assist our min- 


ority group citizens in New York and in all such other states 


throughout the United States -- just our own program here comes down 


to just one point, as important as that is. 
MR. GOLDMAN: Mrs. Marshall wants to comment, then I want to get 
this over into jobs if I may. 

MRS. MARSHALL: I would just like to say that I don't think that 

one has to operate to the exclusion of the other, that you can at 
the same time you're pushing for a truly integrated school system 
you can also be pushing and working toward quality education. If 
you go ahead and try to bring about a meaningful integration it 

will never be 100% in New York because the composition of the city 
itself shows you that it cannot be done. Here you have a city where 
a majority of your children attending schools are either Negro or 
Puerto Rican. So you're never going to get complete integration. 

But you can get a more meaningful and just kind of integration than 


you have nowe This does not say that at the same time you cannot 


also be improving the whole educational system, that you’re not 
geared for the kind of quality education -- 
| MR. WINGATE: The thing that makes me so much concerned about ine 


tegration as a panacea is the fact that the black man has been ringed 


| into the ghetto. The whites have left in order not to be next to 
him. Now we are merely asking that our children not be subjected 

to this ghetto school. And in order to do this we must have the 
white man send his kid back into our neighborhood. Now the white 
man who left himself - I cannot have great hope that he will not 

go all out not to send his child back. While I back my leaders 100% 
because they‘re asking for the - it's a very rightful demand - the 
immediate integration I must ask myself as a father, what happens 


if this total integration does not come about when the black child

MR. GOLDMAN: Mr. Wingate, along that line I can't let us leave the

MR. GOLDMAN: I mean in terms of our subject today -- 

MIXED VOICES: 

MR. WINGATE: If I may say as a lawyer I am in total disagreement 
with the decision and I firmly do not believe that that decision 
will hold upe It does not square with a previous law on this sub-e 
ject. 
MR. GOLDMAN: Apart from the legality -- 


MR. FARMER: May I comment on that, please? 


MR. GOLDMAN: Yes, please. 
MR. FARMER: I think that that decision adheres to the old dogma 


of color blindness in society, that it’s somehow wrong to mention 


race. It's somehow wrong to make race a criteria for anything. 


Now this springs from the days not too many years ago when race was 
used as a criteria to create segregation. Now, however, in order 

to overcome or repair the damage that has been done it is necessary 
to use race in employment, in schools, in housing, in order to break 


down segregation that has been created. And I think -- 


MIXED VOICES: 


MRS. MARSHALL: I would just like to -.« 


MIXED VOICES: 
MRS. MARSHALL: Make one very small point which has to do - which 
talks to this question on the whole moral grounds. Ina very real 
sense the white child who is kept out of these schools in the Har- 
lems, of the schools in the Negro areas, is just as deprived as the 
Negro child. You see there is a kind of smugness and complacenty 

on the part of the white population that this is not touching and 
hurting them. But that white child who is never in his whole school 
career exposed, learns how to live with the Negro child is also 
deprived. 

MR. GOLDMAN: Of course they're talking about their rights. They 

say that they have a right to choose. 

MRS. MARSHALL: Yes. I know. I'm not talking in terms of that -- 
MIXED VOICES: 

MR. GOLDMAN: Excuse me, we've got to get on to jobs if we're ever 
going to get there. Excuse me, Mr. Lyford. Let's get into the job 
field and let's start with the basic kind of thing that’s said: 

That the Negro is not assuming his obligation and responsibility 

to the total society when he demands preferential hiring. Now let 
me read two typical sentences from George Meany, the head of AFL-CIO. 
He says he understands the feelings that lead to it but “as a trade 
unionist I cannot accept it. Preference to Negroes, any preference, 
would throw into the street white workers who are in no way re- 
sponsible for the previous discrimination against Negroes.” Mr. 
Meany goes on and says the Negroes are not assuming their obliga- 
tion to the total society -- 

MR. TRILLIN: I think Mr. Meany should have said something else, you 
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know. It's the AFL-CIO"s obligation to say something else when they 
have had unions until very recently - and even some today - that 

have not given the Negro an opportunity even to participate in their 
unions. The first thing you should address yourself to is what you 
can do yourself to create a situation of equal job opportunities for 
Negroes. Let's forget about preferential treatment. But we certainly 
do know this: That without using the word “preferential” hiring 

what we do need is a program of constructive assistance to our min- 
ority groups so that they can participate fully with the rest of us 
in developing America. We need all sorts of preferential treatment 
in providing training, education, assistance in counseling, assist- 
ance in all these other things that are necessary so the Negro can 
compete on an equal footing with the white. 

MR. WINGATE: I wonder if you realize - let me say something to you — 
MR. GOLDMAN: On that point, you recall the remarks of Judge Thur- 
good Marshall; He said precisely on this point that what the Negro 
is doing is complaining about the situation which he has not pre- 


pared himself fore “We can complain, we should complain, we shall 


complain, but we must first take the responsibility ourselves. And 


before we complain about the lack of job opportunities we should 
see how many doors we have knocked on and whether ew are really pre- 
pared for them.” 
MIXED VOICES: 
MR. WINGATE: That's what we’re doing. 


MRS. MARSHALL: Also this is to say that the Negro in some sort of 


magical way can be prepared for these jobs. What has happened over 


generations is that an entire system has conspired to keep the Negro 
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in his situation so that he cannot, he is not eligible for the jobs. 
If you take a child and allow him only to go to school in a Harlen, 
you allow him only to grow up in a slum area, then you say to that 
child, Now, go out and try to find a job, a decent job. The whole 
society has brought about this kind of depressed situation for the 
Negro. 

MR. McFADDEN: I think that what Mr. Farmer says is very important. 
The Negro really has so many barriers specifically because of race 
and then all of a sudden people say, All that’s off and we're 
idealistically color blind. This is one of the real problems, a 
problem of well-meaning people very often too. These are the kind 
of people who say, We're not going to go out and look for a Negro 
for our firm because that wouldn't be fair, that would be condescend- 
ing or it wouldn't be a truly liberal attitude or something like 
that. At the same time watching a cycle by which the Negro would 
never even apply <= 

MR. GOLDMAN: Of course Mr. Meany said it's unfair to -- 

MIXED VOICES: 

MR. WINGATE: Let me say this: I think we must look at this whole 
thing in relationship to the total Negro problem. It’s not a ques- 
tion of an individual Negro as against an individual white person. 
We must recognize that throughout America the Negro lives ina 
ghetto which means the same principles apply to this ghetto that 
apply to a different nation. There is support that must be carried 


to that ghetto, there are houses, there are playgrounds, there are 


churches that must be supported. Now I submit to you that when a 


Negro over a@ period of 300 years has been denied equality of employ- 
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ment, favoring one group as against him, that has affected his whole 
group. 

For anyone who says today that they want to remedy that situa- 
tion or alter this great gross inequity, so the end is justice, it's 
inescapable that there must be some preference given to Negroes. 

Now preferential treatment is something that is taken completely 
out of context. It has meant that we revise our civil service 
laws; it means that if a Negro is unprepared but we‘re going to put 
him in. I say No. I say we look to the area where there are thou- 
sands and thousands of Negroes in our country today who are now 
prepared to move through the doors and move up after they get in 
the doors. That should be the first area of concentration. And 


there should be favoritism given to those particular types of Ne- 


eroes to affect the unfavorable attitude given to them over the 


years. No one can remedy the situation against the Negroes as a 
group without affecting this unfavorable situation that you've 
placed on us for 30 years. 

MRS. MARSHALL: Because there has been a preferential system going 
on -- 

MIXED VOICES: 

MR. FARMER: I think Mr. Wingate would agree that Mr. Meany was 
wrong when he said it would mean white people would be thrown out 


into the streets if we give preferential treatment to Negroes. 


We’re certainly not asking that any white workers be fired so the 
Negroes may have their jobs. We‘re just asking, as Mr. McFadden 
indicated, that there be special training, special preparation for 


Negroes to overcome the disabilities of the past. And that when a 
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Negro and a white person with substantially equal qualifications 
apply for a job in a company which has historically discriminated 
against Negroes that company then has a responsibility - if we want 
to talk about responsibilities - to overcome the discrimination of 
the past 100 years by giving the job to the qualified, not unquali- 
fied, qualified Negro. 

MR. LYFORD: There's another problem here too. I wish we could 
have more concentration, not just by civil rights leaders but by 
everybody who's interested in this problem, on r:ot merely the jobs 
in terms of moving into unions, construction unions or industriel 
unions, because as Mr. Wingate said these jobs are disappearing. 
And it seems to me we have tremendous shortages and there are going 
to be growing shortages in this country, in education, in social 
service, in government, in mpdicine, in the higher professions. I 
think that some thinking has got to be developed in order to make 
it possible to give children motivation, Negro children in our 
cities, to go through the school track and to go absolutely as far 
as they can in the educational process toward these goals, not off 
into a dying part of our economy in a sense. This means scholar- 
ships, it means people who will counsel these children. And the 
children already, there are many, many teenage Negro children in 
this city, as you certainly know, Mr. Farmer and Mr. Wingate, who 
when you talk to them about what they want to do, they don’t want 


to become a bricklayer. They don’t want to become an automobile 


worker. They want to become teachers; they want to become nurses; 


they want to become social service workers. And this is where the 


area of need is expanding and yet we’re not doing anything -- 
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MIXED VOICES: 
MR. McFADDEN: On this question of preferential treatment, one of 
the things I think we all should realize is that we never stop to 
realize the aid and assistance we give, we give as whites, give our 
own children to get them started in the businesses where we work or 
we own or we control. The number of sons and daughters who have 
succeeded their fathers in the same business establishment, the same 
drug store, the same law firm, the same doctor's office, and all 
* that, you know. The Negro who is not in these particular positions 
in the beginning can’t bring his son into this particular -- 
MIXED VOICES: 
MRe GOLDMAN: I notice that some of our group here are tending to 
answer these points as if I am making the points. I'm simply doing 
my duty of bringing up the kind of criticism that’s made. 
MIXED VOICES: 
MRS. MARSHALL: I just wanted to say that what defeats so many ef- 
forts to really get moving on this whole need for a truly integrated 
society is a sort of very blithely attached label, to define things 


in terms of a single word that frightens every one. You say “pref- 


: ’ 
erential” and you immediately envision a Negro taking a white man's 


job. This is in a way so condensed a thing that you don’t see it 


in its larger meaning. “Preferential” is a bad word. It should 


not really be used. What we are saying here is that the whole 


system of discrimination which runs up and down the line is some- 
thing which has been institutionalized in our country, institution- 
alized in the sense that the Negro is the last to be hired, the 


first to be fired. He is the one who is given the meanest, the 
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dirtiest jobs. This is what I mean by “institutionalized.” And 
until we realize this, black and white, that this sort of thing has 
got to be gotten rid of, then we are truly lost because you see 
white America can not afford to sit back and say, Well, look, it's 
up to them. They have the obligation now not to whine, not to come 
plain. But the obligation is not on the part of the Negro any more. 
It’s on the part of the white American, because in order to save 
this country, in order to salvage it, because it’s going down fast, 
the white has to realize that it's for his own salvation that this 
cerrible crime against a people be remedied. 
MR. FARMER: Do you have another 30 seconds, Mr. -- 
MR. GOLDMAN: Yes. 
MIXED VOICES: 
MR. WINGATE: On the quota system let me add that too. There's an- 
other phrase thrown out to scare people. But what the Negro’s 
really saying is that there has been a quota system against me since 
America began, an unstated and indefined quota, and I ask you now 
to give me an objective standard, rather than the subjective standard | 
which you have utilized and discriminated against me, give me an 
objective standard by which you will stop your quota systems. 
MR. GOLDMAN Mr. Farmer -- 
MR. WINGATE: Now if you can find an objective standard by which the 
Negro can enter the fields of employment, then I'll say forget about 
the quota. 

But I’m not concerned with the description. Give me an objec- 
tive standard because you have utilized the subjective standard to 


create a quota against me. 
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MR. FARMER: Another such word which Mrs. Marshall was speaking of 
is in our very topic for discussion - “obligations” or “responsibil- 
ities." Many people who speak of obligations or responsibilities 
say, Yes, rights of course rights, but what about your responsibili- 
ties? As though the rights are somehow contingent upon responsibil- 
ities. When the Founding Fathers of this country said “All men have 
certain inalienable rights," they didn't say they have certain 
inalienable rights if they live up to certain responsibilities which 
we establish for them. These rights are inalienable. Of course we 
have the responsibilities but the rights do not depend upon fulfill- 
ing those responsibilities. We will learn to accept responsibilities 
when we have more of the rights so that we are part of American 
society. 
MIXED VOICES: 
MR. LYFORD: And about the white man, the member of the United 
States Senate who can sit in a body like that today and act as if 
there was nothing going on in this country involving this problem. 
And I don’t hear white people very often asking themselves about 
this. 
MR. FARMER: Not to be a partisan but there’ll be some of the Con- 
gressmen and Senators going home shortly to talk about Abraham 
Lincoln and having their Lincoln Day speeches. And if that civil 
rights bill is still bottled up in the Rules Committee while they 
talk about Abraham Lincoln and the party of Lincoln, and they have 
not put their signature on a discharge petition to bring it out -- 
_ MIXED VOICES: 


MR. GOLDMAN: I have a five-minute signal here. We've got to say a 
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little bit about this. You all, I’m sure, know the famous or no- 


torious article of John Fischer in Harper's in the last year. 


Getting off the specific subjects of jobs and schools and so forth, 
Mr. Fischer says that the Negro has not assumed his responsibilities 
and obligations in general. To make it very brief he says, In the 
field of crime, in the field of neighborhood deterioration, in the 
field of civic apathy, in the field of moral irresponsibility, the 
white man has real things to worry about. He says that the kind 

of argument that Mrs. Marshall was doing, namely, that there is a 
reason for this, is perfectly true. He understands that there's a 
reason in the background. But the fact remains that these are the 
facts, therefore, the white man is worried. Unless the Negro moves 
in those areas himself, he’s not going to win his battle. 

MR.- McFADDEN: May I say the answer to that? All we have to do is 
see that the Negro gets a decent job. If we see that the Negro 

gets a decent job it means he has to have the actual basic education 
and the training to get the job. If he gets a decent job, he will 
buy the same clothes we buy, he'll send his kids to as good schools 
as we can afford ourselves, he'll do everything that the white conm- 
munity looks up to as an American ideal image. All we have to do 

is take the Negro, the majority of the Negroes in this country, you 
know, out of the poverty class, give them a decent job, and then we 


don't have to worry about crime in the neighborhood, neighborhood 


deterioration and civic apathy or moral responsibility because actu- 


ally there's no more crime in the Negro neighborhood than there was 
in the Irish slums or the Jewish slums or whatever it was at the 


turn of the century. Il say if we give the Negro -- 


ae se 
MIXED VOICES: 

MR. LYFORD: But you overlook the fact that there is also, and this 
is a very nasty thing to consider, but it's a political reality, 
that there are not only whites in this country who have a vested 
interest in racial segregation, but there are also certain types of 
Negro = I won't call them leaders because they aren't the leaders - 
but there are Negroes who have a vested interest in keeping Harlem 
the way it is. And I think that this is one very serious problem. 

I think that if the Negro is going to break out of Harlem he's going 
to have to fight some people in his own community who have an inter- 
est in seeing that Harlem stays the way it is. 

MR. FARMER: There's a lot of truth in that but I think it ought to 
be pointed out, Mr. Lyford, that we realize that Harlem's going to 
be around for a long time, and a hundred other Harlems, which is why 
our fight on the housing front has two angles. First, we fight for 
open occupancy so that the Negro who wants to move out to the sub- 
urbs or some other areas of the city can do that. But we know that 
most will not do ite For many reasons. This is home, their friends 
live there, they've lieved there for a long time or maybe they just 
don't have the capital to uproot themselves and move out. So we've 
got to fight also to clean up Harlem. This is what I think Thurgoood 


Marshall was talking about. We've got to fight to clean up Harlem 


too. 


MR. GOLDMAN: He said don't run away from Harlem. 


MR. FARMER: This is the reason for the rent strikes. We want to 


make Harlem such a place that all Americans would like to move there 


and live. 
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MR. WINGATE: Let me point out too that the plight of the black man 
in Harlem is an inescapable result of the system; the subjugation 
of the Negro by the 90% whites. The condition that you find in 
Harlem is inescapable. The Negro leader who reports the condition 
in dramatic tones is called a demagogue. There is no other way to 
awaken the spirit of this man other than by dramatic reporting. 

And if that is a demagogue and I think that the Negro leader is often 
called a demagogue, then we need demagogues. 

MR. FARMER: You know the real definition of a demagogue? Demagogue 
is someone who says something itprcefully with which I'm not agreeing. 
MR. GOLDMAN: Mr. Trillin, we have one minute to go. Mr. Fischer 
says the Negro leadership itself, and Mr. Lyford was getting to this 
in the program, is not really recognizing the necessity of responsi- 
bilities and obligations as well as rights. All he talks about is 
rights. 

MR. TRILLIN: Yes, in the first place it depends on who you mean by 
the leadership. 

MIXED VOICES: 

MR. TRILLIN: I think -~ 

MIXED VOICES: 

MR. TRILLIN: I don't think you can talk of the two usually exclu- 
sive areas. It's fairer to ask how much of an effort is being made 
say in programs like Mr. Wingate‘'s, or say, in the rent strike which 
is basically really an effort to upgrade a neighborhood. I think 
it’s at least fair to talk about these things and ask -- 

MR. GOLDMAN: I'm sorry, awfully sorry I've just got to cut off in 


the middle of your point. We are out of time.

There are 
growing whispers that the stall-in that failed on April 22nd may 
be tried again on Memorial Day weekend, and the Senate debate on 
&@ Civil Rights Bill groans on. What kind of a summer will it 
actually be? How do Negroes plan to win this summer what they 
failed to win last summer? And can they unite on a course? 
Answers and opinions from the National Director of CORE, the 
Congress Of Racial Equality, James Farmer, guest on the WINS

And Jerry Landay, WINS-News. James Farmer was the leader 
and one cf several hundred arrested on the grounds of the 
the New York World's Pair opening day. Outside, the stall- 
in organized by rebel leaders of Farmer's organization was 
fizzling. The veteran CORE leader, James Farmer, won a 
major internal victory and several days later was present- 
ing the demands of the New York community to the Mayor and 
Police Commissioner Murphy, and warning of more impressive 
demonstrations than ever starting in May if Negro demands 
are not met. That's some of the background. Now the ques- 
tions. First from Stan Brooks: 


Just about a year ago after much turmoil and much City Hall 
meetings, you reported dramatic developments after a meeting 
with Mayor Wagner, and you considered this a good harbinger 
for the Negro struggle for equal rights. You saw Wagner 
just about a week ago. You reported you got down to brass 
tacks. You had a productive meeting, more productive than 
any previous meetings. Then you promised demonstrations, 

a long, hot summer, and you criticized the Mayor, saying he 
had nine months to settle the problem, saying he had done 
nothing. Is the Mayor on your side, Mr. Farmer, or isn't he? 


Well, I don't think the key issue is whether he is on our 
side. The key issue is why the delays. There have been 
delays, delays, interminable delays and no forthright action, 
and this is the basis of our criticism of the Mayor. As you 
indicate, he was meeting nine months ago with the Building 
Trades officials and hoping that something constructive would 
come out of it. As far as we know, we are precisely where 
we were nine months ago. No action has been taken. 
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SB: Who is to blame? Who is delaying it? Is it the Mayor 
or someone else? 


Well, I think the Mayor has not moved forthrightly enough. 
He has been coentent to have a series of meetings going on 
interminably without cracking down and using the authority 
which we believe he has. That authority is to stop con- 
&truction because if the contracts indicate that there is 
so be ne discrimination in the jobs and this construction 
15 beings built with discrimination existing in the Build- 
ing Tracscs Unions, then the Mayor has a right and a respon- 
sibility to halt construction until discrimination is 
eliminated in the Building Trades. 


and if the Mayor Coesn't do this and the Mayor just talks 
and there is no ection, then he is not on your side. 


Ji?: TS would appear so, to judge from his actions. Now, we're 
1°G golmg to wait much longer. Our people are ready to hit 
tae streets on Building Trades issues, on construction 
issues, and that means picket lines, it means sit-ins, it 
meens stand-ins and it means indeed making a deliberate 
effort to hait construction and to spotlight this issue. 


SB: If the Mayor has the authority to break this deadlock, 
wny don't you put the demonstration at his doorstep? 
Why demonstrate at the buildings, at the Fair, here and 
there, and not at the Mayor's office in City Hall? 


JF: Well, let there be no misunderstanding about it, demon- 
strstions will be at City Hall. Demonstrations will be 
at the Mayor's footstep. 


When can we look forward to these demonstrations? 


We're not setting any date now. But we have some dates 
in mind. We will see how things develop and we will be 
prepared to take our complaints, our protests to the Mayor, 
to the Governor, to everyone else in authority. 


Well, now the Mayor must have indicated he was prepared 
to make some positive specific steps in the construction 
area. You said it was a more productive meeting than any 
yeu ever had because "we got down to brass tacks". What 
brass tacks did you get down to? 


We got down to brass tacks and those brass tacks were 

promises that very shortly we would have something con- 

structive coming out. Our view is that we are not the 

ones that are practicing civil disobedience in our (MORE ) 
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ui?s . demonstrations. It is the Mayor of the City and the Governor 
of the State who are practicing civil disobedience against 
the laws of the City and the State, which say that there is 
to he no construction, there are to be no contracts let 

as long as discrimination in emplcyment exists. 


Now, wy, sir? You have charged the Mayor and the Governor 
with etvil disobedience. Tuat in effect is @ serious charge 
agasnss recoie wae ace at the Asim of majn’ governmental 
boa.es. Wh 7? 


JES Way fre they practicing such civii disobedience? 
SB: Why? 
Ji: I thinic it's a question of political expediency. The 


Buiicing Trades happen to be parti ularly powerful poli- 
tically. ney can throw their weight around. They have 
the support of many other Trede Unions in this battle, and 
I thin'ts it's a question of votes. 


SB: Dic the Meyov indicate to you that he was prepared to make 
&@ ci.oice between sympathy for the Union's ;«sition in this 
thing anc sympathy for the Negro's position? 


JF: No, the Mayor made no such indication at aii. He merely 
askec for a little more time. Well, we are prepared to wait 
& week or two weeks. We are prepared to wait until roughly 
the middle of May and after that action will be taken. 


SB: Did he give you any indication as to what kind of action he 
might himseif take to satisfy your demands in the job area. 


JF: The Mayor is still hopeful. He is still hopeful that by 
conference and negotiation he can get the Building Trades 
Unions to agree to crop their bars of discrimination. We 
have no such conviction that that can happen. We think that 
action is going to have to be taken by the Mayor in terms 
of sanctions; that is, stopping the contracts and the con- 
struction, 


In other words, you're back at your old stand, your annual 
summer deronstration festival is about to begin again. 

You menticned sit-ins, demonstrations, and so on, but isn't 
it going to take more this time with people more aroused, 
more resentment. 


I think that's precisely the point. There will be more 
because there are more people involved in the Civil Rights 
struggle now than there were a year ago. There are more 
people from the streets, more people are unemployed, who are 
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angry about the situation, and want to get involved along 


with vs. 2 can assure you that demonstrations this summer 
Unless there is some solution to the problems betore summer, 
will be considerabsly larger then they were .ast summer’. 


Wil. tney also be more heated? aAnc will theve doe, for 
examisc, tie sort of thing we say ir C'.evelenc recently, 
wos". 4&2 sveam Poller took the life of « wan? 


Wel... presturably the Cleveland incidents was accidental. 
We nave 10 reason for assuming that that was not the case. 
But I'm sure that similar tactics to those we used by 
CORE people in Cleveland will be used in New York if such 
demonstrations become necessary. 


Let me ask you specifically, sir, we saw massive demonstra- 
tions at a number of 6eites here in New Yorx last summer - 
Rochdale, we saw trem at the Downstate Medical Center in 
Brooklyn, to name just a few. We saw them down at City 
Hal, over jobs and other issues, as you indicated, there 
were specific statements by the Mayor and the Governor that 
they had it within their power to cancel contracts involv- 
ing Unions that did not grant membership to Negroes on a 
fair and equitable basis, now, also we saw the appointment 
of & screening committee to get more Negro apprentices on 
the Unions, now, if you didn't win any more jobs for Negroes 
last summer because on the basis of the figures to date, 
possibly less than fifty Negroes now have cards as a result 
of the activities of that screening committee, why will you 
win anything more this summer - just merely on the basis of 
having more people at more construction sites? 


There will be more people. There will be greater depth of 
feeling on the part of those who are demonstrating, and we 
hope also to involve a large number of White workers, un- 
employed White workers, particularly, as allies in the 
struggle. Now, what we hope to avoid is the polarization 
of the ccmmunity on racial lines and we think that this 
summer that will be the new direction, more so than it was 
last summer. 


Through what organizations will you be recruiting White 
workers to join your cause? 


Well, in a number of cities in the north, and especially 
in one city, Chicago, we are putting in a staff this summer 
in a deliberate effort to organize unemployed workers, black 
and white, around the demand for full employment and fair 
employment. Their interests are essentially ours, and we 
are natural allies with them. We think that this will add 
more muscle, more strength, more sinews to the struggle 
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that we are conducting. 
You will do that also here in New York? 


It will be done here in New York as well. I'd like to 

point to another fact. This year our CORE chapters have 
deeper roots in the ghetto communities. We have a number 
of chapters that have developed such roots. The rent strikes 
have been a part of this development, so that we are no 
longer on the fringes of the community working for the in- 
terests of the community, we have the community involved 
with us now. 


| SB: Those CORE chapters that have deep roots in the community, 

| are the CORE chapters in Manhattan and in Brooklyn. I take 
it then you plan to be working with the CORE chapters in 
Brooklyn and Manhattan, and some of the areas where they've 
rebellec. 


JF: Weil, the assumption that you make is not necessarily true. 
I think some of the newer chapters in CORE have deeper roots 
in the community. I would point for example to the new, as 
yet unaffiliated chapter, East River CORE which has developed 
deep roots in the community. There is a chapter out in 
Jamaica, l.ong Island, South Jamaica, which has developed 
rocts in the community. This is a new direction in ail of 
our CORE chapters now. It is not confined to Bronx, Brooklyn 
and New York. We now have twenty chapters in New York City 
and all of them are moving in this direction. 


SB: You talked before about promises from Mayor Wagner. I want 
to get baci: to it for just one moment. You said that he 
was motivated by political expedience and the powerrul 
Unions and their influence on hin, 


JF: I'm sure this is one fact of motivation. 


SB: I take it you don't expect him to fulfill those promises. 
You don't have much faith in them. 


JF: Fulfilling the promises to us? Well, I think he will 
fulfill them if we can build up sufficient pressure so 
that it becomes more politically expedient to put an end 
to discrimination in employment in the building trades 

than it is not to. 


Yes, but you predict in effect that the Mayor will stall 
long enough that you will have to take action this summer, 
demonstrating wherever and whenever is necessary in greater 
intensity than before to get the Mayor to move off dead 
center. 
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I fully expect that that will be necessary. 
Do you think that, you said that you'll greater numbers of 


demonstrations, the White community and the Negro community 
with greater roots in their areas... 


That's right. - 


Don't you think that since the failure of the demonstrations 
last year - the demonstrations got nowhere, don't you think 
it's time for new tactics, new weapons to try to force the 
City and the State to act? 


It's time for a refinement of the old weapons, adding new 
ingredients, and that's precisely what we're trying to do 
now. We have greater depth in the community as I indicated 
and this is a refinement in the type of struggle that we're 
carrying on. I think the old tactics, the old techniques, 
have preved themselves in many, many communities and many 
sections of the country, but as we refine them, as we further 
develop them, they will have greater cnance of success. 


Martin Luther King made a great success out of the economic 
boycott. He boycotted the buses and he won a fight on the 
boycott. What about the boycott here in New York? Why 
haven't you resorted to that? 


They're using the boycott here in New York. There is a boy- 
cott currently on Schaeffer Beer, for example, on the issue 
of employient, that has been effective ana is becoming in- 
creasingiv «ffective. Some months ago we had 4a boycott 
against one of the dairy companies which was effective and 
successiul. We got the jobs which we were seeking there. 
The boycott will certainly be used. How, though, can you 
boycott construction without stopping construction? 


What about vote withholding and other techniques? 


Vote withholding - we are more interested right now in 
getting people to vote, getting them registered and getting 
them to use this political weapon which we have. 


Well, Dr. Eugene Reid of the State NAACP indicated that this 
Fall the tactic of withholding votes from various candidates 
might well be used if certain demands are not met. I won- 

dered if you would agree with Dr. Reid that this is the year 
for the vote as a weapon, withholding the vote, I should say. 


Well, it certainly is the year for the vote. Withhold it 
from one candidate in order to give it to another candidate 
who is more likely to agree with your objectives and the 
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things that you are aiming at; that certainly is a positive 
use of the voting weapon. 


What if you have two candidates and neither of them are 
helping your cause? 


Then we run another candidate. 
You will run your own candidates wherever you feel the... 


It's quite possible, where there is no real, no reliable 
choice, | 


Can you tell us now where you might plan and through what 
party ausovices you might plan to run your own candidate? 


No, no, we won't say that at the present time. Presumably 
there wiil be a choice in most elections. if there is not a 
choi.ce, then we will provide our own choice, either through 
& write-in os. through getting someone on the ballot. 


Are you tsiking, for example, of state legislators? 

Oh, State Legislator might be very possible indeed. 
Congress? 

Congress is conceivable, but hardly probable at the moment. 


What do you mean by looking at the ballot tc see if it 
offers a cx»7.ce? A choice between what anc what? 


A choice .. 
A choice between Republican and Democrat? 


No, I'm not spe of Republican and Democrats, you see 
the Negro voting drive now is moving in the direction of 
what I would term greater opportunism, by which I mean we 
would vote for the individual and his policies other than 
for the party itself. There has not been the choice 
between parties hostorically through out country. We are 
interested then in rewarding our friends and punishing our 
enemies regardless of the party to which they belong. This 
incidentally is the philosophy that the Trade Union has had 
for a long, long time. It's now finding its way into the 
Civil Rights movement. You'll find an increasing number of 
Negroes splitting their vote and picking a candidate from 
one party and another candidate from another party. 
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You're listening to "The WINS-News Conference"; on the 
answering end of questions from the WINS-News Panel 

James Farmer, National Director of the Congress of Racial 
Equality, CORE. 


There was a report in the papers this past week, speaking 
of CORE, that a new plan was in the works for a demonstra- 
tion on May 29th, the first day of the long Memorial Day 
Holiday Weekend, talk of a stall-in. What do you know about 
thas, can you confirm or deny that report? 


Well, I think that the National Congress of Racial Equality 
has made its position clear in opposition to the stall-in 
and that position remains unchanged now. 


You know nothing about this. 
I know ncething about the headline to which you are referring. 


You in CCRE originated sit-ins, lie-ins, freedom rides, 

Mr. Farmer, CORE never let white opinion ox public opinion 
influence its tactics, but you have expressed this opposi- 
tion to the stall-in now. Could you nicad guilty to the 
charge that seu are not militant eroush, that you are getting 
too respectable, that some of the youg new CORE leaders are 
accusing you and Roy Wilkins and Whitney Young of being 

too closely tied to the White power structure? Are there 
going to be other Callanders and other Prunsons all out for 
your job? How are ysu going to keep it? 


No, this 2c 2 fantastic point of view, reality. The CCRE 
members ere net accusing CORE of any such tie-ins or 
alliances. Maybe some of our enemies outside CORE will 

make such allegations. But CORE's militant posture, 
militant position, is quite clear to the American society 

it seems to me - the militancy of the freedom rides, the 
militancy cf the sit-ins, the militancy indeed of our 
demonstrztionus inside the World's Fair, which were specific- 
ally pin-polnted, Our targets were clear, the focus was 
clear, ¢iis was the thing that we insisted upon rather than 
the scattering of shots as the stall-in would have suggested. 


I'm told that one reason for your participation in the 
World's Fair demonstration was to hold up the prestige of 


COR. 


Well, that is nonsense, of course. I planned to participate 
long before any controversy developed. As a matter of fact, 
our chapters from Maryland had written in to the National 
Office a year ago indicating their intention of picketing 
and demonstrating at the Maryland Pavilion. I had given 
them my pledge that I would participate with them. The 
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Florida people six months ago had indicated their interest 
in doing it. So this was in the works long ago. CORE is a 
militant organization. The only question is whether that 
militancy is going to have direction and discipline, and 
in tne National Organization of CORE we insist that militancy 
in order to be effective and in order to achieve its objec- 
tives must have both direction and discipline. 


Frankly, Mr. Farmer, which hurt the Civil Rights cause more 
the threat of a stall-in or the fizzle of a stall-in? 


Oh, well, I would have no comment on that. I don't know. 
We have no way of telling how badly hurt the Civil Rights 
movement has been by either. There has not been sufficient 
time yet. As a matter of fact, some of the people who 
opposed the stall-in, insist it was successful. They say 
it was successful because the highways were empty and thus 
it succeeded, so it depends upon one's orientation, I would 
say. 


Well, let me ask you this. Howwould you interpret the 
failure of the stall-in to materialize? What meaning would 
you put on the failure of the stall-in? 


Well, I have no way of knowing whether it has any signifi- 
cance or any meaning whatsoever. I would much prefer to 
discuss the positive plans and thrust of CORE. Our demon- 
strations inside the World's Fair I believe were successful 
because they had relevance, there was a relevant confronta- 
tion and it was something that people could see. They could 
know precicely why they were picketing the New York Pavilion, 
why they were picketing the Louisiana Pavilion, why they 
were picketing Schaefer Beer Pavilion, because of the issues 
of discvimination which had been pin-pointed, but we saw no 
such relevance and confrontation in the stail-in and perhaps 
that was the reason for its failure, if indeed it did fail. 


The fact that people could see aii. this mar be a two-edge 
sword. There is talk now of a@ White whipissh, the fact that 
all of these demonstrations are coming bac to haunt you, 
that there is a growing resentment, a growing anger ainong the 
White people, many of whom supported CORE and the NAACP and 
the Urban League, have you sensed any, have you gotten any 
direct nctification of any resentment anions the white friends 
of the Civil Rights Movement? 


All the very popular current talk about the White backlash 

it seems to me is greatly exaggerated and overplayed, and 

shows on the part of many people a misunderstanding of social 

change and what's happening. Most people, White or Black, 
(MORE ) 
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were neither on one side firmly nor on the other side 
firmly up until the Civil Rights revolution got started. 

They were in what the sociologists call a continuuwn, 

the oulk of the people being somewhere in the middie, 
Uncomnittes and apathetic, and the small minority being 

at tne coposite poles. Well, what has happened in recent 
months is thst the middle is breaking down and people are 
taking a stand, people who had opinions, but in more avathetic 
form préevicusly are now being vocal and articulate. Those 
who wei'c against us, but were not really concerned are stat- 
ing their opposition now and organizing. Those who were for 
us, but not really concerned, are getting off the fence and 
moving over to our side. Now, I think it ought to be pointed 
out that the counter-revolution is in process. In other 
words, the reactionaries are reorganizing. I would point 
specifically to the PAT in New York, the Parents and Tax- 
payers. I would point to groups out on the West Coast which 
are seeking to defeat the Fair Housing Law. They have not 
gotten it on the ballot for referendum. I would point to the 
defeat of the Fair Housing Law in Seattle, Washington. I 
would point to the emergence and rapid organization of 
National Associations for the advancement of White people 

and White Citizens Councils springing up in the north. Now, 
this does not mean that anybody who has been with us has 
moved over to the other side, it means those people who have 
not committed themselves, but were really opposed to us, are 
now becoming vocal and articulate. 


There's a strong feeling that yourself and your groups are 

to blame for this. You were polarizing the groups by saying 
either you're all with us or all against us. You have to like 
every om? of our means, every one of our methods, every one of 
our taciics, and buy everything we say and suggest whole hog. 


Well, we raven't said that at all. We have said, of course, 
that people should not be reutral and in that sense they 
oughs to b> pelarized, They ought to make up their minds 
where they stand and let it be known, There is no place 
for a fence straddler in a time «of great soctal change. 

One shouid nee try to be neutral. so we trnink that it is 
much better to have those who axe against us svanding up 
ania expressing their hostility end objections, then at least 
we know where they stand. We know who the enemies are. Now, 
nor have we ever said that the person must be with us whole 
hog, as you put it, and must acree with every tactic, every 

strategy and every method. We do not as« ig of that of 
every pexson. Some people may disagree witn certain tactics, 
they ma; not like it when we sit down and * they nay not like 
it when s block the entrance to the New York City Pavilion, 
but at least they should point out that they are in favor 
of Civil Rights and in favor of the objectives which we 


are seeking. 
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TS: Ore of the White whiplash elements you dicn't mention was 
Governor Wallace's strong vote in Wisconsin. Now, what 
effect is this and the other things you mentioned golneg 
to have on the Civil Rights Bill's chances in Washington? 


JF: Now, iet's iscok for just a moment at Governor Wallace's 
allezeciy strong vote in Wisconsin. The thing that sur- 
prises m= about the vote is that it was noo larger, because 
Governor Wallace became in effect the rallying point for 
everyone who was opposed to Governor Reynolds, everyone 
who was opposed to Johnson, for those Republicans who wanted 
to embarrass Governor Reynolds and President Johnson, all 
diffident voices lined up beside the only alternative they 
had which was Wallace. Now, there are, of course, many who 
are anti-Civil Rights in Wisconsin, as in other states, and 
it was expected that they would, of course, vote for Wallace. 
Some have come from the South, some are bigoted because they 
find themselves in competition with Negroes for jobs. There 
are similar groups, sizeable in number, in Indiana and Mary- 
land. I'm sure that Wallace will get a substantial vote in 
those states, but this does not indicate any great change at 
all. 


TS: President Johnson is reported possibly willing to accept some 
changes in the Civil Rights Bill, and this is very likely an 
effect of that. How much softening will you accept in the 
Civil Rights Bill? What are you going to do if it does have 
to come through in softer form? 


JF: Well, we will not accept any softening. We willfight against 
any weakening amendments or provisions in the Civil Rights 
Bill. We think that it's weak enough as it is. It's not 
neariy as strong as we wanted it to be. Now, we think that 
the Fresiicent has a responsibility to fight for a strong 
bill and ~c whip the Senate into lines, and I think he has 
the ability, he has the skill to Go that, and we're going 
to back him up in that effort, bui: we wiil cppose hin in 
any cffort to weaken it. 


How will you oppose him and what wiil you ac? 


We will make our opposition known with massive write-in 
campeigns to the Senators, with cemonstrat*ons in the 
communities throughout the country, oppesing the weaxening 
of the Billi, cemanding cloture, opposing ‘:cse Senators who 
will not ccmrit themselves to vote for cicture, end there is 
a possibility of certain demonstrations in Washington, D.C. 


Will there be another March on Washington like we had last 
August? 
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That is possible. There has«been no decision, and in order 
for there to be a successful mass March on Weshtngton, there 
ha: to 26 coordination and concensus amonz the niajor Civil 
Rijs 2s organizations. At the moment we're in discussion 

On £uc1 ..ssues, but concensus has not yet been arrivec at. 


SB: ‘The F44Cyr and CORE have discussed doing a unitedc action on 
May 2:55. to mark the tenth anniversary of t:he Supreme 
Court's decision to desegregate the schools. 


Yes. 


SB: Would you use that date to take any action that would be 
appropriate, since it's the anniversary? 


JF: Well, the major issue on May 18th and the demonstrations 
that we've planned are on schools, the issue of schools, 
in New York City and New York State. We will be working 
with the NAACP and we hope to have a really massive rally 
or mass meeting at City Hall. We hope to have individual 
schools pulled out on boycott, pin-pointing the issues in 
those schools, which will be on a state-wide basis. 


TS: About how many schools in New York City will be affected 
by this? 


JF: We are not in a position to say at the moment. We are 
still exploring that matter. We were able to pull out at 
least a half dozen as far as I know completely. 


SB: What about meetings to plan this massive demonstration in 
Washingtor on behalf of the Civil Rights Bill? When would 
you get vtozether with the other leaders? 


JF: Well, you say plan it, we have not decided that there is 
going to be a mass march on Washington, a aiplicate of the 
one last August? 


/ 


SB: When will that decision be made? 


Ji: Oh, the decision will be made in the month of May and 
probably in the first half of the month of May. Even if 
we decice not to do it, there will te other demonstrations 
Which CORE will plan. 


SB: Can you irilicate what demonstrations you muy de planning 
for both tn2e Peopublican National Convention in sen Francisco 
on the 12th of July and the Democratic Convent’. on in Atlantic 
City on August 24th? 


(MORE) 
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We can indeed. We can give you some suide lines fheve. 
Tacre will oc challenges from Mississirp: smc mmisians 

Oo the seating of the regularly elected deisgatcs. wetil 
have Negro delegations from Mississippi goins, tu toe Con- 
venticn, demanding that the regular delegates uot be ceased 
on th2 grounds that they were illegally elected through the 
excivsion of Negroes and that they be seated in the piace 
of those regulars. This will be true at both Yonventicns 
from Mississippi and Louisiana and if thev <re turnec dow, 
then they plan to demonstrate. 


How are these delegations being selected, sir? 
Our delegations? 
Yes. Obviously not through regular party mechanism. 


Not through regular, but Negroes in Mississippi and now in 
Louisiana have applied to the regular machinery of the 
parties in their caucuses, sought to get into their pre- 
cincts, their cities, their counties and their state 
caucuses and demand participation, and they have been 
refused, and therefore they have set up their own caucuses 
which are open to everyone in Mississippi, even Senator 
Eastiand would be free to come into our caucuses and 
participate in the election. Our people are elected without 
discrimination. 


Closer to home, getting back to that May 18th, what else 
do you have on tap besides pulling out schools and a demon- 
stration ac City Hall? 


On the May 18th thing? Well CORE is planning some other 
types of demonstrations involving sit-ins 2nd involving 
other marcnes and dramatic tactics which will be announced 
at press converences later on, but we are ict prepared at 
the mowicrn: vo. tell precisely what wiii be done.

MR. SPIVAK: Mr. Farmer, there are some observers who 
say that the Negro revolution is getting alarming momentum 
and that nothing will stop it short of bloodshed. Are you one 
of those? 

MR. FARMER: I certainly would not agree with the adjective 
“alarming” there. I think that momentum for the civil rights 
revolution is a good thing, something to be desired. The more 
we gather, then the greater are our chances of achieving suc- 
cess. I think that we need momentum, we need the thrust, we 
need the drive. : 

MR. SPIVAK: What do you think is the minimum that must 
be — to stop the demonstrations and to take people off the 
streets 

MR. FARMER: I don’t think that anything is going to stop 
the demonstrations until we have achieved full equality in our 
country, until we are first class citizens, until a man is ju 
not upon the basis of the color of his skin but upon his individual 
merit. The passage of the Civil Rights Bill will be a step in that 
direction. But we must understand that this bill, even if passed 
without being watered down, will merely give us a useful tool 
with which to work. It will not solve the problems. The millenium 
will not be here yet. 

MR. SPIVAK: You say the demonstrations will go on until 
the Negro gets full equality. Do you mean full equality or do 
you mean of opportunity? 

MR. FARMER: I mean full equality, equal rights. I mean 
there must be a recognition of the equality of man in our country 
and that whatever rights and whatever privileges any other 
citizen has, this I would ask for myself, and these are the de- 
mands of the Negro revolution. 

MR. SPIVAK: May I take you for a moment to the Civil ts 
Bill. When the Civil Rights Bill was first in , nator 
Humphrey on this program told us that there would be 


compromise. Do you see any danger now that there will be com- 
mise on some of the fundamentals? ty 
MR. FARMER: I think there is a great danger of that, 'I 
look with particular misgivings upon the attempts to modify 
the bill by weakening amendments. A number of these nd- 


ments have been proposed, and I think that if the amen 
are adopted they will cut the heart out of the bill and render it 
meaningless. /

MR. SPIVAK: And what is CORE going to do abou 
advance? 
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MR. FARMER: We of course, have notified all of our chap-

MR. FARMER: Mr. Spivak, I think the word speaks for itself. 
Most of CORE demonstrations are dramatic. What could be more 
dramatic than freedom rides? Than the sit-ins? What could 
be more dramatic than the mass marches which CORE has 
conducted? We believe in demonstrations along those lines which 
capture the imagination of the public and point out clearly the 
issues which we have in mind. 

MR. SPIVAK: Are you going to have a sit-in in the Senate? 


_ MR. FARMER: No, I am not detailing precisely what we have 
in mind, except to say that whatever we do in Washington will 
be disciplined, will be orderly, will be peaceful and non-violent.

The great bulk of the American citizens 
are somewhere in the middle, in a range. What has happened is 
that the issue has been joined, that these people have made 
up their minds or if their minds have been made up previously, 
now they are becoming vocal and articulate. I seriously doubt that 
any significant numbers of Americans have changed their minds 
on civil rights within the past year. | 

MR. LEWIS: That leads me to ask you this, Mr. Farmer. There 
have been a number of incidents recently disturbing to persons 
who believe in equal rights, as you put it. For example, the 
vote in Indiana, as Wisconsin, for Governor Wallace—Gary, In- 
diana, I may say, where there was a strong drive 
against de facto school segregation and where the ia pe rca 
showed what I would call a white backlash—the refusal fon 


ers in New York to work alongside of Negroes and Puerto 
et cetera. 

I am asking you whether you are discouraged at all about the 
possibility of a genuine multi-racial society in this country or 
have you come to feel that there just are very deep racial feel- 
ings too hard to remove? 

MR. FARMER: Of course, there are many deep racial feelin 
but I am not discouraged at all on this issue. I think indeed the 
white backlash, so-called, has been greatly over-played and over- 
estimated. You mentioned the plumbers. This is not new. Plumb- 
ers have been refusing to work with Negroes and Puerto Ricans 
for many, many, years, in New York and in other cities. You 
mention the Wallace vote. Analyze the Wallace vote for a mo- 
ment. Lou Harris in one of his recent polls just before the vote 
in Indiana pointed out that Wallace was going to at least 
28 percent. He pointed out also that two out of t of the 
people who where going to vote for Wallace has said that it had 
nothing to do with the Civil Rights Bill or Wallace’s civil rights 
views. They were voting against the tax policies of the Governor. 
They were voting against his spending policies, or they were 
voting against the national Administration. In addition geome

is Communist influence in the Civil Rights movement, as perhaps 


was inevitable, given the size and significance of the movement. 

What is CORE doing if anything to keep Communists out of 
its own ranks? 

MR. FARMER: Mr. Rusher, the only thing that surprises 
me about the Communist influence or alleged unist influ- 
ence is that the Communists have not made more headway in 
the Negro community. The feeling of most N is that it 
is tough enough in America being black without being black and 
red at the same time, so the Communists have not made much 
headway. 

Of course, they will try to get into any viable, moving move- 
ment such as the Civil Rights movement. They tried to get 
into the labor movement in the early days of the labor movement, 
particularly in the 30’s. But now I think the Civil Rights move- 
ment is perfectly capable of taking care of that problem. CORE 
has a clause in its constitution. It has been there since our found- 
ing in 1942, which bars from membership all persons who are 
associated with organizations or with groups whose aims and 
objectives and philosophies are inimical to those of CORE. That 
means Communists and Fascists. 

I think also that the current trend of many people to say 
that there are Communists throughout the Civil Rights move- 
ment is an attempt—belatedly—to discredit the Civil Rights 
movement and thus to stop it dead. | 

MR. RUSHER: Is it true that a man named Oliver Leeds is 
or was an official of Brooklyn CORE? 

MR. FARMER: A man named Oliver Leeds is a member of 
Brooklyn CORE. 

MR. RUSHER: He was named, as you undoubtedly know, on 
April 30, by a prominent columnist as having been active in 
the Labor Youth League in the 1950s—that being on the At- 
torney General’s list of subversive organizations—and as having 
written letters on Communist Party matters to The Worker 
er ~~ New York State Communist Party publication in 1956 
and 57. | 

You say he is a member but not an official of Brooklyn CORE? 

MR. FARMER: He is a member of Brooklyn CORE, yes.

I first learned about the Negro contribution to our 
history during Negro History Week at the California Labor School, a 
now defunct institution because it was placed on that infamous Attorney 
General's list. The Progressive Party also but a fond memory nominated 
Herace Alexander as attorney General of the state of California. xr 
Mr. James Jackson is the editor of the New York Worker, the late 
Louis Burnham was associate editor of the National Guardian;Dr. DuBois 
was sympathetic to the socialist movements of the world,(he did indeed 
break away from the philosophy of Booker T. Washington) and shortly 
before his death joined the Communist Party. Paul Robeson, one of the 
noblest specimen of any race, a courageous and exceptionally gifted man 
was and is, together with his wife, sympathetic to socialist movements 
trhoughout the world. The socialist press in this country has consistently 
amdx advocated and pioneered for full and compkete racial equality and 
more for, believe me, equality without a job is rather meaningless. 


This is what I was thinking as my husband and I listened 
to your reply to a red-baiting question on "Meet the Press" this 
afternoon. I prayed you would be wise enough and brave enough to say 
"SO WHAT!" Yes, communists and socialists have helped you and for no 
ulterior motive because, even as you expect to achieve many of your 
objectives in the near future, socidlists here in this country believe 
that the United States will be the last bastion of capitalism to fall 
and do not expect to reap any of the rewards of their efforts in their own 
or their children's persons. 


The cause of the Negro is a central issue for socialists 
because it is at its roots economic; the exploitation of man by man. 
Without a profit motive there would have been no capture, transportation 
and enslavement of Negroes. The prejudice you spoke of was cultivated 
and developed and is a consequence of exploitation. It is not a natural 
emotion as any one who has observed children at play with their contemp- 
oraries must realize. Thank you for an inspiring interview which, except 
for one answer, was extremely effective, well condidered, thoughtful 
and certaibnly put your critics and enemies to rout.

For the last several years, there has been a covert but increasing 
area of irritation and misunderstanding between publishers of Negro 
newspapers in our country and the national civil rights leadership. In 
many instances, the Negro press feels that it is not allowed to share 
with the national civil rights leadership preliminary insight and dis- 
cussion of projected national programs. In many instances, publishers 
have complained that the only avenues of information which they have 
for finding out what is really happening in the national civil rights 
organizations is via radio, television, or the daily white press. f[Iet, 
the civil rights organizations and the Negro press desperately need 
each other in accomplishing the formidable tasks which lie ahead. 


We are co-hosts of the National Newspaper Publishers Convention 
with Leon Washington, publisher of the Los Angeles SENTINEL. The 
Twenty-Fourth Annual Convention of NNPA will convene in San Francisco 
on June 25, 26 and 27. We are inviting you to address our convention 
in either an off-the-record or a public mass meeting. The evenings 
available are June 25 or June 27. 


In my conversations with Ussery, I mentioned the fact that NNPA 
is not able to pay for expenses involved in your coming to California; 
however, the publishers and the Bay Area Chapters of CORE could jointly 
sponsor you at a public mass meeting on June 25th. The collection would 
undoubtedly cover all traveling expenses. 


I hope that you will be able to place in your very busy schedule 
this trip; in the event you find it possible to come to the National 
Newspaper Publishers Convention, I shall have a formal letter of in- 
vitation sent to you by Mr. E. Washington Rhodes, President, National

I was quite interested in the Meet the Press program Sunday, the 
10th. I know that you are doing all you can for your people but I do wish to 
report to you that not all Methodist Churches are backward in tueir attitude toward 
other races. We have had a Negro Pastor for the last two years and our respect 
for him has grown tobe a real love for him. This last Sunday he baptized two 
children, accepted seven young folks into the church after teaching them for two 
years and did it all while wearing a stiff, padded collar because he was in a 
terrific auto accident while coming back from exchanging pulpits with a pastor in 
Southern Minn. 


Rev. Garel has had a wonderful effect on our whole community for miles around. 

We are an all white community, many farmers and retired business men. We do believe 
in practicing our Christianity, not just talking about it. We are not perfect, by 
a long ways, but we do know that God loves us all and that there is one Heaven for 
us all, regardless of race, if we only believe on him and try to show by example, 
that we mean what we say. 


Many folks here have had very little contact with any Negros, through no fault of 
theirs, but because of having Rev. Garel with us we feel that we have grown is 
knowledge and stature and feel priviledged to be having this experience. Perhaps 

a different type of Negro Pastor could have hurt his cause but he is a true Christian 
and believes and says that we should love everybody. I wish that you could drop

My name is Mary Ellen Black and I am a white mother 
of six children. I found your appearance on Meet The Press 


Sunday evening very interesting, Of course I am in sympathy 
with the cause of civil rights, and so are many more people 
than it sometimes seems, because for various reasons we do 
not express omrselves loudly, firmly, and imaginatively 
enough. The only things I myself have been able to do so far 
are writing letters to senators, to the local newspaper, and 
to people like you who are deeply involved in the movement;

In our daily lives we simply do not meet. Well, I'll think 
of something. ) 

I am writing just to tell you that many of us are with you, 
and also to plead with you and other influential peoplgy to 
omeeesee doimg what I am sure you are doing — to prevail upon 
pith understandably angry and impatient people to remain as 
disciplined and orderly as possible. It seems like almost too 
much to ask of them; but we must ask it anyway, must we not? 


Please let us have as little violence as possible, fox all of 


Our sakes.

THE ANNOUNCER: From Washington, D. C. the American 
Broadcasting Company brings you ISSUES AND ANSWERS. 

Earlier today Governor George Wallace of Alabama stated 
that he will obey the pending Federal Court order even if it 
permits parades and demonstrations. He quotes the civil 
rights groups as saying they will not obey the ruling if it is 
unjust. 

We have with us today one of the Big Four leaders of the 
pro-civil rights groups, Mr. James Farmer, National 
Director of the Congress of Racial Equality, and leader in the 
struggle for equal rights. To interview Mr. Farmer, ABC 
Political Editor Bill Lawrence, and with the first question

MR. SMITH: Mr. Parmer, Governor Wallace said today tuat 
ae is willing to obey tae Federal Court order expected next 
week even if it opposes him, and agrees to civil rigats parades 
and demonstrations, and he quotes your side as saying that you 
will not obey it if it is an unjust ruling. Is that an accurate 
reflection of what you tnink? 
Mr. FARMER: Well, “Ir. Snith, I am not aware tuat any of 
the leaders of the Selma cemonstrations have saic they would 
not obey a court order if it was not to tneir liking. Perhaps 
Governor Wallace was referring to some philosophical discussion 


of civil liberties and court orders in whica Dr. King on one 


occasion indicated tiat sometimes if an order is a violation 
( on one's conscience then a person has to make a crucial 
Gecision. 
MR. SMITH: What would you do then if the order is against 
you next week? 


MR. FARMER: Well, if the order is a violation of one's 


has to make tne decision 


conscience then I tnink tae individual 


as to whether the issue is sufficiently important for aim to 


s uffer the consequences of violation. I believe that a court 
order is not an order in the usual sense but gives aman a 
cnoice. You obey it or you suffer the consequences. 

MR. SMITil: So Governor ‘VYallace is right in his statement 


then? 


‘HR. FARMER: Jo, Governor Wallace is not rigit in ais 


statement as far as I know. I an not aware of any of tne 

() leaders of the demonstration naving mace sucn a statement. 
MR. LAWRENCE: Mr. Farmer, in view of all tae things that 

() Governor Jallace said, waat is your opinion as to wietuaer 


anything worthwhile was accomplished by tic meeting voectween 


tae President and Governor Wallateon Saturday? 

MR. PARMER: ‘Jell, thus far what has been accomplished is 
words, and we await the deeds. Words are very easy. 
I was interested in the words of Governor ‘Jallace a little 
while ago in that he actually sounded like a moderate. 


And wnen Governor Wallace of Alabama, who is Known as a racist, 


begins to sound like a moderate, it means that we are making 
we some jeadway. We are making some headway, we are on the 
O right track of voter rights. 
lie knows that if there is a strong voters’ rigints bill 


enacted by Congress tien ne will ve responsible not only 


to white citizens of Alabama but to Negro citizens as well. 


Apparently he wants to stay in office. 


MR. LAWRENCE: As you suqgest, it may be a little shocking 


to think of Governor Wallace as a moderate. Just what do you 


mean that he: said sounded so moderate to you? 


“IR. FARMER: Well, Governor Wallace says that ne believes 


that cligible citizens should vote. Now he of course needs 
to define "eligible," and if the definition of eligibility is 


going to hinge upon the kind of literacy test they have had in 


Alabama, it will not be acceptable to us. 
( ile also says ine will defend and protect peaceful demonstra- 
tions. Well now this is a switch for him. This is a switch 
( because in Gadsden, Alabama, a couple years ago CORE had 
demonstrations and the state troopers, presumably on Governor 
Vallace's orders, wiolently broke it up, beat some of our 
field secretaries. 
Look what happenec in Selma last Sunday. Now was this a 
protection of the rights of peaceful demonstrators? lle 


speaks also of the reason for tie turmoil and expresses the 


hope that demonstrations will simply go away. Demonstrations 
will not go away until tae very real grievances of the Negro 
( citizens of Alabama are dealt with. 
These are not only voting rigqnts. Voting rights is a part 
of them, but there is also school integration. Also police 
Drutality. 
MR. LAYRENCE: You don't really think that ne is a moderate, 


though, do you? 


MR. FARMER: I don't believe he is a moderate. I think ie 


is trying to make noises like that now which indicates we are 


applying pressure where it hurts most. 


MR. SMITIi: (tr. Farmer, we had some idea given to us of 


what the President's voting bill will be like. If it is 


passed it would make 30 percent of all the voters in Alabama, 


Wegro voters, 49 percent of all those in Mississippi would be 


Neqroes and 45 percent of all tnose in Louisiana. Do you 
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think tinat this will be effective -- it will carry you over 


Es) the hump of opposition in the rights movement, do you believe? 
MR. PARMER: Well, of course voter rights is only one 
() crucial issue. There are many other issues and we will await 
the bill. We want to see what the bill specifically says. 
Now the Presicent spoke of sone 50 percent quota as bringing 
into effect the federal intervention. Pifty percent of whom? 
Fifty percent of all of the citizens of the state, or all of 
the citizens of a county? 


Take for example Plaquemines Parish in Louisiana where 


the Negroes represent less than 10 percent of the population. 
jJow if all of the whites are registered, tiat is 90 
() percent right there. Does that mean then that federal 
intervention would not be possible under suc: a bill? 
We need to nave these things spelled out in specific 
detail. 
MR. LAWRENCE: Supposing the bill is one that you like, 


one that you approve of. Is there a possibility that there 


might now be a letup in the demonstrations while Congress 


considers it just as there was before the national clections, 


or do you think the pressure has to keep up? 


MR. FARMER: I think the pressure must keep up. We have 


1 earned from painful experiences that when we relax the 


pressure, progress is relaxed also. You must remember that 


pressure kept up even while there was consideration of the 


Civil Rights Bill of 1963. 
( MR. SMITIi: Last summer there were riots, very violent 
riots in many cities in the North. Do you think that the 
Situation has improved sufficiently, the pressure is off, 
and there is unlikely to be such a thing this summer, or do 
you think it is likely again this summer? 

MR. FARMER: This depends largely, Mr. Smith, upon what we 
do between now and the summer, what we do to deal with the 
very real problems in northern cities, of unemployment, 


especially among the youth, and of the bad housing conditions. 


Now tne War on Poverty is an important gesture in 
the right direction, but we do not yet know how responsive the 
( cities are going to be to it. 
MR. SMITH: Governor Wallace today indicated that in 
those troubles the police of the North were just as brutal as 
the police in Selma last week. Do you accept that? 


MR. FARMER: Well, I certainly agree that police brutality 


is not a sectional problem. We have been saying that all 


along. I complained about police brutality in northern 


cities last sumner, as you will recall. We complain about 


it wherever we find it, in the South or tae North, and I think 
that wnatever action is taken against brutality shoulda not 

be sectional. 
( MR. LAWRENCE: What would be your next big project in 


terms of keeping up the pressure on the Administration and 


the. Congress to move more switfly in this field of civil 


) rights? 


MR. PARMER: Well, my organization, CORE. aas now activities 
, going on in Louisiana, especially in Jonesboro, Louisiana, 
where we have been distressed by the type of reprisals and 
intimidations. Two churches were burned to the ground and 
there have been no arrests. This was in January of this year. 
On March 12 just a few days ago, the wnole Negro community 
was isolated and cut off by roadblocks that were set up by the 
state troopers. 


Now is this protection of the civil rights of citizens, 


of which Governor Wallace was speaking? Negroes were beaten, 
O including Charles Fenton, the CORE task force member. Now this 
fy blockade of tae whole Negro section of the town in 


Louisiana was the response of the public authorities to a boycott 


of the tlegro schools by the entire student body that was making 


certain demands, such as rebuilding of the gym, retention 
of the instructor and foreign language instruction. 
Now we plan to step up our activities in Jonesboro and 
in Bogalusa, Louisiana, where in the past 31 days we have 
had 33 instances of intimidation and violence. 


MR. LAWRENCE: Well, what about a dramatic thing like tae 


march on Washington of many, many months ago, is there anything 


like that in the works again? 


MR. FARMER: At the present time there are no plans to call 


for an immediate marci on Washington. This is of course a 
possibility in the future. We plan instead to maintain the 
pressure in different localities, especially in the South. 
Selma now. It will be Louisiana tomorrow and similarly elsewhere. 
MR. LAWRENCE: Are you in pretty good general agreement as 
to strategy among the various groups in this field or 
are there differences amongst you as to the proper tactic? 
MR. FARMER: Well, there are of course dialogues and 
discussions and debates on tactics and on timing and I 


consider this a very healthy thing. The fact of the matter 


is that the civil rights groups and their leadersnip meet 
together frequently. There was a meeting only last night 
and there will be other meetings within the next few days so 
we are considering strategy. 
It is only through the discussion and the dialogue that 
we can arrive at a workable plan. 
MR. LAWRENCE: Well now in that very connection I don’t 
taink your group had anything to do with the sit-in at the 
White House itself, did it? 
MR. FARMER: This was not a CORE project. 


MR. LAWRENCE: What was your opinion of tuis tactic? 


MR. FARMER: Well, as an old sit-inner myself I think 
it would be rather inconsistent for me to disapprove of the 
Sit-in as a tactic. 


MR. LAWRENCE: At the Wnite House itself? 


re. 
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MR. FARMER: Well, I don't know that there are any places 


( ) that should be exempt from the possibility of direct action. 
Now I, of course, have no comment on the effectiveness of this 
() particular sit-in. 

MR. LAWRENCE: Well, is it possible, Mr. Farmer, that in 
the frustrations that arise from slow progress in this field 
taat you tend to equate as enemies any who do not move as 
quickly as some of your groups think? 

MR. FARMER: Oh, I think not, sir. I think we feel that 


even our friends who do not move as rapidly as we want them 


to, should be subjected to pressure. We have had to keep 

up the pressure on our friends in order to keep tnem inonest. 
MR. SMITII: Let me ask you, sir, about President Johnson 

in particular. Wow he made a very strong statement in favor 


of demonstrations and in favor of voting rights yesterday 


and Monday he is going to ask that legislation be introduced 
to secure voting rights. 
Are you satisfied with his behavior or do you nave any 


reason to regret the great support Negroes gave him in the 


election? 
MR. FARMER: Well, I don’t at this point regret the support 


Negroes gave him, but we certainly await his further deeds. 


We applaud the words of the President's press conference. We 
await his deeds not only in putting forth a strong voters' 


rights bill and in backing it up and fighting for it but also 


_—— 


and very importantly, taking some action to protect the 

( rights of Negroes who are demonstrating in the South. 

This is a federal responsibility shen the states and the 

( local police do not fulfill their res»onsibility. I believe 
specifically that the President should order the Justice 
Department vigorously to enforce Title 18, Section 241 and 242 of 
the United States Code, and that the Justice Department should 
reverse its present policy and require FBI agents and U.S. 
marshalls to make on-the-spot arrests when they see civil 


rights being violated. 


MR. SMITH: Now the President's point -- rather I think it 


was made by Mr. Katzanbach, the Attorney General, is that 


neither troops nor marshals could have cured the cause of 


the trouble, but voting legislation mignt, and therefore he 


waited a week after the Selma troubles in order to make his 


Statement to the press. 


Do you think that was justified? 


MR. FARMER: Well, I think it is certainly true that 


neither martial law nor police could cure the source of the 


trouble because the source of the trouble lies in the injustices 


that exist. The only cure is removing those injustices, seeing 


that Negroes can vote, seeing that school desegregation. is speeded 


up, seeing that the rights of people are protected, to 


demonstrate.

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IM, LAWRENCE: ‘What of the President's statement yesterday 
that law and order will provail in Alabama whether or not 
Governor \allace agrevs? Isn't this the strongest declaration 
yet from the President? 

IR. FARMER: That was a strong declaration and we applaud 
the words, I only regrot that the President cid not sce fit 
to be more specific there and indicate in what way the federal 
govermient wouldmove in and protect the rights of citizens. 

Im. LAWRENCE: Well, at a later time he said in response 
to a question that the TBI, the Marshals and even the arncd 
forces were ready to move at the cirection of the President. 

Im. FARMER: Yes, sir. we, of course, would urge that 
the President direct then so to move when it is clear that the 
state is not going to protect the rights of citizcns. 

im. SMITH: ilr, Farmer, I would like to ask you, you once 
considered becoming a Methodist minister, You gave it up 
becausc you considered that the ministers were not doing their 
duty. Wow as this thing has devcloped, we find gentlemen of 


the cloth and indced nuns as well, taking part and even leading 


demonstrations. iiave you readjusted your views of the churches? 


Im. FARMER: ilo, I have not. I certainly applaud, I cheer 
and I join with the devoted ministers of the gospel who are 
going to Alabana, who have gone to [iississippi, who are active 
participants in this strani. The reason I did not becone 


ordained into the liethodist ministry was because of the 


continuation of scsregation within that church, and, un- 

( fortunately, there still is a great deal of segregation not 
only within that denonination but within many others. 

( IM, LAWRENCE: Let's put this on a personal basis, -ir 
rarmer, In these days of tension with bricks flying throug’ 
the air and people being clubbed, even to dcath, how do you 
stecl yourself as a man to walk into such a situation and 
lead a picket linc? 

IM. FARMER: Well, sir, there of course can bo no absolute 


safety but I think we are compelled by something that we know 


needs to be done, that desparately has to be done, There may 
be personal danger at any time we go into such a situation and 

( there is also, fear. <A person would be out of his mind if he 
were not aziraid in tight situations such as Selma. But he is 
compelled by something that is more powerful than the fear: a 
cdeternination to right the wrong, to cure the injusticc, 
iM. LAWRINCE: Well, of course you have had leadership 
training but how do you implant this same steeling of onc's 
seli into a Negro woman, for cxample, uncducated, living in 
the countryside, sucdenly brought into the clash of passion as it 


now exists in Selma? How do you go about this? 


IR. FARMER: We zfind it comparatively casy, now. Compara- 


tively casy because oi the high degree of motivation that has 


sound its way into the Negro community, The scntiment among 


Negroes in Selna and other places in the South is that we have 
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suffered so much in the past, we have been beaton, we havo 

\ ) been jailed, we have been killed. What difference docs it make, 

thorefore, if we risk our lives for some vital cause? 

O) im. SMITE: Let me ask you a question about the possibility 
of over-motivation. tle have heard a lot about the Black iluslims 
and I think the death of Malcolm X recently highlighted it. Do. 
you think there is any peril or possibility that the rights 
movenent might slip from the leadership of people like you 
and Roverend King and othors into extronist hands in this 


country? Is it a real possibility? 


Im. FARIZR: Well, that possibility exists if we do not make 
progress towards solving the problems and dealing with the 
( ) grievances, Now if there is no progress in providing full 
voting rights for Negroes in the South then I think the 


tendency would be for Negroes to turn away from non-violenco 


and toward violence, If there is progress, cloar and present, 


then I think the non-violent movenent will maintain control. 


Im, SMITH: Do you thing the Black Muslims are a scrious 


movement --— a magazine the other day ran an article about them 


Saying the Black iluslims are a fraud. "They have very few 


menbers and aren't a serious threat," 


what do you think? 


IM, FARMER: well, in terms of numbers they arc not a 


( ) serious threat. They have porhaps 7,000 menbers nationally, 


while involved in the Civil Rights Movement are two or threc 


million at least. 
( MR. LAWRENCE: To keep the non-violent groups in control, 
is it your contention that the President must use troops 
( in Alabama and must use troops in Alabama very, very soon? 
MR. FARMER: Well, this depends upon the meaning of Governor 
Vallace's words. He is saying he is going to protect the 
rights of citizens. Now there will be on-going demonstrations 
in Selma, Alabama, and other places. We want to see if he is 
going to do it. If he does not, if there is a recurrence 
of the police brutality that existed last summer, then 
I think the President must send in troops or U.S. marshals. 


We have called for them in the past, you know. 


MR. LAWRENCE: I know that you have called for them and 
you have called for them in this last week, but up to now 
the President and the Attorney General both have been 
reluctant to take this step. 

What I am asking is, do you think this is an absolute 
essential within a measurable number of days? 

MR. FARMER: Well, I think that if troc:: or U.S. marshals 


had been sent into Selma a few days ago, our friend and brother, 


Reverend Reeb, probably would still be alive. I think that the 


Spirit of violence had been protected, actually, by the law 


and I think the 


enforcement officers of Selma, Alabama, 


President should have sent in troops then. 


MR. LAWRENCE: What do you think the effect of continuing 
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demonstrations will be on the possibility of quick action 


( ) by the Congress on the kind of a voting law that you would 
like? 

MR. FARMER: Well, I think that the effect of continued 
demonstrations, not only in Selma but all over the country, 
on this issue and on the issue of protection against police 
brutality is very crucial and will undoubtedly speed up the 
passage. I would remind you of the fact that the 1963 
Civil Rights Bill was speeded up considerably by the demonstra- 


tions that swept the country in the spring and the summer of 


1963. 


MR. SMITU: Mr. Farmer, you said that you found Governor 
(D Wallace"s remarks earlier today somewhat conciliatory and at 
least had the sound of moderation. Do you think he is 
possibly getting ready to run for the Senate against 


Senator Sparkman, and preparing his ground? 


MR. FARMER: Well, if he does, and I think that is a 


possibility, I hope that he is overwhelmingly defeated, 
because I am not fooled one bit by the words or the sound 


of the words of Governor Wallace. We know his record 


too well, and deeds speak infinitely louder than words. 


() MR. SMITH: Let me ask you a question which is not directly 


related to what we have been talking about. We are hcre 
in the City of Washington, and the District of Columbia. It 


is the only city of the United States which has an overwhelming 
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Negro majority of the people. It is very possible that it 


( will get home rule. It will no longer be ruled by Congress, 
but this year it may get home rule because the President is 
( putting his whole weight behind the movement. 

Now those who resist it are now just about openly admitting 
it, that there is a racial objection. They fear the Negroes 
will dominate the town, be the Maors and all the City 
Councilmen. 

low do you think Negroes would vote in a situation like 
that? 


"MR. FARMER: It is quite clear to me that Negroes are not 


going to completely take over in the black belt of the South 

or in Washington, even where we are the majority. There is 

no inclination, no evidence of any trend on the part of Negroes 
to vote for and elect only Negro candidates for office. I 

am sure that Negroes will vote for competent people who are 
Sympathetic with their cause, be they white or paacx. it 

will give you one instance of that. Look at Tuskegee, Alabama, 
where registered Negroes greatly outnumber the whites. Yet 


the Negroes voted and elected a number of white persons. 


MR. LAWRENCE: What would be the effect if the voting 


right becomes universal and we have the heavy percentage 


of Negroes that we have in Louisiana and Mississippi and 


Alabama, the figures that were mentioned earlier? Do you 


think it is probable that one or more of those Senators would, in 


the course of a year or two or more, be Negroes? 


MR. PARMER: Absolutely, and I think it should be. If 
Negroes are a majority in the population then of course 
( ) 
| in order to be well represented there should be some Negroes 


elected to high offices. But not all of the cersons elected 


| will be or should be Negroes. 
MR. LAWRENCE: But the immediate impact, of course, I suppose, 
would really be in the local communities where Negroes have 
had no right to vote at all, where they have had a vast 
majority of the people and they have been ruled, or as they 


think misruled, by white public officials. I suppose that would 


be your first target? 

(Sy MR. FARMER: Yes. Immediately we would see the change in 
those areas. What has happened in the past has been, really, 
taxation without representation, where in counties where Negroes 
are the numerical majority they have not had the right to 
vote and in some of those counties there are no Negroes 


registered whatever. This means that they have not had a voice 


in determining their policial life or political future. They 


have been ruled and controlled and dominated by a minority. 


This situation must come to an end and that is the reason 


for the great emphasis upon the black belt of the South. 


MR, SMITH: Mr. Farmer, your organization, CORE, was 


identified with the Freedom Rides, I think above cverything 


else at one time, and I was present at the termination of one 


of the Freedom Rides in Birminghan where in a bus station 


( all the Freedom Riders were beaten very badly with sticks and 
everything else. ~Do you think those Freedom Rides accomplished 
( any thing? 
MR. FARMER: It is quite clear, Mr. Smith, they accomplished 
a great deal. lad it not been for the Freedom Rides we would 
not have gotten the ICC order, the order from the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, as requested by the Attorney General, 
which has been largely enforced, barring segregation in 
interstate transportation. It was a major victory. 


I would like to say something else on the Freedom Rides. 


You saw Freedom Riders being beaten by people with sticks 
and possibly you saw some police officers standing by and doing 
nothing. This was in Governor Wallace's State of Alabama 


and this is precisely the thing that we-are objecting to. 


MR. SMITII: As a matter of fact, we know the police were 
there until the bus arrived and then they disappeared. They 
were not there for ten minutes, and then they came back 
after ten minutes. 


MR. FARMER: Which would seem to indicate some collusion 


between the police and the hoodlums who did the beating. 


MR. SMITH: Well, I wasn't able to judge that. 


( MR. LAWRENCE: What of Governor Wallace's assertion 


today that he allowed ten days extra to vote in Selma and only 


26 Negroes took advantage of this? 


C) 
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MR. FARMER: Well, this is because of the intimidation on 
the part of the local hoodlums and of the police of the state. 
The local climate and atmosphere of Selma has been one of 
intimidation. There was at that point no indication on the 
part of the police that they were going to protect the rights 
of Negroes. 

MR. SMITH: Mr. Farmer, about the whole Civil Rights Law 
that was fought over so bitterly last year, do you think that 
the law has been obeyed in general in the South? 

MR. FARMER: Well, I wouldn't say in general. There has 
been rather widespread desegregation of places of public 
accommodation in the cities of the South. I have noticed the 
change. But so far it has not filtered down to the small 
towns. 

MR. LAWRENCE: I am sorry, I will have to interrupt. Our 
time is up. Thank you very much, Mr. Farmer, for being with 
us on ISSUES AND ANSWERS. 
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ANNOUNCER: James Farmer and his organizationm, CORE, are 
in trouble; $250,000.00 worth of trouble. That's the sum that CORE itself 
says it's in the red at the moment. And it's also reported that CORE is 
having its troubles with that same color on another score, that the new 


kind of American Reds, so-called neo-communists, who owe their allegiance 


to Peking and Mao Tse-tung instead of Moscow, are trying to infiltrate the 
organization too, quoting from the FBI's annual report issued this week, 
"Foment confusion and create disorder in the nation's efforts to resolve 
the racial situation." The FBI also says these new Reds are using student 
demonstrations and teach-ins to make a determined and vicious attack on 
American foreign policies in the Dominican Republican and Vietnam. Mr. 
Farmer, it dould be noted, got his organization's national convention to 
reverse themselves after they had passed a resolution condemning U.S. 


policy in Veitnam two weeks ago. 


CORE has most recently involved itself in Civil Rights 


demonstrations in Bogaloesa, Louisana, continues to press for a New York 


City Civilian Police Review Board, and claims they have turned over to 


Brooklyn D.A. Koota seven eye witnesses to last Wednesday's shooting of a 


Negro ex-convict in Bedfasi-Styyvesant. Eye witnesses, CORE says, who will —

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testify that Patrolman Sheldon Liebowitz accidentally shot himself instead 
of being shot with his own revolver by the man he later shot and killed. 

To question Mr. Farmer on these and other subjects today 
are Fred Powledge of the New York Times, who covers the local Civil Rights 
scene; Murphy Martin of ABC News, who most recently covered Mr. Farmer and 
CORE at their national convention in Durham North Carolina; Moderator James 
Van Sickle of WABC-TV News. 


VAN SICKLE: Mr. Farmer, if I may have the first question 
proposals 
this afternoon, what do ym think of Mr. Broderick's newSpoupmocmiex on the 
police review system in the city of New York? 
FARMER: About the best I can say abouvthe 2m Commissioner's 
proposal is that at least it shows that the Police Department now realizes 
something is drastically wrong with the system that they have beenusing 


for review for many years. I think, however, his proposal is grossly 


inadequate. It is merely patching up an unworkable system. Essentially, 
a police review board rather than a civilian review board. 

QUESTION: I think that the Commissioner will certainly 
be disappointed at your rather firm and ready rejection of this thing. 
They are aiming to remove the police presence from the proceeding. They're 
moving it out of the Police Department building and into a private business 
office, 

FARMER: And thgy're putting civilian clothes on the 


policemen, 


QUESTION: And they're putting civilian clothes on the 


policemen. Do you feel this might be an example of goodwill, an example 
of someting k that could be worked out? 


FARMER: Well, I think it means that our complaints have a 


of our orozrams when we ought to be moving full steam ahead. 
For example, in Louisana there are several parishes that 


we would want to move into and become active, but we cannot hire the 


Furthermore, we do not have the money to buy two-way radios, 
which we desperately need for the safety and protection of staff members 
in the south. Such two-way radios probably would have saved the lives of 
Micke: Schwerner, aml Andy Goodman and James Cheney. 

QUESTION: Mr. Farmer, when a demonstrator is hurt, for 
exanple, in Bogalusa, Louisana, is there an immediate flow of money, 
svnoathy money, into the treasury of organizations such as yours? 

FARMER: There is no immediate flow of money any more. 

Funds are much harder to come by now than they have been before. Yet the 
Leas of what has happened in the south has in the past produced funds 
for civil rights organizations. 

CORE, however, is a national organization. Our activities 
are not only in Louisana, in Mississippi, in Georgia, but also in New York 
and Chicago and elsewhere. I think that the financial problems stems in 
part fromthe fact that many people felt, erroneously, that the Civil Rights 
Act of 1964 solved the problem. It did not. 

QUESTION: Mr. Farmer, how are you going to convince them 


that it hasn't? In the past demonstrations usually convinced people that 


something was still happening. It seems that fewer and fewer people are 


paying attention to demonstrations now. Do you agree with that? 


FARMER: Well, I think that demonstrations have become more 


commonplace. When they first started on a mass scale three or four years 


ago they were new, they were startling to people, and they stopped and 
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lookéd. But, you know the human mind has a tendency to grow accustomed 
to things. Demonstrations must go on because there are still things to 
be demonstrated against and protested against, and as long as that's 
necessary we'll do it. 

QUESTION: But should demonstrations be pextned now to 
appeal to people, even more people? 

FARMER: Well, I think that we need to do this, expand our 
program; and this is the real news out of the CORE Convention. We decided 
upon, overwhelmingly, virtually unanimously, upon a ma new direction, by 
recommendation that now we concentrate upon community organization and 
the development of political power through organizing political vehicles 
to express the views of this growing Civil Rights movement. 

QUESTION: Mr. Parmer, how long would the demonstrations 
in Bogalusa continue if all members of the press, radio, TV, handwriters, 


en masse, and 


if everybody pulled out ax nobody was on the scene, how long 


would you continue these demonstrations? 

FARMER: If there were no press there for the demonstrations 
you're asking? 

QUESTION: Right. 

FARMER: Well, I think that's a purely hypothetical situa- 
tion, and I cannot imagine when important news is being made sharp news- 
men won't be there; and there is big news in Bogalusa. Big news because 
of the strength of the Elan, and because Bogalusa, as in many other 
localities in the deep south, there is no desegregation in spite of 
Civil Rights Laws. 

QUESTION: Is any of the Bogalusa or similar demonstrations, 


are any of these pointed towards certain elements of the press? 
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FARMER: No. Our demonstrations are not aimed at the press. 
They're aimed at the American conscience, the American intelligence and 
the American heart. 

QUESTION: But you rely on the press to get the news of 
these demonstrations out to the Americaywheart and conscience. 

FARMER: Precisely. We rely on the press,and this is a 
great function. 

QUESTION: XK But that gets back to the question if you 

how 


have no press coverage,/do you get any elie Rite out, and can you go on 


demonstrating? 


FARMER: Well, you know there were times when we received 
no press coverage, before the Civil Rights revolution got started. We 
then became our own press. Picket signs were ouB walking newspaper. If 
there were no press in Bogalusa we would have to resort to that. We would 
have to disseminate our message as best we could. The press helps us. 
QUESTION: Mr. Farmer, at Durham, North Carolina, and of 
course elsewhere, you have always said that CORE is a non-violent organiza- 


tion. Yet in Durham, on one evening during the convention there, WX two 


of your speakers there were Muslim Kenneth X, and Deacon Earl Thomas. 


How do you think this affects the non-violent image of CORE? 


FARMER: Well, saying as you do, and as I do, that CORE is 
a non-violent organization certainly does not mean that we will refuse to 
listen to or hear other points of view. We Bektme believe in listening to 
other points of view, find out what others are thinking. We believe also 


that the Black Muslims and the Deacons represent an important force in the 


black community, in the ghetto. We need, therefore, to know what they are 


thinking, what they are planning, what they are doing. The only way is -— 


QUESTION: Were you in the gamgk automobile when the 
pistol was visible on the seat beside the Deacon? 

FARMER: I Rag at a later point got in the automobile, 
yes. This was the automobile that was transporting me. 

QUESTION: Mr. Farmer, speaking generally, not just of 
CORE but of CORE and SNCC, and COFO and everybody else, do you think 
that the idea of non-violence has sort of movdd into the past the way 
that sitting in at a lunch counter has moved in the past? 

FARMER: No, @ I do not think so. I think that non- 
violence has proved its validity and its viability. It has proved it 
in the sense that our movement in the past few years has been less vio- 
lent than the non-violent movement of Gandhi was in India. There have 
been sporadic incidents of violence, but not in large. 

QUESTION: You certainly cast an interesting light on the 
award of the Nobel Peace Prize to Dr. King if the movement were to become 
less than peaceful, wouldn't it? 

FARMER: Well, the movement will not become less than 
peaceful. You must understand when a man's home is attaaked that's not 
the mam movement, that's his home. 

QUESTION: But you don't demonstrate in a home, you demon- 
strate in the streets. 

FARMER : We demonstrate in the streets, and people do not 


carry weapons on CORE demonstrations,

MORE 


QUESTION: Mr. Farmer, at Gms CORE's national con- 
vention two weeks ago you claimed that New York City's local CORE 
Chapters and DORE's National Director -- you -- were responsible 
for Police Commissioner Michael Murphy's resignation as well as 
for Mayor Wagner's resignation, his decision not to seek a fourth 
term. We'll run a section of your keynote speech at that conven- 
tion now and then go on to some questions about it: 

"FARMER: Look at New York, for example. The New 
York City CORE Chapters came out against Bob Wagner for re-election. 
The national director backed them up. Went on television, in the 
press and everyplace else. And CORE Chapters in New Yorkxkmearke 
toppled a Police Commissiner and the Mayor." 

QUESTION: Mr. Farmer, you and the local chapters of 
CORE CLAIM it was your opposition that decided Mayor Wagner not to 
run again. Do you still adhere to that? Do you say here today that 


you mex were that responsible for their decision? 
FARMER: Well, we don't assume sole responsibility for 
it, but I think we contributed to the decision because CORE was the 


first organization to come out four-sSquare against the re-election of 


Mayor Wagner. And once we did that then, so to speak, the fat was in 


the fire and many other voices were heard and many other candidates 


announced themselves. 


QUESTION: You say you triggered a trend agairmt Mayor 


Wagner? 


FARBER: That is right, yes. I think thak most people 


were apathetic and were waiting for somebody to take the lead in this, 


and this CORE Did. 


QUESTION: Well, will you and the local chapters of 
CORE support a candidate in this year's mayoral election in New 


York? 
That is 
FARMER: ZX&taXquite possible. In fact, it's pro- 


bable. 

QUESTION: Who will it be? 

FARMER : We have not made that decision yet. The 
decision will be made by the sixteen CORE chapters in greater New 
York. 

QUESTION: How were you responsible for removing 
Police Commissioner Murphy? 

FARMER: Well, as I'm sure you're fully aware, for 
several years we have been protesting against the Police Commissioner's 
adamant refusal to endorse or allow a civilian review board. 

QUESTION: Does that put Mr. Broderick next on your 
list? 

| FARMER: Well, we'll wait. Mr. Broderick seems to be 
making progress. At least he's proposing now patching up the old 
vehicle, and perhaps we can persuiade him to buy a new car. 

QUESTION: How do you think Newgores in New York will 
remember Mayor Wagner? 

FARMER: I think Negroes will remember him just about 
a8 everyone else will remember him, as a man who was doubtless well- 
meaning, probably aman of goad will, but a man who was ineffective 
in coping with the enormous problems of a great city like New York. 


le 


QUESTION: You mentioned a way of coping with those 
problems a few minutes mgm axa ago, community action. You said this 
was xmux going to be your new direction. This of course is the 
prime concern of the federal anti-poverty program. And yet with 
very few exceptions -- I think CORE is one of them, Long Island 
CORE is one of them -- the civil rights movement has not taken part 
in the anti-poverty program. Why is that? 

FARMR: Well, we see our best role, that is, we in 
CORE see our best role as giving critical support to the anti- 
poverty progran. Smmmeunmaxmeedaz Someone needs to criticize it, to 
point out its flaws, its shortcomings, its weaknesses and how to get 
them corrected. GORE chapters have on many occasions complained to me 
that the mamkk@ anti-poverty boards in their respective cities were 
not representative of the poor people at all. Andwe have in turn con- 
plained to Washington and in some places have succeeded in gettime 
some changes in the structure of those boards. We have to criticize, 
that's the reason we are not intimately a part of it. 


QUESTION: Mr. Farmer, have you recently sought employ- 


ment wlth the State Department, and if so what is the status of that? 
FARMER: I have heard this rumor and at no time -- [I 
repeat, at no time, have I sought employment with the State Department 
or any other arm of the United States Government. 
QUESTION: Mr. Farmer, to get back to the question of 
civil rights organizations and politics and pursue this a little further, 
let's take a look at another section of yur address to the national 


convention: 


ST’, 
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"PARMER: Now the only way to achieve political ob- 


jectives is Xie through power, political power. Only diminishing 
returns can be achieved through the pressure of demonstrations not 
backed up by political muscle. Now we've had some amazing successes 
without political muscle. Partlyx it's because people think we 
have more political muscle than we do. Partly because they fear the 
public relations siesat ites demonstrations, partly because CORE 
is an enigma and they don't know what we crazy people are likely to 
do," 

QUESTION: Mr. Farmer, you said it, not we. One, what 
are you "crazy# people’ likely to do next? And, two, just how much 
political muscle do you think CORE has locally and nationally? 

FARMER : Well, wren I used the word crazy it was in 
quotes which could not be NMmmmx heard in the report of the talk. Now 
as to how much political muscle we have now I think km the best 
answer to that is that we're seeking to develop much more. Wemhkaxa 
have some in that CORE people can control some votes, and that CORE 
people, through public relations and through the demonstrations and 
amkivetkeétexz activities in the street can have an impact upon the 
political thinking in the community. But up until the present we have 
been largely without political power. Voter registration is not 
enough; there has got to be some political vehicle to channel that 
MH growing Negro and civil rights vote. Such a vehicle is now the 
Mississippb Freedom Democratic Party; another vehicle is the Sisedou 


Democratic Movement im of Brooklyn. Now I would predict that. CORE 


chapters would take the lead in many many northern cities in organizing — 


Such groups as the Freedom Democratic Movement of Brooklyn. 


QUESTION: Does this mean that they will support 
Negro candidates alone for offices? 

FARMER: Not necessafily, any more than we do in the 
south. I think it means that we will support candidates who are in 
keeping, whose views are in keeping with our point of view. It may 
be a MNuwx Negro, it may be white. But I would predict that there 
would be a larger number of Negro candidates for office when we get 
Such political vehicles established. 

| QUESTION: Which of the candidates for Mayor now do 
you a think are most nearly in line with your thinking, with CORE's 
thinking? 
| FARMER: Well, I think it would be agp premature for 
me to answer that, Mr. Powledge, mmxmmgk inasmuch as the CORE 
chapters have not made a decision on which of the candidates to back. 
Such a decision will shortly be made, and then I'll have a statement, 

QUESTION: How soon are you expecting that decision? 

FARMER: I would say within two weeks. | 

QUESTION: Do you think it could take in the Republican 
candidate, Mr. Lindsay? 

FARMER: Oh, there are many possibilities, and that's 
one of them. 

QUESTION : About this communist charge that has been 
leveled from various areas toward CORE, what is your comment about 
it, and to your xm knowledge has anyone ever been kicked out of CORE 
for having leanings toward communism, Marxism or Leninism? 

FARMER: Well, CORE has had a firm, clear position 
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Since its very beginning in 1942 on this m issue. We have a clause 
in the constitution which bars from membership those persons who 

are members of groups of organizations whose views, whose objectives, 
whose methods are inimical, that is, opposite, opposed to those of 
CORE. And we enface this administratively. 

CORE is not a pro-communist organization, nor is it 
infiltrated with communists. There is no one in the leadership of 
our organization who is a communist, or as a& far as I know pro- 
communist, 

Now you ask if any have been kicked out. I know of 
a couple of cases where chapters have felt that there were members 
of their organization who guemiky probably were communist or Bm pro- 
communist, and the chapter took action. 

QUESTION: You said there are no communists or anyone 
with thet typemiuminug leaning in the leadership of CORE. Are you 
qualifying this and saying that there's a greater possibility of 
someone of this nature being a CORE member but not a leader? 

FARMER: Well, we have no witch hunt, and we don't 
put any member through an inquisition. Our chapteps do have a proba- 
tionary period in which they feel out the new members and find out 
what they think and £m what they do. But there's no inquisition or 
of that sort. 

Now we have mamx many demonstrations, many of them 
mass demonstrations. We participated in the demonstrations in 
Chicago, the demonstrations in Bogalusa. Now when you have hundreds 


or thousands of people coming into a demonstration there is 
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absolutely no way in which you can screen each person who is parti- 


cipating in the demonstration. So the reason I qualified my remark, 
saying that theremwmxitxmm were no communists in the leadership of 
CORE was because I cannot say categorically that no individual com- 
munist has ever taken part in a GORE-spomsored demonstration. 

QUESTION: Mr. Farmer, yesterday there was a march 
on police headquarters here in New York City relative to this affair 
in Brooklyn, Bedford-Stuyvesant, and one of the things that was 
picked up during that march was a handbill declaring that Patrolman 
Liebowitz --- 

FARMER: What it said I believe is that he should be 
immediately 
/indicted for murder, and an indictment does not mean guilt. An in- 
dictment is not a conviction. 

QUEST INN: An indictment is a presumption of guilt. 

FARMER: Yes, an indictment would ma mean that there 
is a sufficient evidence that a person ought to be ge tried, put be- 
fore the courts and tried on the charge, with the courts determining 
whether or not he is guilty of the charge. 

QUESTION : Do you feel that you have such evidence? 

FARMER: Well, we have seven eye witnesses to the shoot- 
ing. I was not one of those eye witnesses. 

QUESTION: Do you fed that basically CORE has picked 
a weak case in this matter in Budkfimveds Bed@ord-Stuyvesant? You had 
150 marchers yesterday as ae that were predicted, 
and the bystanders = were not gg enthusiastic about it. 


FARMER : Well, I'll say one thing, that is that I 


never engage in a numbers game in predicting the number of people 
we're going to have on a demonstration. There's no way of knowing 
how many you're going to have. B 

I would say a second thing, and that is that you cannot 
judge the impact of a demonstration by the number of people who are 
on it. You see, the demonstratinns® -- 
QUESTION: Maybe you judge it by the reaction of the 


onlookers when you march through a community and you call the people 
to join in and to take a step toward freedom and you don't get this 
response; is that a measure of the effectiveness of it? 

FARMER: Well, I wild say,am sir, that accordingt to 
the reports I've received there were quite a number of people who 
joined the march. The march was smaller at its beginning than it 
was at xm its end, which means that others joined. And the fact that 


a person standing on a street or looking out of a window in his apart- 


ment does not come out and join the line of march does not mean that 
he is not thproughly sympathetic. 

VAN SICKLE: Mr. Farmer, we've run out of time. Im I'm 
sorry. Thank you very much, James Farmer, National Director of CORE, 
for being our guest today on PAGE ONE. And thank you, too, to Fred 
Powledge of the New York Times; and Muxekky Murphy Martin of ABC News.

WORKERS ON THE FIRING LINE 


From all over the Greater Boston 
area with its many colleges, dedi- 
cated young people are giving all 
the time they can spare from job 
or studies, to the improvement of 
the lot of OUR _ underprivileged 
people, their housing, their chances 
to vote and work, the education of 
their children. Since they do the 
vigorous leg werk, the least we old- 
er ones can do is uphold their hands 
and back them up. CORE and Mass 
Freedom Movement urge us to write 
letters or telephone Mayor Collins’ 
office, noting that the City of Bos- 
ton is a large slumlord and should 
first of all set its own houses in or- 
der, then use the law which lawyers 
agree allows them to repair con- 
demned property and collect the 
money. Pressure on Mayor Collins 
has started some action. Keep it 
moving! 

Letters to The Boston Globe prais- 
ing their fine articles on slumlords 
and on school segregation and urg- 
ing them to continue their crusades, 
are another way of reinforcing the 
efforts ‘of our young people.

OUR IMMIGRATION POLICY 


For the first time in over a de- 
cade, Congress and the Administra- 
tion are seriously considering the 
revision of some of the key provi- 
sions in our immigration law. The 
Immigration and Nationality Act 
(The McCarran-Walter Act) was 
passed in 1952, over a Presidential 
veto. It continued with some modi- 
fication, a method of selection that 


was established in 1921, known as 
the National Origins Quota System. 

This method is now being chal- 
lenged by the Administration and 
many members of Congress as ra- 
cially and ethnically discriminatory. 
It is considered not only out of date, 
but harmful to the United States. 

The proponents of revision of our 
basic law feel that our immigration 
policy must reflect what is best for 
the U. S. both domestically and in- 
ternationally. This country has bene- 
fitted immeasurably: from the tal- 
ents, training, education and skills 
of its immigrants. Reasonable num- 
bers should coniinue to be allowed 
to enter the United States on the 
basis of what they can contribute to 
this country, not on their ethnic or 
racial background. 

A realistic immigration policy 
should support not detract from our 
leadership in the free world. Pre- 
sently, many of the nations most 
friendly to the United States receive 
only token quotas. The international 
reaction is that our standards of 
judgement are not based on individ- 
ual merit, but on bias and prejudice. 
The world regards our immigration 
policy as the basis of our evaluation 
of others. This policy would seem to 
indicate we reject over twe-thirds 
of the world’s population as being 
inherently undesirable. Consequent- 
ly, our selection process has been 
and is continuing to be a. serious 
obstacles in our relations with other 
nations throughout most of the world 

In the summer of 1964 the House 
Subcommittee on Immigration and 
Nationality held extensive hearings 
on the Administration bill which 
would establish a non-discrimina- 
tory selection process in place of the 
National Origins Quota System. 


MEMORANDUM: 

IMMIGRATION —The President’s 
proposals on the Immigration ques- 
tion should receive much support. 
Write to your Congressmen, and al- 
so to newspapers in order to arouse 
public interest. 

VIETNAM — Make your views on 
a settlement of the Vietnam crisis 
known again to President Johnson, 
Congressmen, and newspapers. Urge 
him to withdraw American forces, 
and to seek international agreement 
for the peace of South East Asia. 

CIVIL RIGHTS — Everyone. con- 
cerned with achieving equality for 
all people in our Commonwealth is 
urged to write to Governor Volpe 
commending him on. his -support of 
a strong civil rights platform, the 
strongest ever proposed by a guber- 
natorial candidate in this state.

Monsignor Murray, 
former Rector of St. John’s Seminary 
has recently returned from Rome 
where he was Theological Expert to 
Vatican Council II.

JAMES H. FARMER (Cont.} 


As National Director of CORE, 
Farmer not only plans projects but 
also participates in carrying many 
of them out. He was one of the 
original Freedom Riders, and, like 
most of the group, he spent forty 
days in jail in 1961. He was next 
imprisoned in August, 1963, for lead- 
ing a civil rights demonstration in 
Plaquemine, Louisiana. Tear gas and 
electric cattle prods were used 
against the demonstrators, and Farm- 
er, along with 232 others, was ar- 
rested for “disturbing the peace and 
obstructing the sidewalk”. He was 
released from jail on August 29. On 
September 1, Plaquemine’s Negroes 
staged an even larger demonstration. 
Police used tear gas and high-power 
hoses on demonstrators who took 
refuge in a church parsonage. On 
April 22, 1964, he was arrested with 
over 300 other CORE members from 
all over the country, who had as- 
sembled in New York to protest 
segregation and discrimination prac- 
ticed by many states exhibiting at 
the World’s Fair. 

Mr. Farmer has just returned 
from Africa where he spent a month 
visiting. and interviewing in the fol- 
lowing countries, Tanzania, Zambia, 


Kenya. Uganda, Ethiopia, Nigeria 

and Ghana.

I was moved and impressed by your fine address 
today at the Adelphi Convocation. Your argument was as 
convincing as your presence. 


One thing, however, distressed me. Iwas sorry 
to hear you, too, speak slightingly of "Uncle Toms." 
Your justification was clear, of course, yet I am deeply 
concerned to hear leaders express contempt for one 
whom I consider one of the spiritual heroes of all time. 


Harriet Beecher Stowe's Uncle Tom was 4a truly 
great man. Surely it will be a sad day, indeed a dis- 
astrous one, when Negroes reject Uncle Tom, who walked 
in the footsteps of Christ Himself. Surely the roots of 
the American Negro, which you spoke of as absolutely 
necessary, include more than physical origins in Africa. 
Do they not also include the wisdom, beauty, and power 
of countless religious souls who during a hundred and 
fifty years or more of oppression have looked to Christ 
rather than to white professors of sociology as their true 
leader and savior? It is painful, and a terrible augury, to 
see relatively untutored yet passionate souls being en- 
couraged by today's leaders to adopt ‘knowing’ attitudes 
that are spiritually not knowing at all, thus being led to 
spurn what is most precious and superior in their heritage 


and to place their confidence in values that are rapidly under- 
mining the white civilization itself.

SCHOOL ADMINISTRATORS AMD CREATIVE LFADERSIIP 


From article by Francis Keppel, U.S. Commissioner of Education in "GIST" publication 
of American Association of School Administrations- 196), -1 


If we mean to succeed, we can no longer accept the idea that is is enovgh for 
school administrators to administer the status quo, when our proper role is to give 
creative leadership to new and challenging possibilities. For us, the deadliest 
ailment is complacency. 

Next to complacency, we must guard against defensiveness. This is a disease 
: especially troublesome to our profession. I have been amazed and dismayed to see 
| how often the public's desire to do something to improve education in our slime 
has been interpreted by our profession as an attack upon the schools. 

Of all the pressures we now feel which tend to evoke our defenses, the most 
acute is the civil rights movement. I know it is not easy for the superintendent 
on the firing line to maintain his balance and perspective in dealing with the 
difficulties of desegregation. 

The pressures now generated are enormous and emotions are high. But I say: 
"Thank God for the civil rights movement." It provides the opportunity we have been 
OF o 

For years, we have talked of the disinterest and apathy of slum parents. We 
have argued that we can't teach their children because they are not interested in 
education. But row, out of the civil rights movement, we are learning that many 
of these narents are interested and have found a way to express their interest. 

In the past, they have rejected the schools because they had not hope that 
education was really for them. Today they see a hope that the schools can be an 
instrument for the fulfillment of their aspirations. If we can't deal creatively 
with this motivation for which we have looked so long, it will be a tragedy of our 
times. We must discard a cluster of old misunderstandings and misbegotten myths, 
which have stood in the way of progress. These are some myths I would especial ly 
choose for the ashcan of history. 

First is the myth that the children of our slums are of a lower order than 
other children. We perpetuate this myth with such labels as "culturally deprived" 
and 'digadvantaged.” These labels may generally describe the social and economic 
backgrounds frou which these children come. But too often we have uged these 
labels as alibis. ; 

4 second myth is that the children of poverty are not merely difficult to 
teach, but are virtually unteachable. But we cannot continue to use this dreary 
recital as an excuse for poor schools. 

A third myth is that these children can hardly hope for high acadeuic 
achievement, that the best we can do is to send them along to the "dumping ground” 
of our vocational training schools. This is a double-edged slur. It is a slur 
against modern vocational education. And it is a slur against these children who 
deserve more than detours from education. 

How can we tring true educational equality to the schools of America’s poor? 

How can we give these children a fair chance for succegs? 
EMERGENCY PROGRAM CAN HEL? 

One way is through Federal legislation- through the President's emorgency 
prograa of educational grants to impoverished arexus. This vital program would 
improve teaching in low-income areas, establish learning and study centers, create 
coordinated counseling services, enrich cultural back-grounds and assist these 
children toward as high a level of education as they are capable of attaining. 

There is also a companion approach to the President's program, which is no 
jess vital, It calls for the dedication of America's school administrators, of. all 
who are interested in American education. There can be no success at the Federal 
level that is not carried forward in our school systems across the land. This is a 
difficult course. But since when has education been a career for those who plan 
to take it easy? 

First, we need to recognise that the substandard school is the wrong school for ‘ 
the children of poverty. These children need the most skilled of teachers, not the 
least skilledy the least crowded of classrooms, not the most crowded; the best of 
educational opportunities, not the least of educational opportunity. 

Second, these children need an imaginative change from ways of teaching which do 
not work. We have found that a vast number of these children will reject traditional 
texts and curricula -even with good teachers and good buildings. Can't we extend them 
a better and more helpful helping hand? 

As a start, we need new primers and readers for them which recognize their exist- 
ence in our society. When textbooks reflect only white middle<class life, how can we 
expect to reach poor white, Negro or Puerto Rican children? Instead, we need textbooks 
written in terms of their own environments. Abows all, we need teachers who are trair 
and gifted in teaching these children. All too often, teaching our deprived children h: 
seemed a personal deprivation to the teachers we s2nd to their classrooms. They are 
usually unfamiliar with the home and community lif: of their students. 

The successful teacher of these children needs warmth and insight which no 
legislative act can accomplish. These qualities mast be in her at the outset.

crimination against another man because of the color of his skin is flatly 
and undeniably wrong. I think also, however, that when you sit right down 
and think about it, nobody goes throughaa day thinking of himself as a 
Christian or an American. In short, not many people manage to think as he 
states a Christian and an American is supposed to think. 


I like to think that with each generation, bigotry dies a little 
more in this country; but this, even if true dosen't help the Negro who 
will live today and not in the next generation. Consequently, I agree with 
the demonstration policy that civil rights leaders have. adopted. We whites 
need to be josled out of our mainly apathetic attitude which has existed. 


As you well know, something called "white backlash" has developed on 


a growing nationwide scale. When I think about it, it is a most hypocritical 
position... i.e. "I grant that you deserve this, but don't annoy me by asking 
for it"... . However illogical this is, nevertheless it is a very real position. 


The Boston College Law School is somewhat represented in the field of 
civil rights by the work of the dean, Fr, Drinan, and a professor, Fr. Keneally. 
By speaking at the Evening Forum, however you could be a great insturctive to 


the students of the Law School, the University, and the people of Boston. I 
think that we all need to have a Negro Leader of your stature explain what 


should need no explaining to Christians and Americans, namely just what you are 


doing, the reason for it, and the effect that it will have on the whites of 
this Country. 


If you think that you would like to speak some evening later this Fall 


or in the Spring, please accept this invitation. Hoping that it will be a 
favorable one, please let me know of your decision.

Rabbi Margolies’ Sermon: 


“THE CLOUDS” 


This happens to be the title of 
a play by Aristophanes. The ser- 
mon, however, has to do with the 
cloud that filled the tabernacle 
upon its completion as narrated 
in the Torah reading this Sab- 
bath. What does that cloud have 
to do with us today? 


CANTOR ROTHBLATT 
will officiate at services. 
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Last week I had the unusual ex- 
perience of lecturing to some two 
hundred candidates for the priest- 
hood and the faculty which instructs 
them at St. Mary’s College out To- 
peka way in Kansas. The occasion 
was a two-day Institute on Judaism 
sponsored by that theological school 
in cooperation with our-own Jewish 
Community Relations Bureau. I 
shared the platform with Rabbi Jacob 
J. Petuchowski who is Professor of 
Rabbinics at the Hebrew Union Col- 
lege and Rabbi Marc Tanenbaum 
who is the Director of the Inter- 
religious Affairs Department of the 
American Jewish Committee. 


Now I am not among the Rabbis 
who are irresistibly driven to inter- 
faith activity and who spend hours 
of their tight weekly schedule pur- 
suing it. Not, mind you, that I do 
not think it is important. It is simply 
that I feel that the Rabbi’s very 
precious time ought to be spent in 
the education of his own people inas- 
much as a prodigious piece of work 
remains to be done in that area. But 
I must say that I found the St. 
Mary’s experience eminently con- 
structive. Let me tell you why. 


The students at this Jesuit school 
average thirty years of age, already 
hold advanced degrees from other 
colleges and reflect a very high order 
of intelligence. They represent an in- 
tellectual elite whose primary func- 
tion upon ordination will be to teach 
at Catholic institutions of higher 
learning around the country. They 
will be in a position to influence the 
thinking of thousands through the 
years ahead. They are a winsome, 
wholesome and altogether congenial 
group whose liberality of attitude 
came, I must confess, as a revelation 
to me. 


The youthful candidates for the 
cloth proved to be all too painfully 
aware of the grave sin which the 
church has for centuries committed 
against the Jewish people and of the 
critical urgency to atone for it. Rabbi 
Tanenbaum’s recitation of the sorry 
chronicle of church policy towards 
Jewry was heard in thorough sym- 
pathy. His expressed hope that the 
Ecumenical schema on the Jews 
would herald a new and brighter 
era in the relationships between the 
‘Roman Catholic Church and the chil-

dren of Israel was met with thun- 
derous applause. 


But what commended itself most 
to my soul was the utterly candid 
give and take which marked the In- 
stitute. In my own presentation on 
the subject “God and Man in the 
Tradition of Judaism” I made no 
attempt to gloss over the basic and 
irreconcilable differences between 
Judaism and Catholicism. On _ the 
contrary, I spoke about the doctrine 
of the Trinity as logically and even 
ethically untenable in Jewish eyes. I 
delineated the concept of Original Sin 
as indigestible from the Jewish point 
of view. I argued against the entire 
notion of Vicarious Atonement and 
salvation via intermediary agencies. 
And I underscored the great peril 
inherent in Catholic emphasis upon 
an otherworldly Kingdom of Heaven, 
foreasmuch as it may easily lead to 
slothfulness in accomplishing that 
which must be accomplished here on 
earth. Naturally all of these points 
emerged from a positive presentation 
of such Judaic concepts as the abso- 
lute unity of God, the sinlessness of 
the newborn babe, the salvation of 
the individual in direct communica- 
tion with his God and the inexorable 
prophetic mandate to pursue justice 
and to establish a replica of the King- 
dom of the Almighty right here on 
earth. 


The reaction of the Reverend Cler- 
gy and soon-to-be-clergy to all of 
this was, it seemed to me, not merely 
polite. It was much more. It bespoke 
a genuine desire to comprehend the 
Jewish point of view and — within its 
own framework — to regard it as 
retaining a high degree of validity. 
If my reading of the mood was not 
overoptimistic, I feel justified in my 
satisfaction. For, to be perfectly 
truthful, such has not been the 
Roman Cathdlic posture through 
some eighteen hundred years. Per- 
haps, then, we are making progress 
after all in this ecumenical enterprise.

DRAFT PLAN FOR NATIONAL CONFERENCE: SOUTH AFRICAN CRISIS 
AND AMERICAN ACTION 


March 21-23, 1965 in Washington, D.C. 


REASON FOR CALLING A CONFERENCE NOW 


An increasing number of American organizations, recognizing the threat 

to peace and human rights represented by South Africa's apartheid policy, 
have expressed themselves forcefully on this subject. But there has been 
no national gathering of organizations opposed to apartheid for the pur- 
pose of examining South African racism, their grounds for opposing it, 

and a program of action for themselves and their government. It is the 
belief of the organizations sponsoring the conference on the "South 
African Crisis and American Action" that this national meeting can fulfill 


an important purpose, 


The organizations calling this conference share a revulsion to racism in 
all its forms everywhere. They recognize that the practice of apartheid 
in South Africa has led to a deepening crisis. The white minority has a 
complete monopoly of political, economic, and military power. The African 
majority has no say in deciding its own destiny. Most South African 
organizations determined to end the white supremacy system have been banned, 
and their leaders have been harrassed and jailed. African nationalism and 
the forces of white supremacy are on a collision course. An unknown num 
ber of South Africans are undergoing training in guerilla warfare at 
several centers outside of South Africa. Once violence has started in 
earnest, neither side will permit an accommodation with the other. 


Perhaps wholesale violence can be limited as the forces for change are 
strengthened through support from the rest of the world. As Alan Paton 
has pointed out "The Afrikaaner nationalist...will change only when the 
pressure inside and outside the country becomes unendurable... What he 
needs to bring him out of the pipedream is a decisive order from the out~ 
side world." 


The sponsors of this conference recognize a deep American involvement in 
strengthening the economic power of the white minority government through 
significant investment and trade with South Africa, 


This conference is being called for the purpose not only of analyzing the 
particular form of South African racism, but to discuss and propose 
programs of action. American organizations believing they share some re- 
sponsibility in meeting the crisis existing in South Africa, and believing 
that the United States Government must have a more vigorour policy in op- 
posing apartheid, are invited to participate and send delegates to this 
conference,

The conference will meet as a body to listen to a panel of six 
speakers who will speak 15 minutes each and will also prepare 
papers on their subjects, listed below. A half hour of questions 
and discussion will follow. The general focus for the discussion 
will be on forces making for change or for perpetuating the status 
quo.

Dear Mr. Farmer: 


I would like your advice and help in connection with a peace education 
project I am planning to undertake for the American Friends Service Committee 
in the south during May and June. 


The Freedom Movement creates new possibilities and new resources in 
America for world peace. What is the meaning of the Freedom Movement for 
the foreign policy of the United States? What new resources of citizenship 
and of leadership are being developed among the Negro youth of the south 
who have played and are playing an heroic role today? How can their present 
experiences equip them to lead the way in opening up the minds of all Ameri- 
cans to the real nature of the changes going on in Africa and Asia and Latin 
America? What should the Freedom Movement be doing to make peace education, 
international relations, and world community a phase of its basic program? 


We in the American Friends Service Committee are convinced that non- 
violence holds the key to social change and social power, not only in domestic 
struggles for freedom and justice, but also in international conflict. Today 

the threat of the great nations to use nuclear weapons brings the possibility 
of mass destruction near. The heavy investment by the United States in its 
nuclear arsenal has tended to warp our values as a people so that we approach 
conflicts in other lands as if they were conspiracies against the United 
States when actually they are social struggles for justice and opportunity. 
This results in military commitments which cannot be fulfilled, and missed 
opportunities to identify with the forces of social change which could be 
greatly reinforced with help from our industrial and scientific technology. 
Instead, our technical assistance and our economic aid all too often is being 
wasted or appropriated for the exclusive advantage of a privileged few. 


The American Friends Service Committee does not claim to know all the 
answers, but we do think it is time for a change in national attitudes. As 
Peace Education Secretary, I am considering a visit to the south during May 
and June to get acquainted with the leadership and the rank and file of the 
Freedom Movement, and discuss these and similar matters with them, both in 
meetings, in small groups, and individually. Therefore,. I am writing you as 
a leader in the Freedom Movement to ask whether you believe this is an explor- 
ation which the AFSC should undertake. What advice can you give me as to how 
to proceed? What places should I visit? Who should I talk to? Can I come 
to see you in the first part of May? Where will you be then? Are there any 
particular activities coming up in May or June that I should know about and 
attend?

APPLYING THE PROGRAM 


The volunteer staff will preferably

Twenty or thirty of the best 
qualified applicants will be selected. 
Any applicant under 21 years of age 
will need a parent or guardian's 
written consent in order for them to 
participate. There will be an orien- 
tation program conducted by the stu- 
dent and faculty committees for the 
volunteers during spring term. 


The program will last approximately 
eight weeks, from June 21, 1965 to 
August 13, 1965 and student volun- 
teers will remain in the program area 
for that period of time. Transport- 
ation, room and board expenses will 
be paid by the project, with the 
students living in the Rust College 
dormitories. The program will be 


financed by a special fund raising 
campaign which will begin on Febru- 
ary 11 and will continue through 
spring term. At least one faculty 
member from MSU will be available at 
all times for supervision and admin- 
istration of the program 


The volunteers will also be work- 
ing with the administrative staff of 
Rust College and with a layman com- 
ittee from Marshall County that will 
be set up in order to insure the 
participation of the adult population 
in the area. 


SHARING THE PROGRAM 


Information on the unfolding, re- 
sults, and new techniques learned in 
the program will be disseminated both 
during the program in the form of 
periodic reports to university in- 
formation sources and directly after 
the program in the form of a final 
report. 


A special attempt will be made to 
train some of the indigenous person- 
nel of Rust College so that they may 
carry on certain aspects of the pro- 
gram after the MSU volunteer staff 
has left. It is hoped this program 
will be patterned after MSU's Student 
Education Corps and the possibilities 
for this type of program will be 
explored throughout the summer.

STEP: Student Educational Program 


I. Introduction: 


The plight of children residing in economically and educationally 


depressed areas is one that commands the attention of school personnel. 


is in such educationally deprived areas that a child's academic motivation « 


. e. a

and scholastic performance reach their lowest ebb, with scores on standard- 


ized aptitude and achievement tests typically two to two and one-half years 


below the national norms for the same tests. 

Despite these conditions, many dedicated teachers voluntarily commit 
themselves to work in educationally depressed areas. Such teachers must 
see®k new approaches, methods, and techniques in order to achieve even 
minimal classroom effectiveness. Unfortunately, professional resources 
and assistance have rarely been available to these teachers of the educa- 
tionally deprived child. It is to this problem that this proposal. 
addresses itself; namely, to bring together a group of university stu- 
dents and professional educators to aid in the task of overcoming edu- 
cational deprivation. 

Michigan State University's concern with educational deprivation is 


not new. Its efforts in this area include the Student Education Corps, 


organized by Dr. David Gottlieb, which has provided depressed ereas with . 


special tutorial services of graduate and undergraduate students. Cur- 
rently, within the College of Education, there are studies investigating 
self-concept and its relation to the achievement of Negro students, a 
research and service program with educationally deprived children in 


the Flint, Michigan, community schools, and a comprehensive study of

the educational needs of school-deprived children in Prince Edward 
County, Virginia. Any future endeavor in this area would have this 
backlog of research and service experience in the educational depri- 
vation area available. 

Certain short-range remedial projects of this nature have had 
significant impact and demonstrate successful precedent for the fol- 
lowing proposal. In the North, the Higher Horizons Programs and the 
Great Cities Projects have done much to help educati on in depressed 
urban areas. In the South, the Selma Literacy Project in Alabama and 
the Council of Federated Organizatons (COFO) in Mississippi have done 
much to remedy the educational deficits impoverished areas and/or im- 
poverished attitudes have fostered. 

But the job has only just begun. Recognizing our responsibility 
for the education of all our country's children, it is proposed that 
an education program for the summer of 1965 be established by Michigan 
State University's All-University Student Government, with the co-oper- 


ation of the MSU students, administration, and faculty. 


II. Selection of a site: 


After a study of possible sites for the project, three alterna- 
tive sites were proposed. These possibilities were: a community cen- 
ter and Freedom school in Greenville, Mississippi; a learning center 
in Canton, Mississippi; and an educational program at Rust College in 
Holly Springs, Mississippi. Further exploration was made into the

IV. Nature of the program: 


The program will be educational in nature and oriented towards 
| : both the community and the campus. The following areas of the program 
. were defined by an MSU student-faculty committee meeting with Dr. Smith, 
President of Rust College, Mr. Smith, Director of Public Relations at 


Rust, and Dr. McMillan, actiag Dean of the College. 


Community-oriented program: Approximately ten MSU volunteers will be 


involved in an educational improvement program directed toward young 
peopde in elementary and secondary schools in Holly Springs and Marshall 
County. The program will aim toward improving math and communication 
skills (reading, writing, and speaking), and providing enrichment of the 
educational experience through drama, music, art, and recreation. 


Campus-oriented program: Several programs will be undertaken on campus: 


: A. Apprafmately ten volunteers will be involved in a four-week 


(June 21l-July 15) Study Skills Institute for 100-150 Marshall County 


high school juniors and seniors who are planning to attend college. 
The high school students will live in the dormitories at Rust and will 
participate in an intensive program desigwed to improve their math and 
communication skills, The program will also include informal activi- 
ties: drama, art, music, recreation, and seminars. The program's pur- 
pose will be to instill a desire to learn, an interest in education, 
as well as to teach practical skills. 

B. Six MSU faculty members will be part of the regular Rust Col- 


lege Summer Session. They will conduct seminars and workshops for the 


Rust faculty and students. 

C. Three MSU faculty or graduate students with competency in 
communication skills will assist in the Rust Reading Clinic. This 
clinic was started by Rust after they administered the Iowa Silent 
Reading Test to their student body and discovered that the students 
were reading at the seventh and eighth grade levels. This is a new 
program at Rust and a most important one. They hope that our volunteers 
will bring to it new insights and ideas. 

D. A team of three volunteers with research and writing skills will 
help the Rust Public Relations office in compiling a history of Rust 
College. This history will be used in the Rust College Centennial in 


1966. 


E. Three volunteers will work in the Rust library, organizing 


and cataloging books and other material, 


F. A volunteer with skills in operating IBM card punch and pro- 


gramming equipment will assist in a reorganization of the business of

G. A volunteer with knowledge of the MSU Student Education Corps 
will hold a workshop on the adaptation of this program to the Rust 
community, 

H. Volunteers with skills in the fields of music, art, dramatics, 
and recreation will work in organizing programs for the community and 
campus in the hope of establishing closer ties between the two, while 


enriching the cultural life of both, 


V. Program Implimentation: 


Developing the program: 


A. The All-University Student Government will organize and admin- 
ister the project with the support of a faculty advisory committee. Bob 
Harris will serve as chairman of the committee. Students serving under 
Bob Harris are Mel Moore, in charge of fund-raising; Laura Leichliter, 
recruitment; Frank Blanco,o-ientation; # . Chuck Stoddard, publicity; 
and Dave Jensen, controller. 

B. Adequately trained and interested faculty members will be re- 
cruited through a faculty advisory committee which has already offered 
its services to the summer project. The committee includes: Rev. Mr. 
John Duley, Dr. Robert L. Green, Mr. Lou Hekhuis, Dr. Stanley Idzerda, 
Dr. Loraine Shepard. The student committee will publicize the project 
and screen student volunteers. 

C. Fund raising will be conducted by the All-University Student

For this reason we feel that it is wrong for us to continue 
to press for a definite acceptance of our invitation. To 
make it easier for you,-we should like to say that we 
will take a “raincheck" on your visit to Flint with the 
expectation of your thinking of us at a later, less-trying 
time -- perhaps early spring. 


If you may note from the carbon copies indicated below, the 
other institutions in the state inquiring about your 
availability will receive a copy of this letter. 


Our disappointment is great, but we admire the work you and 
CORE are doing, and wish you continued effectiveness, safety 
and well-being in your participation in the continuing 
struggle.

Dear Mr. Farmer: 


We are writing to you at this time, realizing that you 

are probably not in your New York office, but are involved 
in the frightening and poignant Mississippi or Florida 
problems, however, we are asking that our note be forwarded 
to you. It is still our most earnest hope that you'll 

be free to visit Flint and other Michigan communities in 
the fall. Our request, as you may remember, is for 
Thursday evening, October 8, and Friday morning, October 9 
through the lunch hour. The stipend is $250 plus $100 

for travel expenses. 


At the request of your secretary, we communicated with a 
number of universities and colleges within the state about 
the possibility of your coming to Michigan at that time, 
and suggested that these institutions might find it of 
value to invite you to speak on their campuses around 

the week of October 5, exclusive of the weekend. Con- 
siderable interest in this suggestion has been forth- 
coming, two examples of which are Wayne State University, 
and the Dearborn College of the University of Michigan. 

A copy of Dr. Melvin Ravitz's letter to the President 

of Wayne State University is enclosed, and is self 
explanatory. We have just received a long-distance call 
fran Mr. Sanford Golden of the Dearborn College of the 
University of Michigan. He expressed the hope that a 
positive commitment could be made by you to speak at the 
college during your visit in Michigan. He suggested any 
day of that particular week, and anytime of the day in 
accordance with your convenience. Here in Flint, part

Union. He tells me you have accepted his invitation to speak to 
his group early March. He was very cooperative in working out 
arrangements so not as to interfere with our setup.

JAMES FARMER WILL SPEAK 


Highlight of the annua] President, Chief Steward and Women’s 
Conference scheduled for July 28-30 at the Savery Hotel, Des Moines, 
Iowa, will be the participation of James Farmer, National Director of 


CORE. 


Farmer, who has served as CORE national director since 1961 is 
scheduled to address the conference at 2 p.m., Thursday, July 29. His 
subject matter will deal in depth with the social-economic and legisla- 
tive aspects of the struggle for equality. 


In .conjunction with Farmer’s 
appearance in Des Moines plans 
are being made for a public mass 
meeting. The mass meeting, co- 
sponsored by the local CORE chap- 
ter, is designed to trigger CORE 
organizational and fund raising ac- 
tivity in Iowa. 

Although it is not as old as 
some of the other organizations, 
CORE has captured the imagina- 
tion of the younger generation. 
Under the leadership of its Na- 
tional Director, James Farmer, 
CORE has pioneered successfully 
in such tactics as Freedom Rides, 
sit-ins, stand-ins, and, more recent- 
ly, the jail-ins. 

Farmer was one of the group 
that founded CORE in 1942. He 
was its first National Chairman 
and became its National Director 
in 1961. In the spring of 1961, he 
led CORE’s first Freedom Ride; 
as a result, he was held in Missis- 
sippi jails for more than a month. 
Farmer has also worked for the 
Fellowship of Reconciliation, the 
NAACP, and several labor unions. 


James Farmer was born in Mar- 
shall, Texas on January 12, 1920, 


the son of a scholar and the grand- 
son of a slave. He earned his B.S. 
degree in chemistry from Wiley 
College when he was only eighteen

years old. He enrolled in the School 
of Religion of Howard University, 
Washington, D. C., to prepare for 
the Methodist ministry. As a stu- 
dent he was active in the Christian 
Youth Movement, serving as Vice 
Chairman of the National Council 
of Methodist Youth and the Chris- 
tian Youth Council of North 
America. Farmer received the de- 
gree of Bachelor of Divinity in 
1941, but declined ordination. Re-

RIGHT TO WORK-OR IS IT? 


Some 19 states have such “Right to Work” laws which prohibit 
union shops and generally thwart labor security. 

The title of these laws misleads. They do not give anybody the 
right to work, but rather give him the dubious right to be unorganized 
and at the mercy of any employer who wishes to exploit him. 

“Right to Work” laws have not improved the status of any work- 
er. Rather, they have resulted in the continuing depressed wages and 
working conditions, and greater profits for the owners of industry. 

What is a union shop? Simply put, it is a voluntary agreement be- 
tween a company and the union that all employees represented by the 
union in a plant should become members of the union. 

Notice that it is a voluntary act, which has as its basis a principle 
that a worker who benefits from union collective bargaining should pay 
his share and not be a free-loader. 

Only those who are engaged in a joint productive effort, such as 
factories and plants, are affected. An individual in a plant has every 
right to the freedom of choice, but this right is restrained by the right 
of the employers whose facilities he uses and the rights of his fellow 
workers whose collective needs may be paramount to his own. 

What is involved here is a social obligation to the common good. 
We have often said that individual rights and property rights are not 
absolute. Any reading of the social encyclical confirms this. 

The opponents of the Union Shop put great stress on its alleged 
compulsory nature and they feel that the federal government has no 
moral right to impose it on any individual. 

Yet we do accept compulsion in many areas of life imposed on us by 
federal, state and local government, taxes are compulsory, yet we don’t 
like to pay them. Education is compulsory, yet some people would pre- 
fer to send their kids to work to earn some money. Passports for travel 
abroad, drivers licenses, auto registration, auto inspection; all these 
things are imposed on us for the good of the community and we have 
accepted them in the best interest of society. 

Those arguing about the Union Shop might clarify these ideas if 
they examine the parallel situation prevailing in many of the professions. 
How many doctors can be successful without membership in a national 
state or local medical association? 

How many lawyers would attempt to practice without joining one of 
the Bar Associations. 

To single out the union shop as some terrible imposition on the 
a of workers, seems farcical when the question is examined thorough- 
y. 

No one can deny that the union shop has brought about better 
wages, improved working conditions, pensions, more vacation time and 
an increase in productivity. 

Few firms have gone under through paying living wages to their 
workers. Still, it is true, some businesses have folded rather than accept 
the moral obligation of paying just wages. 

Profits are important, but the justice of a living wage takes preced- 
ence over the quest for excessive profit.

calling that the Methodist Church 
in the South was then segregated, 
he says, “I didn’t see how I could 
honestly preach the Gospel of 
Christ in a church that practiced 
discrimination. . . . But I never 
abandoned His teaching. It is still 
very much part of my thinking.” 
Instead of entering the ministry, 
Farmer turned his energies toward 


social action. From 1941 to 1945 
he served as race relations secre- 
tary of the Fellowship of Reconcili- 
ation. From 1946 to 1948 he took 
part in the organizing drive in the 
South of the Upholsterers’ Inter- 
national Union. Later he served as 
international representative of the 
State, County and Municipal Em- 
ployees Union, and in 1958 he was 
designated one of a five-man dele- 


gation from the International Con- 


federation of Free Trade Unions

to fifteen African countries. Farm- 
er also served as a Di- 
rector for the NAACP and was a 
commentator on radio and tele- 
vision programs sponsored by the 
United Auto Workers in Detroit. 

In 1942, with a group of students 
at the University of Chicago, 
Farmer organized the first chapter 
of CORE. The group intended, in 
his words, “to substitute bodies for 
exhortations,” and to apply to the 
struggle for racial equality in the 
United States the techniques of 
nonviolence and passive resistance 
that Gandhi used so successfully in 
India’s struggle for independence. 

As National Director of CORE, 
Farmer not only plans projects but 
also participates in carrying many 
of them out. He was one of the 
original Freedom Riders, and, like 
most of the group, he spent forty 
days in jail in 1961. He was next 
imprisoned in August, 19638, for 
leading a civil rights demonstra- 
tion in Plaquemine, Louisiana. 
Tear gas and electric cattle prods 
were used against the demonstra- 
tors, and Farmer, along with 232 
others, was arrested for “disturb- 
ing the peace and obstructing the 
sidewalk.” He was released from 
jail on August 29. On September 
1, Plaquemine’s Negroes staged an 
even larger demonstration. Police 
used tear gas and high-power hoses 
on demonstrators who took refuge 
in a church parsonage. On April 
22, 1964, he was arrested with 
over 300 other CORE members

Labor’s top priority legislative 
objective, repeal of Section 14(b) 
of Taft-Hartley, was called for by 
_ President Johnson in his labor 
message to Congress last month. 

The message set the Congres- 
sional machinery in operation. 
Hearings on the Administration 
bill before the Special Subcommit- 
tee on Labor of the House Educa- 
tion and Labor Committee began 
almost immediately, and have now 
been completed. 

It is expected that the bill will 
hit the House floor sometime in 
July, the exact date depending on 
the length of delay in the Rules 
Committee. 

With the new House rules 
adopted at the beginning of the 
session, the bill can be forced out 
of Rules if it has not been reported 
within 21 days after it is received. 

Section 14(b) permits the states 
to pass so-called right-to-work 
laws that prohibit union shop 
agreements between labor and 
management. If repealed, the 
right-to-work laws now in effect 
in 19 states would be negated, and 
union and management would be 
permitted to negotiate union shop 
clauses in contracts. 


Rabidly Anti-Labor 

The proponents of the laws are 
a hard core of rabidly anti-labor 
groups. They adopt a no-holds- 
barred approach in their efforts to 
weaken and ultimately destroy free 
trade unions in America. The 
right-to-work gimmick is only one 
in their arsenal of anti-labor weap- 
ons. But they believe it is tailor- 
made for their purposes. For it 
lends itself to the use of pious 
phrases about protecting indivi- 
dual freedom as a veil or smoke 
screen for hiding a nefarious in- 
tent to decimate labor’s strength. 

Very few supporters of right- 
to-work reveal their basic motives, 
but on occasion one will experience 
a slip of the tongue that exposes 
an underlying hypocracy. 

Gov. Albertis Harrison of Vir- 
ginia, a right-to-work state, in ex- 
plaining the advantages of indus- 


try moving to Virginia, was quoted 


by the New York Times on July 


28, 1962 as saying that “one of 
the most important of these ad- 
vantages, the governor believes, is 
the state’s right-to-work law. Be- 
cause of the law, national labor 
unions lack strength in Virginia 
and the percentage of time lost to 


‘ industry through strikes is the 


lowest in the nation.” 


Keyed for Battle 
A bitter battle will be waged in 
Congress over this hot issue. Both

sides are keyed for the fight. La- 
bor is. primed for action, its ma- 
chinery geared to victory in this 
legislative struggle to repeal this 
unfair, most serious and danger- 
ous provision in the nation’s labor 
relations laws. 

With full cooperation and total 
support from the organized labor 
movement, churches, and liberal 
groups, the attack on union securi- 
ty through Section 14(b) can and 
will be stopped by the 89th Con- 


gress. 

In addition to 14(b), the Presi- 
dent’s labor message called for 
amendments to the Fair Labor 
Standards Act (Minimum Wage 
Law) that would extend its cover- 
age to an additional 4.5 million 
workers; provide double-time for 
overtime after 48 hours; and leave 
up to Congress the determination 
of when and by how much the 
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TOTAL SUPPORT OF LABOR 
NEEDED IN ALL-OUT FIGHT 


minimum wage should be in- 
creased. 

Labor supports the principles 
enunciated by the President, but 
will press for double-time after 40 
hours, and a hike in minimum 
wage to $2 an hour effective im- 
mediately. 

Hearings on FLSA amendments 
are under way. 


Extended Benefits 

The message also urged action 
to strengthen the Unemployment 
insurance program by providing 
federal standards and a permanent 
program of federal extended bene- 
fits for long-term unemployed. 

In other congressional action, 
the Senate passed a voting rights 
bill after mustering the necessary 
two-thirds majority to cut off a 
Southern filibuster. The bill 
guarantees every citizen the right 
to vote regardless of race, religion 
or national origin. The measure 
now moves to the House. 

Early this month, the House 
Ways and Means Committee will 
report a bill cutting excise taxes 
by more than $4 billion over a four 
year period. The bill will call for 
a reduction in the tax on communi- 
cations from 10% to 3% beginning 
January, 1966; a further cut of 
1% a year until January, 1969 
when the tax would be eliminated. 

The House Education and La- 
bor Committee reported out a 
Higher Education bill authorizing 
funds for expanded adult vocation- 
al training, scholarships and build- 
ing construction. Hearings are 
under way in the Senate.

Editor’s Note: This is Part 2 of a Series dealing with the House 
Un-American Activities Committee. 


The House-Un-American Activi- 
tiec Committee, which has been 
assailed often for conducting in- 
vestigations on the basis of “ex- 
posure for exposure’s sake,” has 
two primary methods of opera- 
tion: 

1) The holding of public hear- 
ings, widely covered by ma- 
jor news media, in which 
the HUAC’s search for evi- 
dences of domestic Commu- 
nism injurious to the na- 
tion’s welfare is carried on 
amidst the fullest publicity. 

2) The compilation of extensive 

“public” files, estimated by 
Dr. Robert K. Carr in his 
1962 authoritative book on 
the HUAC, to contain the 
names of nearly a million 
Americans. These files con- 
sist of raw, unevaluated ma- 
terial gathered from news- 
papers, organization letter- 
heads and other sources. 

The ACLU believes that the 
HUAC’s conduct of public hear- 
ings and the irresponsible handling 
of unevaluated materials in its 
files has repeatedly violated not 
only Constitutional guarantees of 
free speech, petition and associa- 
tion, but has shown contemptuous 
disregard for the elementary re- 
quirements of due process of law 
and ordinary ideas of fairness. 


The Committee has steadfastly 
denied any intent to conduct trials, 
which properly belong in court- 
rooms, not Congressional hearing 
rooms, or to prosecute witnesses. 
But its actual manner of investi- 


gating has produced the aura of a 
courtroom trial and the impression 
that witnesses are being accused, 
tried, and either convicted-or ac- 
quitted by this completely non- 
judicial body acting without judi- 
cial procedures. This usurps the 
functions of the Executive and 
Judicial Branches of government, 
and thus ignores the “checks and 
balances” of the American system 
which helps to safeguard the in- 
dividual from the exercise of too 
much governmental power. 


Conduct of Public Hearings 

The manner in which the Com- 
mittee conducts hearings has 
changed during the past quarter 
century and falls into two distinct 
eras. The 1940’s and 1950’s was 
a period during which it was re- 
sponsible for the type of abuses 
we have come to call “McCarthy- 
ism.”’ These abuses took such form 
as public name-calling of witnesses 
(“‘subversive,” “Communist-sym- 
pathizer’”’) ; premature publication 
of the names of those subpoenaed 
as a result of leaks to the press; 
refusal to inform witnesses of the 
precise subject of the investiga- 
tion; denial of the right to con- 
front and cross-examine accusers; 
accusation of wrong-doing in such 
a manner as to suggest it was the 
witness’ responsibility to prove 
his own innocence; and failure to 
provide a meaningful procedure 
for defense. 

The Committee’s behavior im- 
proved somewhat after the Su- 
preme Court ruled in the 1957 
Watkins case that the HUAC’s 
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questions to a witness must be 
directly pertinent to a _ subject 
under investigation, thus curbing 
to some degree the wild-swinging 
nature of its interrogations. 

In the words of the Library of 
Congress’ Legislative Reference 
Service, the Supreme Court or- 
dered the indictment for contempt 
against Watkins to be dismissed 
because: “No clear understanding 
of the ‘question under inquiry’ 
could be gleaned from the resolu- 
tion authorizing the full commit- 
tee, the legislative history thereof, 
the committee’s practices there- 
under, the action authorizing the 
subcommittee, the statements of 
the Chairman at the opening of 
the hearings or his statement in 
response to petitioner’s protest.” 

Chief Justice Earl Warren, 
speaking for the Supreme Court 
majority, stated that “there is no 
general authority to expose the 
private affairs of individuals with- 
out justification in terms of the 
functions of the Congress .. . nor 
is the Congress a law enforcement 
or trial agency. These are func- 
tions of the executive and judicial 
departments of Government. No 
inquiry is an end in itself; it must 
be related to, and in furtherance 
of, a legitimate task of the Con- 
gress...” 

The Watkins decision, combined 
with both improved U.S.-Soviet 
relations which reduced public 
anxiety over Communist aggres- 
sion and the demise of McCarthy- 
ism, brought a retreat from the 
HUAC’s blatantly abusive method 
of investigation. 

The second era, the late 1950’s 
and early 1960’s, has been marked 
by fewer hearings, conducted more 
quietly, and some tightening of 
the Committee’s rules for protect-

ing witnesses. 

Despite these mild reforms, re- 
ports in ACLU files show that the 
HUAC’s presence in any commu- 
nity still means: 

1) Widest exposure of witnesses 
or persons named in testi- 
mony, through local news- 
paper, radio and TV publici- 


ty. 

2) Frequent loss of job for per- 
sons subpoenaed (sometimes 
even uninvolved relatives are 
fired) and further economic 
and social sanctions if they 
are considered “unfriendly” 
witnesses. 

8) An increase in the circula- 
tion of “hate” literature in 
the community and haras- 
sing “anonymous” phone 
calls both to witnesses and 
their employers. 

In short, though some HUAC 
hearings lack the trumpeting “cir- 
cus” atmosphere of earlier days 
and their influence is sometimes 
more subtlely felt, the conse- 
quences—right up to the present 
moment—are severe, both for the 
cause of civil liberties and individ- 
ual lives. 

Let us examine the two Com- 
mittee eras. 


The Noisy Years 

During the 1940’s and 1950’s, 
persons were called before the 
HUAC to explain their link, if 
any, with Communism. 

Nearly every occupation and 
profession was included, as was 
every shade of political opinion. 
Some persons admitted an earlier 
affiliation with the Communist 
Party but said they had long ago 
broken their ties; some had long 
records of militant anti-Commu- 
nism. The hearing sites ranged the 
land from Seattle to Buffalo; from 


Miami Beach to Los Angeles. 

The Committee’s behavior can 
be gauged from a hearing held in 
Los Angeles in 1956; after it the 
Board of Governors of the Cali- 
fornia State Bar protested the 
HUAC’s infringement of the prin- 
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ciple of the right to counsel. The 
criticism dealt with HUAC Coun- 
sel Richard Arens’ attack on at- 
torney John W. Porter, who ap- 
peared before the Committee along 
with a number of subpoenaed cli-

PUTS 


POWER IN LOCAL HANDS 


For the first time in the history of this country, substantial federal 
aid to grade schools and high schools seems about to become a reality. 
Long as it has been in coming, sound as the Administration’s legislation 
is in general, now that success is within grasp there is something fright- 


ening about the prospect. 


The trouble is that people may 
say, in effect, well, Washington 
has finally stepped into the pic- 
ture so the responsibility is out of 
our hands. 


In fact the assistance, compara- 
tively massive as it is, does not be- 
gin to match the nation’s educa- 
tional needs and no educational! 
program, federal, state or local, can 
be successful without active—not 
passive—public support. 


The risk is worth the running, 
however, because a start has to 
be made somewhere and further- 
more President Johnson has al- 
ready made it plain that he con- 
siders this just a beginning. 


U.S. Aid Not New 

Congress has authorized limited 
aid to education before, ranging 
from school lunch programs to 
scholarships, grants and loans at 
the college and university level 
through the so-called Defense Ed- 
ucation Act. 


But a major federal assist to 


primary and secondary education 
has always run aground on the 


shoals of segregation, arch-con- 
servatism and the church-state is- 
sue. 


The 1964 Civil Rights Act has 
minimized the racial problem in 
school legislation, progressive ele- 
ments in Congress were powertful- 
ly reinforced by the last election 
and the perennial parochial school 
nettle has been blunted if not 
plucked by a new approach, which 
has been called the “shared serv- 


ices” concept. Under it, not pri- 


vate schools but private school stu- 
dents would be helped. They could 
share the use of textbooks, read- 
ing aids, films, classrooms for spe- 
cial mathematics courses, etc., 
with public school students. 


Happily, church leaders seem 
willing to try this pattern. A 
deathly struggle on the constitu- 
tional issue does not now threaten 
the legislation. The $1.3 billion bill 
emerged, virtually unscathed, from 
the House Education and Labor 
Committee. 


Help for Poor Kids 


The measure’s biggest thrust is 
toward children in city and rural 
slums. At the age of 3 they would 
start in public nursery schools so 


when they reached first grade 
they would be better prepared to 
hold their own with youngsters 
from middle-income families. 


On the theory that poverty and 
ignorance travel together, a billion 
dollars would be alloted to states 
on the basis of the number of chil- 
dren living in families earning no 
more than a subsistence income— 
roughly $2,000 a year or less. 

This, for once, is putting the 
horse before the cart, for it at- 
tempts to strengthen the fabric 
of our society at its weakest point. 


One big objective, as President 
Johnson likes to put it, is to trans- 
form tax-eaters into tax-payers by 
preparing underprivileged children 
who might otherwise become drop- 
outs, delinquents or relief cases 
for a productive life. 


School Dollar Dividends 


Dollars are important. In the 
March Progressive magazine, 
Washington Post Education Writ- 
er Gerald Grant reports that in 
South Carolina, which spends an 
average of $240 a year to educate 
a child, only 48% of the state’s 
draftees pass the Selective Service 
test. Only half of South Carolina’s 
eighth-graders finish high school. 

In California, which spends $515 
on a child’s education, 85% pass 
the Selective Service exam and 
nearly 90% of the eighth grade 
population complete high school.

ents. Counsel Arens departed from 
the scope of the hearing to ask 
the clients whether they knew 
their attorney “as a Communist 
named Porter” in a relationship 
other than attorney and client. 
The HUAC Counsel addressed a 
witness as “Comrade” and re- 
peatedly referred to Porter as 
“Comrade Porter” (Porter was 
not a witness). In addition, Arens 
did not permit any of the attor- 
neys for other witnesses to ad- 
dress the Committee or to make 
objections to the manner in which 
the proceeding was being con- 


ducted. The attorneys were re- 
peatedly told that their “sole and 
exclusive right” was to advise 
their clients. 


The State Bar was so disturbed 
by the “courtroom” atmosphere 
that it recommended that the 
American Bar Association draft 
proposals to Congress for reforms 
in Committee procedures. The 
group’s Board of Governors stated 
in its formal report that the 
HUAC proceeding and its staff 
counsel’s conduct were “improper 
and lacking in the dignity and im- 
partiality which should govern the 
conduct of agencies of the United 
States and . . . posed a threat to 
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the right to appeal by counsel and 
“3 the proper independence of the 
ar.”’ 

The HUAC’s disrespect for the 
traditional Anglo-Saxon legal idea 
that every man is innocent until 
proven guilty was illustrated in.a 
1959 incident in which the Com- 
mittee subpoenaed 110 public 
school teachers in California. Si- 
multaneously their names a 
in the press. In the face of mount- 
ing public outcry, the Committee 
twice postponed the hearings at 
which these teachers were to have 
ap and then finally can- 
celled them altogether. The San

Training, Counselling Can Help: 


JOBS For ENTIRE LABOR FORCE 


The way to solve “exceptionally 
high” youth unemployment is to 
drive down all unemployment, an 
AFL-CIO spokesman declared in a 
network radio interview. 


Stressing job measures for 
young workers without creating 
more job opportunities for the en- 
tire work force can mean improve- 
ment for the younger group “at 
the expense of older workers,” said 
Marvin Friedman, economist in the 
AFL-CIO’s Dept. of Research, on 
Labor News Conference. 


That, he said, would result in “a 
game of musical chairs.” 


Friedman said that stepped-up 
training and counselling efforts 
for young workers are going to 
help, but, he added, “what we can 
do for these youths will depend 
upon what we can do for the 
economy as a whole and for the 
work force in general.” 


Negro youths are hardest hit 
by unemployment, Friedman said. 
The “added burden of discrimina- 
tion” puts young Negroes at an 
“even greater disadvantage’ than 
whites in the same age bracket,

he noted, pointing out that their 
unemployment rate runs six times 
the overall national)! figure. 


Lack of motivation toward edu- 
cation and training is an especially 
serious problem among Negroes 
who stayed in school, developed 
skills, but are “unable to secure 
a decent job and a decent chance 
in the job market,” Friedman as- 
serted. 

“The Civil Rights Act of 1964, 
which establishes equal employ- 
ment opportunity as everyone’s 
right, regardless of color,” will 
help overcome the Negro youth 
unemployment problem, Friedman 
observed. He noted that this was 
one of the major reasons for the 
AFL-CIO’s vigorous push for legis- 
lation containing fair employment 
practices provisions. 

Reporters questioning Friedman 
on the AFL-ClO-produced public 
service interview, aired weekly 
over the Mutual Broadcasting Sys- 
tem, were John Herling, syndicated 
columnist and editor of the Herling 
Laborletter, and Frank Porter, la-

Francisco Chronicle editorialized: 
“Forty Northern California teach- 
ers and 70 in Southern California 
are under subpoena, their names 
have been made public and they 
stand accused with no opportunity 
to clear themselves. This kind of 
procedure is hardly in accord with 
the best American practice, though 
it is not new with the House Un- 
American Activities Committee.” 


The Comittee also sent copies 
of its files on these teachers to 
local school boards. And even 
though the state Attorney General 
declared the files “worthless” as 
evidence against the teachers, 2 
very large percentage of those 
named had continuous trouble in 
being re-certified, in gaining ten- 
ure, and in having contracts re- 
newed. Figures compiled in 1961, 
two years after the original sub- 
poenas were served, show that 


more than a third of the group 
had left the teaching profession 
altogether, at least in California. 

It is difficult to estimate exact- 
ly the human suffering that 
HUAC caused during the “noisy 
years.” The harms done to indi- 
viduals in terms of careers ruined, 
jobs lost, teaching and research 
opportunities blasted, creative 
work hindered or killed altogeth- 
er is impossible to assess precisely. 
However, information is available 
which illustrates the wreckage that 
the HUAC leaves in its path— 
despite the Committee’s disavowal 
of responsibility for economic and 
social sanctions imposed by the 
community. In 1961 the ACLU re- 
viewed its files to compile some 
of the ways in which individual 
lives had been damaged: 

. in Seattle, a member of the 
Molder’s Union was called a Com- 
munist by a HUAC witness, but 
he himself was never called to 
testify. A woman kept calling his 
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employer every day for weeks; he 
was finally fired. 

. . » A Rhode Island housewife 
who refused to testify found her 
family socially ostrasized ; she was 
refused an active role in the state 
PTA in which she had formerly 
been an important participant, and 
her youngster was so affected that 
the family was forced to transfer 
him to another school. 

... @ successful Miami business- 
man-builder who relied on his 
Fifth Amendment privilege before 
HUAC, lost his business and final- 
ly had to leave Florida; he was 
forced to earn a living doing odd 
jobs and carpentry. 

... a girl with a job as a pot- 
washer was fired because her hus- 
band and father invoked the Fifth 
Amendment before the Commit- 
tee. Her husband, a draftsman, lost 
his job, too. In a similar case in 
another city, a girl who worked 
for a county government division 
lost her job because her father 
declined to testify before the 
HUAC though she herself was not 
involved in the hearings. 

. . . &@ ftre-department captain 
who denied he was a member of 
the Communist Party at the time 
of his testimony but refused to 
discuss his past political activity, 
was dismissed from his post when 
he lacked one month and 10 days 
of 25 years’ service and retirement 
benefits. 

. . . & woman laboratory tech- 
nician at a Detroit hospital was 
fired after 20 years’ service be- 
cause she declined to answer ques- 


tions. 

... @ fund-raiser for a service 
organization in Chicago candidly 
discussed his own former Com- 
munist Party membership and ex- 
plained how he came to leave the 
Party in 1958, but invoked the 
Fifth Amendment in declining to 
give the names of others; he lost 
his job. 

aa @ Buffalo couple—the hus- 
band a steel factory worker, the 
wife employed by a service organi- 
zation, denied they were Party

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members at the time of the HUAC 
hearings, but both lost their jobs 
because they declined to testify 
about the past. 


-a San Francisco news broad-- 


caster on a local station was sus- 
pended the moment he was sub- 
poenaed by the HUAC and subse- 
quently resigned. He turned to 
working as a poll taker to support 
his family. 

. a violinist with the Detroit 
Symphony was expelled from the 
Musician’s Union, as well as los- 
ing his orchestra job, when he re- 
fused to answer the HUAC’s ques- 
tions; he became a door-to-door 
brush salesman after loss of union 
privileges made it impossible for 
him to work in music. 

The Informers: 

A Crisis of Conscience 

The Committee has also caused 
an acute crisis of conscience among 
persons called to testify which 
created a moral dilemma. 

The Fifth Amendment in the 
Bill of Rights protects individuals 
against self-incrimination; the 
problem of incriminating other 
persons in allegedly wrongful ac- 
tivities is not included. But Ameri- 
can custom and-tradition, based-on 
deep-rooted ethical concepts, have 
long disapproved of the informer, 
the person who betrays compan- 
ions to authorities who may take 
reprisals against them. Whether 
such betrayal takes place for mone- 
tary gain or to save oneself from 
reprisals by the same authorities, 
the informer has been castigated 
and shunned. 

Yet the position of potential or 
actual informer was one in which 
many Americans reluctantly found 
themselves during the HUAC’s 
“noisy years.” The familiar di- 
lemma of being asked in Commit- 
tee hearings to “name names” and 
identify former companions, or 
run the risk of being jailed for 
contempt of Congress, was a dark 


one indeed. 

The conflict was articulated in 
many ways. A Philadelphia high 
school teacher testified freely in 
1954 that he had been a‘Commu- 


nist Party member’ because he ~ 


had mistakenly believed that the 
Party was devoted to world peace 
and disarmament; that he had 
broken with the Party seven years 
previously and that he would 
speak openly of his own activities. 
He refused, however, to identify 
his former associates in the Com- 
munist Party. He told the Com- 
mittee: 

“It is a matter of deep and 
abiding conscience with me... 
I have always believed and I have 
been told, that to be an informer 
as to friends you might have and 
the acquaintances you might meet 
along the pathway of life is con- 
trary to every tenet of the Ameri- 
can way of thinking.” 

This teacher was suspended 
from his position and cited for 
contempt. He subsequently cleared 
himself by reappearing before the 
HUAC and identifying a list of 
persons he said were Communist 
Party members in the early 1930’s 
and 1940’s. 


Other witnesses who volunteered . 


to tell of their own activities also 
begged to be excused from naming 
former associates, on the grounds 
that the persons had long since 
severed their ties with any ques- 
tionable groups, were now living 
in different parts of the country, 
pursuing different lives, and that 
to take up associations of 20 years 
earlier would be unfair and dam- 
aging to former friends. Few, how- 
ever, escaped the Committee’s 
pressure. Some relented and 
“named names;” several accepted 
contempt citations and jail sent- 
ences as the alternative to becom- 
Still others found 


ing informers. 
that perhaps an articulate defense 
or a famous name shielded them 
from the final ignominy of a jail 


sentence. 

One university professor in Cali- 
fornia phrased his struggle of con- 
science before the Committee this 
way: 
~“You-can be-sure-that.-if I had 
at any time pursued activities in- 
imical to the best interests of my 
adopted home, I would immediate- 
ly have gone-to the proper authori- 
ties. The mentioning of names 
would save me a great deal of 
practical trouble, but it would 
smash me in side and ruin me as 
a man. It would have taken from 
me my ability and authority as a 
teacher. I have tried to be a scholar 
all my life.” 

Although he lost his job, he was 
not jailed. 

Similarly, playwright Arthur 
Miller was cited for contempt be- 
cause he refused to name persons 
he had known 10 years before, in 
the 1940’s, who may have had 
Communist sympathies or affilia- 
tions. However, when Mr. Miller 
was cleared on technical grounds 
by a federal court, the government 
did not pursue further the pos- 
sibility of jailing one of the na- 
tion’s foremost writers because he 
refused to become an informer. 

Of the Miller case, Congressman 
James Roosevelt, an outspoken 
HUAC critic, asked: “What good 
did it do the free world to subject 
this talented man, regardless of 
his past political attitudes, to a 
criminal prosecution because he 
refused to name associations of ten 
years before? ... there is no ques- 
tion of the harm it did to our 
status as leader of the free world.” 

Perhaps the most alarming 
philosophical note on the moral is- 
sue created by the Committee was 
struck by film producer Robert 
Rossen. He remarked, in a “con- 
fession” before the Committee: “I 
don’t think . . . that any one indi- 
vidual can even indulge himself in 
the luxury of individual morality.”

Purpose of the Seminar: The Harvard International Seminar provides an opportunity for promising individuals from 
abroad to discuss the nature of present-day problems with their contemporaries in other countries and in the United 
States. It particularly wishes to attract individuals whose normal activities prevent extended periods of absence from 
their home countries and who are therefore ineligible for existing exchange programs. It is primarily designed for 
individuals who are achieving eminence in some field of endeavor who wish to broaden themselves through contact 
with colleagues from other countries; it is not for students interested in a course of instruction. The 1965 session expects 
to invite forty participants from all over the world. 


Stipend: The Harvard International Seminar will assume all the expenses of its participants, including transportation 
to and from their homes, room, board, tuition and a weekly allowance for personal expenses. Participants will live in 
Harvard University dormitories. No provisions for families can be made. No part of the stipend may be applied to 
living accommodations other than those provided. The Seminar cannot pay for expenses incurred in obtaining visas or 
in filing the application. 


Program: The program of the Harvard International Seminar has three parts: 


a. A formal academic program: This will take the form of two groups of approximately twenty members discussing 
problems of contemporary interest under the general supervision of a faculty member. Their subject matter will be of 
sufhicient scope to permit each participant to treat it from the point of view of his special discipline or particular field 
of interest. It is expected that one group will deal primarily with political and social issues. The other will mark in 
the general area of the. humanities. Each successful applicant, upon re will be furnished with a prospectus 
outlining the work in which his group expects to engage. The emphasis of these groups will be less on formal lectures 
than on utilizing the special competence of the participants through discussions and reports. 


b. It will give its participants an opportunity to become acquainted with various aspects of American life through 
a program of distinguished guest speakers from the professions, labor unions, industry, government, literary and 
artistic circles and other spheres, as well as through visits to industrial plants, newspapers, public institutions and other 
organizations of interest to the participants. 


c. An opportunity will be given to the participants to speak to an American audience on some aspect of their own 
country at least once during their stay at Harvard. 


Qualifications: Preference will be given to individuals who are already active in some field of endeavor. Applicants 
should be between the ages of 26 and 45. A good command of the English language is essential because all of the sessions 
are conducted in that language. | 


Method of Application: All applications should reach the Harvard International Seminar, 6 Divinity Avenue, Cam- 
bridge 38, Massachusetts, no later than March 1st. They should be accompanied by a photograph and two letters of 
recommendation in English. The applicant should also enclose a letter outlining the reason for his interest in the 
Seminar and the contribution he expects to make to it. The applicant will be notified of the decision in his case during 
the second half of April.

At the civil rights rally in Tarrytown on 
Oct. 18, one of my classmates, Vic Hummert, 
asked you if it would be possible for you to 
come to Maryknoll and speak to the seminarians.

Dear Mr. Farmer: 


Now, somewhat over two weeks after your appearance 
in Baldwin, the impact of that visit is still apparent and 
will be for a long time to come. Its effect is felt in many 
ways--the discussions generated among the mass of gray people 
who heretofore have not been touched by or reached out for 
the civil rights movement, the inspiration to those of us in 
the movement who have taken it for granted, the enthusiasm 
instilled in many young people in the community, the bitter- 
ness among those who long to keep towns like Baldwin untouched 
by the 20th century, the insight into living which your ideas 
achieved among all who heard them expressed. 


Enclosed are copies of two press clippings. One is 
a report of your speech on the 16th of September. The other 
describes a meeting of the Baldwin Board of Education which 
occurred the Tuesday after you spoke--that meeting revealed 
the ugly side of this town, a side which would have been mani- 
fested during your address but for your ability to compel the 
interest and attention of your entire audience. We have it 
on good authority that the lynch mob at the Board of Education 
meeting was partially incited by your appearance the week before-- 
I think that is good, for if we can rip off the veneer of civi- 
lization worn by these bigots, eventually even the gray people 
will care enough not to stomach them any longer. 


I want to add one personal word, if 1 may. Your 
kindness and graciousness in coming out for dinner and then 
in staying late after the meeting gave me, my family and 
friends an opportunity to know you better than any public occa- 
sion could ever provide. Your thoughtfulness has enriched our 
lives in a way that will remain long after your words spoken 
from the platform have faded from memory.

2. Mr. Harold K. Brown, well known to Mr. Farmer, led San Diego CORE in 
the s es aga San Diego Gas and Electric Company, the Calif- 
ornia Real Estate A ssociation (Proposition #1), and the long and punish- 
ing fight against the Bank of America. He was arrested four times for 
leading demonstrations against the Bank of America and has served two jail 
terms and faces a third for his civil rights activities. 


3. The local effort against the Bank of America, culminating last summer, 
resulted in 21 arrests with 21 convictions and a total sentencing of over 
150 days in jail. It would be fair to say that fifteen days or more of 


jail have or will be served for every new Negro hired by the Bank of America. 


Mr. Fred Cawley will be in jail for CORE demonstrations even while Mr. 
Farmer is yenking. 


4. CORE activities in San Diego have been carried with considerable per- 


sonal sacrifice by Hal Brown, Ken Fenn lpston, and a few other dedicated 
members. The fairly e class in San Diego has failed to 


large Negro 
meet its responsibility as American citizen and fellow-Negro. This group 
deserves whatever prodding Mr. Farmer chooses to give it. 


5S. The white power-structure, incIuding Mayor Frank Curran and Cit 

Gouncilman Tom Hom, has been blind to the oat which exists righ fore 
theft eyes. They have been running a little scared since Watts and the 
near riot in San Diego and may be inclined now to look with more favor 


upon CORE-or any group which might be able to hold the riotous element 
in check. We hope Mr. Farmer frightens a little sense into them. 


6. The white commmity in San Diego is very conservative and is made more 
so through the efforts of the right-wing press monopoly, the Copley Press, 
which publisheg the two dailies: The-fribune and the Union. The Birchers 
and racists are strong here. -™ | 


7e The park in which the mass-rally is to be held, Mountain View Park, 

is the scene of the backlash which occurred in San Diego the Sunday after- 
moon and night of the Watts riéts. The San Diego Police panicked and while 
in this state used force and mounted a show of power absurdly beyond all 
provocation. Many Negroes wartanes cones on such charges as unlawful as- 
sembly and failure to disperse’ when they were all alone. The courts are 
now trying to keep the police Prom looking like a dim-witted géstapo. 


8. ‘San Diego CORE has gone thiBough some weakening internal struggles 
‘and .badly needs more members, more will to act, more dedication, more 
money, more everything. Yet, it is the only viable civil rights organi- 
zation in San Diego and, if it.dies, the prospect is bleak indeed. Lo 
Heights is another potential Watts, but more important is the center for 
a suffering which the ghetto, segregated schools, discrimination 
in hiring and poverty all spawn. CORE is almost as badly needed in San 
Diego as it is needed in Bogaluga. 


9. The use of Jazzville is through the courtesy and generosity of Mrs. 
Lola Ward. It is hoped Mr. Farmer will recognize her contribution.

America’s first Freedom Ride in 1961 and, as a 
result, spent 40 days in a Mississippi jail. 

Although he was originally trained for the 
Methodist ministry, Farmer refused to be or- 
dained because of the segregation then practiced 
by that church. Instead, he became active in labor 
movements and civil rights. In 1942, he helped 
organize the first chapter of CORE at the Uni- 
versity of Chicago and has worked with that or- 
ganization ever since. 

CORE was founded on the same principle of 
passive resistance that Gandhi used to free India 
from British rule. CORE tactics are always di- 
rect, but never violent. As Farmer has said, “We 
are not pressing toward the brink of violence, 
but for the peak of freedom.”’ 

The recent surge in the civil rights movement 
can be largely traced to earlier CORE action. 
CORE staged its first successful sit-in in June 
1943, its first Freedom Ride (then called a Jour- 
ney of Reconciliation) in April 1947, and helped 
desegregate Nashville, Tennessee’s schools in 
1957.

IS THE BANDUNG ERA ENDING? 


African continent at a site to be decided 
by the Organization of African Unity 
(O.A.U.). The latter, meeting in Cairo, 
gave the nod to Algeria. The conference 
was initially scheduled for March, 1965, 
then postponed to June 29th. A thousand- 
seat hall and 6 identical two-story villas 
were built at an estimated cost of $30 
million at a beach resort 13:miles west of 
Algiers to house the conference. 

A preparatory or standing committee 
was appointed to arrange the conference 
and. solve all interim problems. This was 
composed of 15 Asian-African ambassadors 
accredited to Algeria. It met eight times 
between October, 1964, and June, 1965. In 
addition, President Ben Bella sent his dip- 
lomats to many countries to inspire at- 
tendance at the Conference. Such support 
was increasingly under question because 
of the intensified dispute over Soviet at- 
tendance and a possible boycott, for other 
reasons, by some African states. 

After the first postponement of Bandung 
II, from March to June, President Su- 
karno of Indonesia decided to have his 


mier Pham Van Dong of North Vietnam. 
Thai Foreign Minister Thanta Khoman also 
was present, but retreated after hearing 
violent anti-Western attacks. 


Conference of New Emerging Forces 
One purpose of Dasawarsa was Pres- 
ident Sukarno’s hope to promote CONEFO 


Olympic Committee for holding the Asian 
Games in 1962 without Taiwan and Israel. 
CONEFO would be composed of NEFOS— 
New Emerging Forces — as opposed to 
OLEFOS — the Old Established Forces 
(headed by the U. S.). A cornerstone of 
the building complex (a ll-story secre- 
tarial and a 2,500-seat auditorium) to 
house CONEFO was laid during Dasa- 
warsa, President Sukarno hoped that the 
building would be ready for the first meet- 
ing of CONEFO then scheduled for August, 
1966.

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WHY | BROKE OFF RELATIONS WITH BRITAIN 


British policy toward the white svu- 
premacy government of lan D. Smith 
in Rhodesia has firmed up since Tan- 
zania led other members of the Com- 
monwealth in breaking relations with. 
London Dec. 15. The following state- 
ment by Pres. Julius K. Nyerere, re- 
printed by permission from the ““Sun- 
day Observer” (London), explains the 
philosophy behind this historic step: 


By DR. JULIUS K. NYERERE 


My decision to break off diplomatic rela- 
tions with Britain unless she demonstrates 
an immediate and new determination to 
deal with the Rhodesian rebellion could 
have very serious economic consequences 
for Tanzania. 

It is not easy for us to break links with 
the Government of a country with which 
we are tied by history and by affection. 
We shall do so, if we must, with bitter 
regret and because we have no honourable 
alternative. 

Not only is Britain responsible in law 
for the situation in Rhodesia; she has con- 
sistently claimed this responsibility — and 
still does. She has refused to consider letting 
the United Nations take this responsibility 
out of her hands; she has refused to accept 
that the Commonwealth has any rights in 
the matter. And she has spurned all African 
advice. 

At the Commonwealth Conference last 
June I asked the British Government for a 
commitment that when Rhodesia received 
her independence it would be on the basis 
of majority rule. That principle was not 
just Tanzania’s principle: it was Africa’s. 
The difference between my African Com- 
monwealth colleagues and myself on that 
occasion was that they believed Britain 
had accepted it, and was only unwilling to 
spell it out for tactical reasons. 


_ Racialist Tyranny 
It is this belief which made Africa so 
concerned to help Britain avoid a unilateral 
declaration of independence by the minority 
settler Government of Rhodesia. All of us

tember, 1965, little has been heard about 
CONEFO, except that the Chinese en- 
gineers working on the headquarters have 
been withdrawn. 

For almost two years the Chinese and 
Soviets have exchanged polemics about 
Bandung II. In April, 1964, the Soviet 
Government severely criticized the Chinese 
intention of excluding her, claiming that 
two-thirds of Soviet territory lies in Asia. 
The Soviets asked: “If the Soviet Union 
is not an Asian country and China is, 
how can they have a common boundary 
over 7,000 kilometers long, and in what 
continent does that boundary lie?’ China 
in a reply indicated that its objection to 
Soviet participation ‘‘is by no means be- 
cause the relations between China and the 
Soviet Union are at present not so good.”’ 


Sino-Soviet Polemics 


After the removal of Mr. Khrushchev in 
the autumn of 1964, the Soviet Union ap- 


recognise that independence without ma- 
jority rule in that country means the ex- 
tension of the South African racialist tyran- 
ny with no possibility of peaceful progress. 

It was this concern to keep open the 
prospect of a peaceful settlement which 
made Africa sit quietly through the lengthy 
negotiations which Mr. Wilson’s Govern- 
ment undertook with the Rhodesian whites 
to avoid U.D.I. (Unilateral Declaration of 
Independence). We became increasingly 
worried about Britan’s willingness to make 
more and more concessions; but we were 
at one with her in wishing to avoid U.D.I. 
if this was possible on any honourable basis. 

When independence was nonetheless de- 
clared, Africa expected firm action from 
Britain. This was a rebellion; we expected 
action to suppress it. We heard words. We 
examined the programme of economic sanc- 
tions and noticed the things excluded. We 
saw that the sterling balances were not 
frozen; we saw that although certain things 
were declared illegal, the 1961 Constitution 
which was the basis of the trouble was not 
suspended. We saw, in other words, that 
only nominal action was proposed. 

Africa saw the danger to Zambia, and she 
watched while President Kaunda asked for 
help to protect his power supplies, if not 
his coal—both of them needed to produce 
copper for Britain., She saw Britain respond 
with an R.A.F. contingent which has strictly 
limited functions, and a conditional offer of 
ground troops — conditions which would 
have meant in effect that Rhodesia was 
protected from Africa, not Zambia from 
the rebellious British colonial forces in 
Rhodesia. 

Rule of Law 

In the face of these experiences Africa 
has to call a halt. We do not want blood- 
shed; violence in Africa means the destruc- 
tion of our economies, and the suffering of 
our people. Britain is 6,000 miles away; we 
are on the spot. Zambia in particular is 
in the front line. But we recognise what 
Britain appears to have forgotten — that 
peace cannot be bought by treachery and 
submission to tyranny. It is based on the

Kaunda Explains Non-Alignment 


“T have said before, and I repeat now, 
that by choosing to be non-aligned, we do 
not shirk our responsibilities to the rest 
of mankind. Indeed, in this respect, when 
I speak of the common man, I do not see 
the common man as a Lusaka citizen alone. 
I speak of the common man wherever he 
is — in the streets of London, Washington, 
Paris, Moscow, Peking and, indeed, any- 
where and everywhere. He is, after all the 
citizen of the world, always more ready to 
co-operate with his fellow human beings 
elsewhere than his leaders are. 

“Tt is this strong belief in man, the per- 
son, that makes us convinced of the right- 
ness of the policy of non-alignment here. 
We feel in this way people are more ready 
and more free to agree or disagree with 
both the east and the west, or any other 
group, guided only by their principles. I will 
be bold enough to call him a fool who will 
believe that any country in the western or 
eastern blocs would always be right or 
always wrong. Non-alignment gives us the 


opportunity to say to each and every na- 
tion — east, west, north or south of us — 
here you are wrong — here you are right.” 

Dr. Kaunda said that to imagine that 
either of the two ideologically split groups 
could dominate the rest of the world was 
to display signs of complete loss of control

Conference? We have no objection to 
other Asian-African countries entering in-

The Future Role of the Bandung Bloc 


The political blocs within and across con- 
tinents will continue, some dying, others 
being born.
